INTRODUCTION 


The International Statistical Conferences of 1947 were synthetic. I 
use this word in its uncorrupted sense.^ My dictionary defines “syn¬ 
thetic** as “tending to reduce particulars to inclusive wholes.** “Syn¬ 
thesis** is “the putting together of different... parts into a now form.’* 
The International Statistical Conferences provided a new and unfamiliar 
form of international statistical consultation. There were no preced¬ 
ents for the reduction of the particular international events composing 
the Conferences into an inclusive whole. 

It is amusing to recall that this lack of precedents threatened to pro¬ 
duce nervous breakdowns among experts on protocol. Who should 
be given precedence on formal occasions, official representatives of the 
United Nations or the United States? The former had convened the 
“ World Statistical Congress,” to which it had invited governments, 
including that of the United States. The Government of the United 
States, on the other hand, had extended an official invitation to the In¬ 
ternational Statistical Institute to hold its Tw^enty-fifth Session in this 
country, had invited 63 governments to send delegations to the session, 
and additionally had invited all American governments to send dele¬ 
gations to the First General Assembly of the Inter American Statistical 
Institute. 

Thus the United States was in general the host and the United Nations 
one of the guests; except on those occasions, sometimes coincident with 
the first, when the United Nations was the host and the United States 
one of the guests! 

There were other similar perplexities. Who or what was the official 
host to the Econometric Society, the International Union for the Scienti¬ 
fic Study of Population Problems, and the organizing committee for the 
International Association for Research in Income and Wealth, whose 
invitations came neither from the United States nor the United Nations? 
The sessions of the International Conference on Public Opinion Research 
and those at which an international Biometric Society was organized 
were held at Williamstown and Woods Hole, Massachusetts, respective¬ 
ly, in advance of the Washington sessions. The timing and many of 
the arrangements for these sessions were intermeshed with those at 
Washington. Should they also be regarded as among the International 
Statistical Conferences? 

* In the United States “synthetic” sometimes connotes a compound of uncertain 
lEuid questionable elements, such as prohibition-era beverages, to be consumed 
one’s risk and peril. 
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The President of the United States was the titular head of thiee or* 
ganissations concerned with the arrangements. He was Honorary 
Chairman of the Arrangements Committee for the Twenty-fifth Session 
of the International Statistical Institute, Honorary Chairman of the 
Joint Arrangements Committee of the International Statistical Confer¬ 
ences, and Honorary Chairman of the American National Committee. 
The President’s wife, Mrs. Truman, was Honorary Chairman of the 
Hospitality Committee. 

It is not strange that national governments were sometimes puzzled 
to understand the nature of the occasion, or occasions, to which they were 
invited to send delegates, and an explanation of how the International 
Statistical Conferences came about is clearly in order. It cannot be 
claimed that they were conjoined as the result of long prevision or plan¬ 
ning. The conjunction among them grew^ though with cultivation, 
to a point at which a common name and coordinated preparations and 
arrangements became necessary. 

The explanation can most easily begin with the postwar 194»5 agreement 
among officials of the International Statistical Institute, the United 
States Arrangements Committee for the Institute’s Twenty-fifth Session, 
and the U. S. Department of State that the long-deferred Washington 
Session should be held in September 1947. Legal authorization from 
the Congress of the United States for invitations to this Session had been 
procured as early as 193i). Soon, the Executive Committee of the Inter 
American Statistical Institute, which was organized in 1940 and whose 
plans for an earlier first session of that organization had been frustrated, 
agreed that IASI would meet at the same time and place as ISI. Since 
the younger Institute was in effect an offspring of the older, the pros¬ 
pective association between their sessions seemed desirable. The discus¬ 
sion of joint arrangements was facilitated by interlocking personnel 
in the two responsible committees. 

At about this time the United States Arrangements Committee for 
the ISI session began to realize the difficulties it faced in obtaining a 
representative attendance from other countries. Costs of travel, 
travel and exchange restrictions, and the world-wide scarcity of dollais 
would be serious deterrents to potential participants from other lands. 
Sufficient funds were not in prospect for the general subsidization of 
travel costs. Several partial solutions to the problem were eventually 
found. All of these affected in a similar manner the character of the 
ultimate gathering. 

The ^st solution was to take all possible advantage of official travel. 
Statistical meetings of several intergovernmental organizations were 
in prospect and cooperation from the latter was sought and generously 
extended? Thus the Ifiternational Labor Organization rescheduled

its Conference of Labor Statisticians to meet in Montreal instead of 
Geneva. Despite an unavoidable time interval of some weeks, this 
enabled a number of labor statisticians from Europe and Asia to '‘wait 
over*' for the Washington Sessions. The United Nations Food and Agri¬ 
culture Organization and the International Monetary Fund were simi-, 
larly helpful. The Second Sessions of the United Nations Statistical 
and Population Commissions were scheduled at Lake Success, U. N. 
Headquaiters, immediately prior to the scheduled dates of the ISI and 
IASI Sessions. 

A more grandiose proposal for United Nations participation was re¬ 
commended by the Statistical Commission at its First Session and adopt¬ 
ed at a subsequent session of the Economic and Social Council. As 
originally conceived, the United Nations would join in the sponsorship 
of the Washington sessions, which collectively might then be called 
the “World Statistical Congress.” As the proposal w^as adopted by the 
Council, the term World Statistical Congress was reserved for a special 
program of meetings sponsored by the United Nations alone. 

The participation of the United Nations enhanced the prestige of the 
prospective sessions. It also permitted a particularly vital contribution 
by U. N. to all of the sessions with which it became associated. This 
was the provision of skilled personnel and technical equipment for simul¬ 
taneous interpretation. This contribution alone would have necessitated 
an integrated program and integrated arrangements. 

Conspicuous also were the services of the American Statistical Associa¬ 
tion, whose centenary in 1939 was the original occasion for the American 
invitation to the International Statistical Institute to meet with it in 
that year. Eight years later, still in the role of a host, the association 
prepared extensive graphic and commercial exhibits and arranged 
a program summarizing recent statistical developments in the United 
States. Both as the Association’s President and as Assistant Secretary 
of State for Economic Affairs, Willard Thorp was among the many 
public officials who contributed importantly to the over-all preparations 
for the conferences. 

Even before the convening of a World Statistical Congress had been 
decided upon by the United Nations, the Econometric Society had seen 
the scientific advantage of an increased overseas attendance at its own 
session and had joined the cooperative enterprise. It was followed 
by the other groups that have been mentioned. A joint mechanism of 
organization as well as an inclusive name became obvious needs; and 
the Joint Arrangements Committee for the International St^Uiistical 
Conferences was created by general agreement. 

The Committee was. composed, in part, of representatives of the inters 
national organizations whose sessions together comprised the Conferences; 
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and in part, of representatives of several cooperating authorities or groups. 
In the first category ivere the Chairman and Secretary of the Arrangements 
Committee for the Twenty-fifth Session of the International Statistical 
Institute; the Secretary General of the Inter American Statistical Insti- 
,tute; the Assistant Director of the United Nations Statistical Office; 
a Vice-President of the Econometric Society; the Chairman of the U. S. 
National Committee of the International Union for the Scientific St udy 
of Population Problems; and a member of the committee created to 
organize the International Association for Research in Income and 
Wealth. In the second category were the Chief of the International 
Conferences Division of the United States Department of State; the 
Secretary of the American Statistical Association; and the Executive 
Secietary of the American National Committee. 

Also attached to the Committee as nonvoting members wore the Chair¬ 
man of the Washington and New York Hospitality Committees and re¬ 
presentatives of the Second International Conference on Public Opinion 
Research and the Fiist International Biometric Conference. The officers 
of the Arrangements Committee for the Twenty-fifth Session of the IS I 
were elected to hold the corresponding positions in the Joint Arrange¬ 
ments Committee. By this election the new Committee obtained as its 
Executive Secretary and Treasurer Henry P. Caulfield, Jr., whose energy 
and managerial competency became major factors in the Conferences’ 
success. 

The final solution by the Joint Arrangements Committee of the prob¬ 
lem of attendance from other countries was a program of travel assistance. 
The possibility of such a program depended upon a substantial budget 
which, the Committee realized, must likewise cover the Administrative 
costs of preparations, other costs of the Conferences while in session, 
and the costs of publishing the Conference Proceedings. Substantial 
assistance had already been received by the ISI Arrangements Committee 
from certain individuals, companies, and foundations. The balance 
required would have to be raised by public subscription. A successful 
campaign for additional funds was made possible by the enlarged scope 
and character of the Conferences and the attention they attracted. 
Much hospitality and many Conference services were contributed by 
Federal agencies and the Washington public. 

The principal burden of the funds campaign, however, was assumed 
by the American National Committee, created under the Chairman¬ 
ship of the Honorable W. Averill Harriman, Secretary of Commerce, 
acting^ as the President’s representative. The Committee’s purpose 
was to reflect the interest of all segments of the public in welcoming 
the Conferences and their participants to the United States, and its 
member^p comprised (fistinguished leaders from various walks of life. 
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A subcommittee on finance, headed by Thomas J. Watson, President of 
the International Business Machines Corporation, undertook to secure 
contributions from the business community. Despite the generous aid 
secured by the Finance Committee, the prospects of attendance at the 
Conferences grew even more rapidly than the funds collected and the 
Joint Arrangements Committee found necessary a policy of strict 
economy. 

The Committee’s program of travel assistance was entrusted to a sub¬ 
committee which minutely considered the cases before it in a scrup¬ 
ulous effort to reconcile personal needs, the available funds, and potential 
conference contributions. The problem of stretching out funds was 
simplified, though at the cost of strain upon many professional relation¬ 
ships, by the policy of limiting the attendance of United States statisti¬ 
cians to an equality with the number of participants from other coun¬ 
tries. The final registration was 324 from 5.5 foreign nations and 294 
from the United States. 

The uncertainty of many participants, already described, concerning 
their precise status, will suggest the difficulties of identifying delegates 
and delegations with particular Conferences. Some governments gave 
credentials to two or three S3parate delegations, each to a separate Con¬ 
ference session; others accredited the same delegation to two or more 
Conferences; still others sent delegations to the Conferences as a whole. 
Invitations were issued by the Arrangements Committee for the 25th 
Session of the International Statistical Institute to individual statisticians 
around the world, who, if they accepted, might or might not carry 
credentials other than these invitations. It was even difficult in some 
cases to identify participants with the countries from which they came. 
In their registrations on arrival, some recorded their respective home¬ 
lands; others indicated only the organizations—especially the inter¬ 
governmental organizations to which they were attached; still others, 
possibly citizens of other lands, gave Washington addresses. 

Confronting so many possibilities of error, the Editors are regretfully 
including only the single list of participants appearing in this volume. 
These are grouped according to the countries from which they came, 
when these countries were indicated on registration papers. Others for 
whom a national identification was not stated have been listed with the 
organization to which they recorded their attachment. The individual’s 
apparent preference, in other words, has been respected. The members 
of families accompanying participants, wheie known, have likewise been 
included in the list. 

The end of the Conferences left the Joint Arrangements Committee with 
various continuing responsibilities, of which by far the most ftnportant 
was the publication of the Proceedings. It was agreed that these should^ 
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be published in five volumes at the Committee’s expense and under its 
complete authority and general editorship. The introductory first volume 
would be a direct responsibility of the Joint Committee, but each of the 
remaining volumes would be prepared by a volume editor, selected by 
the organization immediately concerned. 

The rapidly rising costs of commercial printing in the United States 
were found to be higher than the Committee’s resources could meet* 
Through the interest of P. C. Mahalanobis, the press of the Indian 
Statistical Institute at Calcutta became available for printing four of the 
five volumes under noncommercial arrangements. Later, in order to 
expedite the issuance of these volumes, assistance in reading the proofs 
was also graciously given by Professor Mahalanobis and the Press. 
A parallel arrangement for the fifth of the series. Volume IV, to 
be printed chiefly in Spanish and English, was made with the 
Talleres Graficos de la Nacion at Mexico City through the assistance of 
Bamon Beteta, President of the Inter American Statistical Institute, 
and Juan de Dios Bojdrquez. The Committee can scarcely exaggerate 
its deep and grateful indebtedness to these three colleagues as also to 
Asoklal Ghosh, Eka Press, Presidency College, [Calcutta, and Angel 
Compafl and Luis L. Tepeda, Director and Assistant Director, respectively, 
(if the Talleres Graficos. 

The difficulties of producing a uniform set of volumes have been great 
and perhaps unprecedented, both for the printers and the editors, 
JSditorial and printing responsibilities were distributed among Washing¬ 
ton, Lake Success, Chicago, The Hague, Calcutta and Mexico City. While 
uniformity of type face could not be secured, it was approximated; book 
paper of Indian manufacture was available in Calcutta and was used 
as a standard against which to match a paper supply in the United States 
for purchase and shipment to Mexico. Among the hazards of the pub¬ 
lishing arrangements were failures of communication. AH international 
shipments of proof had to be backstopped against the possibility of loss 
in transit—which not infrequently occurred. Most serious of all were 
A number of unavoidable changes in the personnel of the general editing 
staff of which one must here be recorded: at a time when dependence 
upon him was greatest occurred the sudden and lamented death of Douglas 
W* Oberdorfer, long-time personal assistant and counsellor of the Chair¬ 
man of the Joint Arrangements Committee, who alone was familiar with 
many details of the Committee’s editorial and publishing arrangements. 

For assistance in editing the Proceedings as in staffing the Conference 
themseVes, the Committee is indebted to many individuals, including 
those who cheerfully undertook assignments for which they bore no formal 
r^ponsibility and received no formal recompense. Its indebtedness 
^iii particularly great and is thankfully expressed to; Francisco de 
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Abrisqueta, Katherinef t. Campanella, Elizabeth Campbell, Ruth Cisar, 
Edward T. Crowder, W. Edwards Deming, Ezra Glaser, Wilfred Gros- 
jean, Clem C. Linnenberg, Jr., B. A. Liu, Jean Murphy, Joan Raup, 
Sarah Alice Rice, David Rosenblatt, Morris Ullman, Emily White, Rose 
Wurzer, personnel of the Inter American Statistical Institute, and of the 
. Department of Economic and Social Affairs of the Pan American Union. 

If the general sentiment expressed by those who attended them is a 
criterion, the International Statistical Conferences were a success. They 
served the purposes desired by those who were asked to sponsor them, 
by those who contributed to their costs, and by those who participated 
in them. 

First of all, they marked the resumption, after nearly a decade, of 
professional and official collaboration among statisticians from all parts 
of the world. They brought to notice new technical methods, new pro¬ 
grams of national and international statistical activity, and new leaders 
who had come to the fore in their own countries during the war 
years. 

The years immediately preceding the Conferences had produced far- 
reaching changes in the pattern of international statistical organization 
and relationships. The United Nations and an impressive number 
of “specialized*’ intergovernmental organizations had almost abruptly 
come upon the scene and taken dominating positions respecting inter¬ 
national statistics. So sudden and extensive were these developments 
that many statisticians throughout the world were scarcely aware of them 
or of their meaning. The World Statistical Congress presented an oppor¬ 
tunity, of which full advantage was taken, for explanation and inter¬ 
pretation. 

Prom the standpoint of organizational changes facilitated by the Con¬ 
ferences the results were also impressive. The International Statistical 
Institute and the International Union for the Scientific Study of Popul¬ 
ation initiated important adaptive changes in their organizations. The 
former in particulai, took the necessary steps for it to provide means of 
continued collaboration among national and international statistical 
societies. 

The Inter American Statistical Institute, whose members had never 
before come together in a General Assembly, exhibited a high degree of 
esprit de corps and great enthusiasm for projects that its officers had 
under way, notably the 1950 Census of the Americas. It also took steps 
toward changes in organization designed to expand the activities and 
the usefulness of IASI as a dynamic instrument of statistical progress 
in the western hemisphere. 

Two new international statistical societies wef e born within 6r on the 
periphery of the Conferences: the Biometric Society at Woods Hole,

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Massachusetts, as previously mentioned; and the International Associa¬ 
tion foi: Research in Income and Wealth, whose organizing committee 
had been one of the constituent groups in the Washington arrangements. 

Finally, in the writer’s opinion, despite the rapid growth of specializa¬ 
tion among the statisticians of the world, the Conferences produced a 
sense of common interest and mutual understanding among them, which 
can be counted as a force toward the preservation of peace and the 
evolution of an orderly world society. This is the ultimate hope toward 
which we continue to strive.

INTRODUCTION 


Les Conferences Internationales de Statistique tenues en 1947 furent 
“synthetiques*’. J’emploie ce terme dans son sens ^originel.* Mon 
dictibnnaire d6finit ainsi le terme ‘‘synth6tique”: “qui tend k reduire 
des faits particuliers k un ensemble global”. Une '‘synthfese” consiste 

assembler diflFerentes... parties en une forme nouvelle”. Les Con¬ 
ferences Internationales de Statistique apport^rent une ferme de consul¬ 
tation nouvelle et inusitee dans le domaine de la statistique internationale. 
II n’existe aucun precedent oil Ton ait ainsi reduit en un ensemble global 
les evenements intcrnationaux particuliers dont se eomposait le pro¬ 
gramme de la Conference. 

II est amusant de rappeler, k cet bgard, que cette absence de prece¬ 
dents menaga de produire des effondrements nerveiix parmi les experts 
en protocole: k qui, dans les ceremonies officielles, devait-on donner la 
preseance? Aux representants officiels des Nations Unies ou des Etats- 
Unis? Les Nations Unies avaient organise le “Congres Mondial de Sta¬ 
tistique”, auquel elks avaient invite les Gouvernements, y compris 
celui des Etats-Unis. De son cote, le Gouvernement des Etats-Unis 
avait invite ofOiciellement Tlnstitut International de Statistique k tenir 
sa vingt-cinquieme session dans ce pays, avait invite 63 Gouvernements 
k envoyer des delegations cette session, et tons les Gouvernements des 
Republiques americaines k envoyer en outre des Delegations la premiere 
Assemble Generate do Tlnstitut Inter-Americain do Statistique. 

Ainsi, en rfegle generate, les Etats-tJnis etaient Thote de la Confe¬ 
rence, et les Nations Unies I’un des organismes invites k y participer, 
k Texception de ces occasions, parfois concoroitantes, oil les Nations 
etaient Thote, et les Etats-Unis Tun des Gouvernements invites. 

II y eut d’autres questions embairassantes du meme oicire: qui, ou quel¬ 
le organisation, etait I’hote officiel charge de recevoir la Scciete 
Econometrique, TUnion Internationale pour TEtude Scientifique des 
probtemes de la Population, et le Comite d'Organisation de TAssociation 
Internationale de Recherchts sur les Fortunes et les Revenus Nationaux, 
dont les invitations ntemanaient ni des Etats-Unis ni des Nations 
Unies? 

Les sessions de la Conference Internationale de Recherches sur TOpi- 
nion Publique et celles oil Ton organisa une Soctete Internationale 
Biometrique, se tinrent respectivement k Williamstown et Woods Hole

ments incertains et douteux, tels que les breuvages de I’epoque de la prohibition, que 
I’on peut consonpqer k ses risques §t perils. 
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(Massachusetts) avanJt les sesfidons de Washington. Le choix de la date 
et plusiears dispositions relatives i I’organisation de ces deux sessions 
s’enohevdtraient avec les dispositions d’organisation de la reunion de 
Washington. Fallait-il 6galement consid^rer ces deux r6unions oomme 
faisant partie des Conferences Internationales de Statistique? 

Le President des Etats-Unis 4tait, en titre, k la tete des tiois organes 
charges des niesures d’organisation. II 6tait President d’Honneur 
du Comite d’Organisation de la vingt-cinquifeme session de Tlnstitut 
International de Statistique, President d’Honnour du Comit6 Mixte 
d’Organisation des Conferences Internationales de Statistique, et Presi¬ 
dent d’Honneur du Comite National Amerioain. La femme du President^ 
Mrs. Truman, etait Piesidente d’Honneur du Comite de Reception. 

II li’est pas surprenant que les Gouvernemcnts nationaux aient ete 
parfois embarrasses de comprendre la nature de Toccasion, ou des occa¬ 
sions, oh ils etaient invites k envoyer des deiegues, et il convient claire- 
ment d’expliquer comment les Conferences Internationales de Statistique 
furent organisees. On ne saurait pretendre qu’elles fuient prganisees 
de conceit, k la suite de longues previsions ou de plans eiabores d^avance. 
Les liens qui se crehrent entre elles se sont formes tout naturellement, 
comme la croissance d^nne plante—bien qu^on ait consacre des soins de 
culture k cette croissance—jusqu’au point oh la necessite s’imposa de 
leur donner un meme nom et de coordonner leurs preparations et leurs 
mesures d’organisation. 

Le precede le plus simple pour expliquer cette situation, consiste k 
commencer k la date de I’accord concla apihs la guorie, en 1945, entre 
les representants de I’lnstitut International de Statistique, le Comite 
d’organisation Americain charge de preparer la vingt-cinquihme session 
de rinstitut, et le Departement d’Etat des Etats-Unis: aux termes de 
cet accord, la session de Washington, si longtemps differee, auiait Jieu 
en Septembre 1947. L’autorisation legale du Congrhs des Etats-Unis 
peimettant d’envoyer des invitations pour cette session, avait dejh 
ete accordee depuis 1935. Bient6t, le Comite Executif de I’lnstitut 
Inter-Americain de Statistique, qui avait ete organise en 1940 et dont 
les plans anterieurs d’organisation de la premihro session avaient echoue, 
accepta que I’lnstitut Inter-Americain de Statistique se reunlt en memo 
temps et dans le meme lieu que i’lnstitut International de Statistique, 
Etant donne que le plus jeune de ces Instituts etait en fait une emana« 
tion. du plus ancien, il semblait souhaitable d’associer leurs. sessions, 
La discussion sur les dispositions communes k prendre k cet egard fut 
facilitee du fait que ceitaines personnes faisaient partie de I’un et de 
I’autre d^deux Comites; responsables. 

C’est'h peu prhs k ccutte epoque que le Comite des Etats-Unis charge 
d’or^aniser session d,e i’lnstitut International dfi Statistique, commen 9 a 
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& se rendre compte des difficult^ auxquelies il se heurtait pour oljftexur 
une participation representative d’autres pays. Les frais do d^place- 
ment, les restrictions de voyages et de change et la penurie de dollars 
devaient constitaer de serieiix obstacles a la participation eventuelle desi 
autres pays. II n’existait pas de previsions de fonds sufiisants pour pou-. 
voir fournir des subsides destines k payer les frais de voyages. On finit 
par trouver plusieurs solutions partielles du problfeme. Elies eurent 
chacune la memo repercussion sur le caractere de la reunion qui fufe 
finalement organisee. 

La premiere solution consistait a utiliser au maximum les avantages 
des voyages officiels» Des reunions de statistique de plusieurs organi¬ 
sations inter-gouvernementales etaient prevues; on chercha a s'assurei: 
leur collaboration, qui fut g6nereusement accordee. C’est ainsi (^e 
rOrganfeation Internationale du -Travail decida que la Conferenca 
de Statistieiens du Travail aurait lieu k Montreal et non Genfeve. 
Malgre Tintervalle inevitable de quelques semaines entrc les deux re¬ 
unions, cela permit k un certain nombre de statistieiens de travail, venus 
d’Europe et d’Asie, d’attendre “de ce cote de TOcean” Touverture 
des sessions de Washington. . - 

- L’Organisation des Nations Unies pour TAlimentation et l^\gricul- 
ture, ainsi que le Fonds Monetaire International, firent egalement preuve 
d’esprit de collaboration. Enfin, on decida que les secondes sessions 
des Commissions des Nations Unies des questions de Statistiques et 
de Population, auraient lieu k Lake Success, au sifege des Nations Unies, 
immediatement avant les dates choisies pour les sessions de ITnstitut 
International de Statistique, et Tlnstitut Inter-Americain de Statistique. 

Une proposition de participation plus grandiose de la part des Nations 
Unies fit Tobjet d’une recommendation dc la Commission de Statistique, 
pr6sent6e au cours de sa premiere session, et adopt6e au cours d’une 
session ult6rieure du Conseil Economique et Social. Ainsi qu*on Ta- 
vait’Con9U k Toiigine, les Nations Unies s’associeraient au patronage des 
sessions de Washington, dont la reunion pourrait ainsi s’appeler dor6- 
navant “Congrfes Mondial de Statistique’". Lorsque cette proposition 
fut ad;Opt6e par le Conseil, ce titre de “Congr^s Mondial de Statistique” 
fut r6serv6 pour un programme special de reunions patronn^es uni,que- 
ment par les Nations Unies. 

La participation des Nations Unies rehaussa le prestige des futures 
sessions. Elle permit 6galement aux Nations Unies d’apporter une con¬ 
tribution Vitale k toutes les sessions auxquelies elles furent ^ appel6es 
k collaborer, en fournissant du personnel experiments et un equipement 
technique peimettant de procMer k I’interpretation simultan6e. - A 
elle seule, cette contiibution aurait n^cessit6*et justifi^) une integration 
4^. programmes ct des dispositions pieparatoires, • 
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Eminents furent les services que rendit T AssooiRtion Ain6ricaine de 
Btatistique, dont le centenaire en 1939 4tait & Torigine de rinvitation 
am4ricaine & I’lnstitut International de Statistique pour tenir une session 
commune au cours de cette annde. Huit ans plus tard, cette Association, 
jouant encore le r61e d’hotesse, pr4para une vaste documentation graphic 
que et des expositions commerciales, et 41abora un programme qui r6su- 
mait revolution r^cente accomplie dansle domaine de la statistique 
aux Etats-Unis. En sa double qualite de President de TAssociation, 
et de Vice-Secietaire d’Etat pour les Affaires Economiques, Willard 
Thorp fiit I’un des nombreux fonctionnaires publics qui apporterent 
une importante contribution k Tensemble des mesures generales de pre¬ 
paration des Conferences. * 

Meme avant que les Nations-Unies aient decide la reunion du Congres 
Mondial de^ Statistique, la Societe d’Econometiie avait pergu Favantage 
scientifique d’une participation accrue des pays d’outre-mer k sa propre 
session, et etait venue s’associer k cette entreprise cooperative. D’autres 
groupes que nous avons signaies la suivirent. Un mecanisme commun 
d’organisation et un titre global permettant de designer Fensemble des 
reunions se reveiaient indispensables; c’est ainsi que le Comite Mixte 
d’Organisation des Conferences Internationales de Statistique fut cr6e 
par accord unanime. 

Cet organisme se composait en partie de representants des organisa¬ 
tions Internationales dont les sessions jointes constituaient les Confe¬ 
rences, et en partie de representants de diverses autorites ou de divers 
groupes cooperant. A la premiere categcrie appartenaient le President 
et le Secretaire du Comite d’Organisation de la vingt-cinquieme session 
de ITnstitut International de Statistique; le Secreta’re General de ITnsti- 
tut Inter-Americain de Statistique; le Directeur-Adjoint de FOffice de 
Statistique des Nations-Unies; un Vice-President de la Societe d’Econo- 
metrie; le President du Comite National des Etats-Unis de FUnion Inter¬ 
nationale pour FEtude Scientifique des Problimes de la Population; 
ehfin, un membre du Comite cree pour organiser FAssociation Inter¬ 
nationale de Rechercbes sur les Fortunes et les Revenus Nationaux. 
A la seconde categoiie appartenaient le Chef de la Division des Confe¬ 
rences Internationales du Departement d’Etat des Etats-Unis; Secie* 
taire de FAssociation Americaine de Statistique; enfin, le Secretaire 
Executif du Comite National Americain. 

En outre, le President des Comites de Reception de Washington et 
New York et des representants de la seconde Conference Internationale 
de Becherches de FOpinion Publique et de la premiere Conference Inter¬ 
nationale Biometrique etaieni attaches au Comite, en qualite de membres 
non-votant4. Le President ^t le Secretaire Executif et Tresorier du 
Cpmite d’Organisation de la vii^-cinquieme session de Jlnstitut 
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International de Statistique, furent 6Ius aux postes oorrespondants 
dans le Comity Mixte d’Organisation. Comme r^sultat de cette Election, 
Hemy P. Caulfield, Jr., devenait secretaire executif et tr6soiier du 
nouveau comite; son energie et sa competence en matiere d’organisation 
sont devenus des facteurs importants pour le succfes des Conferences. 

La solution finale a laquelle par^int le Comite Mixte d’Organisation 
pour le probiemo de participation des autres pays, consists en un pro¬ 
gramme d’assistance pour lesfraisde voyage. La possibilite d’execution 
d’un tel programme dependait d’un budget substantiel. Le Comite 
se rendait compte de ce que ce budget devait en mfime temps couvrir les 
depenses administratives de preparations, les autres depenses des Confe¬ 
rences en cours de session, et les frais de publication des comptes rendus 
des Conferences. Le Comite d’Organisation de Tlnstitiit International 
de Statistique avait dejii benefioie d’une assistance appreciable, provenant 
de certaines personnalites privees et de certaines Compagnies et Fonda- 
tions. II devait se procurer le solde necessaire par voie de soiiscription 
publique. Le succes d’une campagne organisee pour recevoir des fonds 
suppiementaires fut realisable grace k Telargissement de la portee et 
du caractere des Conferences, et a Tinteret attentif qu’elles suscit^rent. 
Les Organismes Federaux et le Public de Washington apportferent une 
contribution appreciable d’hospitalite et de services. 

Toutefois, la charge principale de cette campagne de subventions fut 
assumee par le Comite National Americain, ciee sous la presidence de 
THonorable W. Aver ill Harriman, Secretaire d’Etat au Commerce, 
agissant en qualite de representant du President. Le but du Comite 
etait de refieter Tinteret a\ec lequel dans tous les groupes de la societe, 
on accueillait les Conferences et leuis participants aux Etats-Unis, et il 
comptait dans ses rangs plusieurs personnalites immenses occupant 
diverses positions sociales. Le Sous-Comite des Finances, dirige par 
Thomas J. Watson, President de la “International Business Machines 
Corporation”, se chargea de percevoir des contributions dans le monde 
des affaires. Toutefois, malgre I’aide genereuse que reussit k assurer 
le Sous-Comite des Finances, les perspectives de participation k la Con¬ 
ference s’accrurent plus rapidement que les fonds reunispar le Sous- 
Comite, si bien que le Comite Mixte d’Oiganisation etait oblige de 
sttivre une politique de stricte economie. 

Le programme du Comite, dans le domains d’assistance pour les frais 
de voyage fut confie k un Sous-Comite, qui proceda ib un examen minu- 
tieux des cas dont il etait saisi, dans un effort scrupuleux pour ^oncilier 
les besoins perscnnels, les fonds disponibles et les contributions sur 
lesquelles on pouvait 6ventuellement compter pour les Conferences. 
Le probieme pose par la difficulte de repartiiP les fonds fut simplfie, au 
jprix d’une oertaine tension dans bien des relations professionnelles, par 
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la ddd&ion de limiter la participation des statisticiens des Etats-Unis 
4u nonibre des participants des autres pays; 6n' emegistra finalement 
324 p^icipants provenant de 55 pays dtrangere, et 294 piovenant des 
Etats-Uiiis. 

L^iilceiiitude, dont nous avons d6j& parld oil se trouvaieiit plusieurs 
IrepT&^ntants it Tdgard de leur statut prdcis, suggfere les difficultds 
(ju’on dprouva pour identifier les Goiifdrences auxquelles dtaient accr6- 
ditds les di\ers Ddldguds et les diverses D^ldgatiohs. Certains Goiiverne- 
^ents donnferent des lettres de crdances^ deux ou trois ddldgations' distinc- 
teis, doht chacuhe devait participer it urie Conference particulidre; d^aufres 
accrdditferent la mSme delegation aupres de deux ou trois Conferences; 
^nifin, d’autres Gouvernements envoydrent des Delegations accreditees 
jauprds de Tensemble des Conferences. Le Comite d’Organisation avait 
envoye des invitations pour la vingt-cinquieme session de Tlnstitut Inter¬ 
national de Statistique, it des statisticiens repandus datis le monde entier 
dont certains, en cas d’acceptation, pourraient n^apporter d’autres 
lettres de creances que les imitations qu’ild avaient re 9 ues. II etait 
menie difficile, en certains cas, d’identifier les repiesentants avec les 
pays dont ils provenaient. Lors de leur enregistrement au moment 
de leur arriv6e, certains inscrivirent feurs patries respectives; d’autres 
n’indiquferent que les organisations—^surtout lorsqu’il s’agissait d'orga- 
nismes inter-gouvernementaux—auxquelles ils ^taient attaches; en- 
fln, d’autres, bien qu’ils fussent peut-etre' tessortissants d’autres pays, 
donn^rent des adresses k Washington. 

En face de tant de possibilit^s d’erreurs, les ^diteurs regiettent qu’ils 
li’ont fait figurer que la simple liste de participants qui se trouve dans 
be volume. Ils eont group^s d’aprbs leurs pays d’origine, lorsque ces 
pays sont indiqu^s sur les documents d’enregistrement. D’autres, dont 
i’identification de nationalite n’a pas 6t6 ehregistr6e, figureiit avec 
I’Organisation it laquelle ils <$taierit attaches. En d’autres termes, oh a 
respects dans cette liste les prtf&ences appdrentes de chaciin. Enfin, 
les membres des families qui aCcompagnaient les repr^sentants ont ^t6 
inscrits sur cette liste, lorsqu’ils ont 4t6 enregistr^s. 

' La fill des Conferences laissa la Comity Mixte d’Organisation en presence 
de responsabilites diveiscs qui continuaieht k peser sur lui, dont la plus 
importante etait de loin la publication des comptes reiidus. 'On dbcida 
.que oes comptes. rehdus seraient pubUes en cinq volumes, aux. fiais-du 
Oohiite; sous sa compli^te autorite et sa direction generale^ Le premier 
vblume ^’introduction serait eiabore sous k responsabilite immediate 
dii Comite Mixte, mais chacun des autres volumes serait piiblie par un 
.redacteur ^choi&ii par I’Organisation immediateiheht interessee; > 
i: Oh s’aperfut qiie raugmentation rapide des frais; d’imprCssion ~ dcin- 
ftierciale aux Etats-Unis depassait les ressources dont disposait le Comite* 
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Grice k TinWret manifesto par P. C. Mahalanobis, les presses de Tlnsti- 
tut de Statistique de I’lnde, situ6 k Calcutta, furent mises k la disposi¬ 
tion du Comit6, pour Timpression de quatre volumes, sur des bases non 
commerciales, plus tard, pour exp6dier la publication de ces volumes 
le professeur Mahalanobis et la presse EKA nous ont aide gracieuse- 
ment dans la correction des epreuves. Des dispositions analogues pour 
Timpression du cinquifeme volume de la s6rie, qui sera le volume IV, 
et devait etre imprim^ surtout on espagnol et en anglais, furent conclues 
avec les “Talleres Graficos de la Nacion’' k Mexico, gi&oe k Taideappoit^e 
par Ramon Beteta, President de Tlnstitut Inter-Am4ricain de Statisti¬ 
que, et de Juan de Dios Bojdrquez. On ne saurait trop t6moigner la 
profondeur de la dette de reconnaissance contract4e par le Comit6 envers 
ces trois collfegues. Sa gratitude s'adresse ^galement k Asoklal Ghosh, 
de la presse EKA, Presidency College, k Calcutta, ainsi qu'k Angel 
Compan efc Luis F. Tepeda, Directeur et Directeur-Adjoint de “Talle- 
res Graficos.” 

Les difficult^s qu’on rencontra pour Editor une collection uniforme de 
volumes 6taient enormes ct peut-etre sans pr6c6dent, aussi bicn pour les 
imprimeurs que pour les rMacteurs. Les responsabilit^s de redaction et 
dUmpression 6taiont repariies entre Washington, Lake Success, Chicago, 
La Haye, Calcutta et Mexico. L’uniformit6 des caractferes typographiques 
ne pouvait Stre realis^o; on s’effor 9 a toutefois de s^en rapprocher; 
on disposait k Calcutta de jjapier fabriqu6 par une usine indienne; on 
Temploya comme modcle, pour essayer d’assortir du papier achet6 aux 
Etais-Unis et envoys au Mexique. Parmi les difficult^s des travaux 
de redaction figuraient les risques de communications postales. Tous 
les envois internationaux d’^preuves devaient etre garantis contre la 
possibilite de pcrtes en cours de route, qui ne se produisaient pasrarement. 
La plus s^rieuse do toutes les difiicult^s provenait des changements inevi¬ 
tables qui se produisaient dans lo personnel charge de la redaction, dont 
un doit etre mentionne ici; k un moment oii ses services etaient des 
plus essentiels, on eut k deplorer la mort soudaine de Douglas W. Ober- 
dorfer, qui avait ete pendant longtemps adjoint personnel et conseil- 
ler du President du Coraite Mixte d’Organisation, et qui etait seul 
au courant de beaucoup de details des dispositions prises par le Comite 
pour la redaction et la publication des comptes rendus. 

Dans sa t4che de publier des comptes rendus et d'administrer les Confe¬ 
rences elles-mdmes, le Comite a beneficie dans une mesure importante 
des services de nombreuses personnalites, parmi lesqiiellesplusieuillentre- 
prirent spontanement des t&ches dont la responsabilite officielle ne 
leur incombait pas, et pour lesquelles el les ne rjcevaient aucune recom¬ 
pense officielle. La gratitude du Comite est particuliferement grande 
envers les personnes suivantes, auxquelles il est heureux d’exprimer*

Si le sentiment g^n^ral exprim^ par ceux qui assist^rent aux Confe¬ 
rences Internationales de Statistique peut Stre un criterium, ces Confe¬ 
rences remporterent un veritable succfes. Elies atteignirent les objectifs 
qu’avaient desires ceux qu’on invita k donner leur patronage, ceux 
qui contribuerent k leur financement, et ceux qui participferent. 

En premier lieu, ces Conferences ont marque la reprise, apr^s presque 
vine decade, do la collaboration professionnellc et officielleentre lesStatis- 
ticiens de toutes les parties du monde. Elies ont attire Tattention sur 
de nouvelles methodes techniques, de nouveaux programmes d’activites 
nationales et Internationales dans le domaine de la statistique, et sur 
de nouveaux dirigeants qui ont surgi an premier plan dans leurs pays, 
pendant les annees de guerre. 

Au cours des annees qui precederent immediatement les Conferences, 
des modifications do tr^s grande portee s’etaient produites dans la nature 
et les relations des organisations internationales de statistique. Les 
Nations Unieset un nombre impressionnant d^institutions inter-gouveine- 
mentales '‘specialisecs” etaient apparues soudainement sur la scfene 
mondiale, et avaient pris des positions dominantes dans le domaine 
des statistiques internationales. Ces diverses evolutions furent si sou- 
daines et si vastes que plusieurs statisticians du monde entier etaient 
k peine conscients de leur ampleur on de leur signification. Le Congies 
Mondial de Statistique apporta Toccasion, dont on beneficia pleine- 
ment. de donner les explications et les interpretations necessaires. 

Du point de vue des modifications d’organisation que facilitferent les 
Conferences, les lesultats furent egalement impressionnants. L’Tnsti- 
tut International de Statistique et I’Union Internationale pour TEtude 
Scientifique de la Population prirent Tinitiative de proceder Ad’impor- 
tantes modifications dans leur oiganisation. En particulier, le premier 
de ces organismes prit les mesures necessaires pour assurer une collabora¬ 
tion continue entre les “Societes Nationales et Internationales de 
Statistique. 

L’lipistitut Inter-Americain de Statistique, dontles membres ne s’etaient 
jamais reunis jusqu’ici en Assemble Generate, manifesta un ivhs 
haut d^re d’esprit de corps et un grand enthousiasme pour les projets 
qui etaient en cours d’execution, en particulier pour le recensement des 
Ameriques en Tannee 1950. II prit egalement des mesures pour proceder 
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k des modifications d’organisation, destinies a d^velopper les acti¬ 
vity et accroitre Futility de I’lnstitut Tnter-Am^ricain de Statistiquc 
comme instrument dynamique de I’^olution statistiquc de rh6misphferc 
occidental. 

Deux nouvelles Society Internationales de staiistique naquirent au 
sein ou autour des Conf^ences: la Sociy^ de Biometric a Woods Hole 
(Massachusetts), que nous avons d6j^ signal^, et rAsso(?iation Inter¬ 
nationale de Recbercbes sur les Fortunes et les Revenus Nationaux, 
dont le Comity Pr^paratoire avait 6t^ Tun des groupes qui participferent 
aux travaux d’organisation k Washington. 

En conclusion, Tauteur de cotte introduction estiine que, malgi6 la 
rapide croissance du processus de spyialisation parmi les statisticiens 
du raonde, les Conferences ont d^clench^ im sentiment d’interet commun 
et de comprehension mutuelle, qui peiivent etre considi^iy comme forces 
ryiles pour la sauvegarde de la paix et l’6volution d’une 8oci6t6 mondiale 
harmonieuse. Tcl est I’espoir ultime vers lequel nos efforts ne cessent 
d’etre dirigy.

Joint Arrangements Committee 
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Las Conferencias Estadisticas Internaeionales de 1947 fueron ainte- 
ticaa. Uso este vocablo en su acepcidn pura y primaria, y no en su acep- 
clon de algo “artificial’*.^ Mi diccionario define^sint^tico” como“tendiente 
a redncir las partes a un todo general que las comprende”. “Sintesis” 
es “la composicidn de un todo a una nueva forma, por la reunion de sus 
partes”. Las Conferencias Estadisticas Internaeionales presentaron 
una forma nueva y desusada de consulta estadlstica internacional. 
No existlan precedentes para reduoir los sucesos internaeionales parti- 
culares que componian las Conferencias a un todo general quo las com- 
prendiera. 

Es curioso recordar ahora que esta falta de precedentes por poco pro- 
voca una racha do ataques nerviosos entre los especialistas en materia de 
protocolo. IA quidnos se habia do dar la precedencia en las funciones de 
ceremonia, a los representantes oficiales de las Naciones Unidas o a los de 
los Estados Unidos? Aqii^llos se habian reunido en el “ Congreso Mundial 
de Estadlstica” al cual se habian invitado a diversos gobiernos, incluso 
al de los Estados Unidos. Por otra parte, el Gobieino de los Estados 
Unidos habia despachado una invitacidn oficial al Institute Internacional 
de Estadlstica para que celebrara su Vig6sima Quinta Sesidn en este pais, 
habia invitado tambi^n a 63 gobiernos a que onviasen delegaciones a 
la sesidn y habia invitado ademds a todos los gobiernos americanos a 
enviar delegaciones a la Primera Asamblea General del Institute Inter- 
americano de Estadlstica. 

De este modo los Estados Unidos oran, en t^iminos generales, el anfi- 
tridn y las Naciones Unidas uno de los invitados, salvo en aquellas 
ocasiones, a veces coincidentes con la expuesta, en que las Naciones Uni¬ 
das asumlan el cardeter de anfitridn y los Estados Unidos eran uno de 
los invitados. 

Habia otras parados similares. ^Quien o cual era el anfitrion oficial 
de la Sociedad Econometrioa, de la Union Internacional para el Estudio 
Cientlfico de los Problemas de Poblacidn y del comitd organizador de la 
Asociacidn Internacional para Investigaciones de la Renta y la Riqueza, 
ouyas invitaciones no procedlan ni de los Estados Unidos ni de la 
Naciones Unidas? Las sesiones de la Conferencia Internacional sobre 
Investigaciones de la Opinidn Pfiblica y aqudllas en que so organizd una 
Sociedad Biom^trica internacional, se celebrarou respectivamente en

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Williamstown y en Woods Hole, Estado de Massachusetts, con anteriori- 
dad a las sesiones de W&shington. Los horarios y muchos de los prepara- 
tivos para ostas sesiones se ajustaron a los quo se efectuaron en 
WAshington. ^Se habian de tomar en cuenta como parte integral de las 
Conferencias Estadlsticas Internacionales? 

El Presidente de los Estados Unidos era el jefe titular de las tres organi- 
zaciones que hioieron los preparatives. Era Presidente Horiorario del 
ComitA de Preparatives de la VigAsima Quinta Sesion del Institute 
Internacional de Estadistica, Presidente Honorario del ComitA de Pre¬ 
paratives Conjuntes de las Conferencias Estadistieas Internacionales 
y Presidente Honorario del ComitA Nacional Estadounidense. La 
Seflora de Truman era Presidenta Honoraria del Comite de Hecepeidn. 

No es de sorprenderse, pues que los gobieinos nacionales se vieran 
un tanto perplejos al tratar de interpretar el cardeter de la funcidn o 
funciones a las cuales se les invitaba a enviar delegados, y per lo tanto 
es sin duda oportuna una explieacidn de c6mo surgieron las Conferencias 
Estadistieas Internacionales. No sc podrfa alegar que so lograra articu- 
larlas como consecuencia de preparatives y planes muy anticipadamente 
establecidos y madurados. fSu articulacion conjunta surgio de un proceso 
de desarrollo^ que naturalmente se estimulo, hasta el punto en que se 
hizo nccesaria la adopcidn dc un nombre comhn y la coordinacidn de 
los preparatives y planes. 

Las palabras de explieacidn podrian comenzar desde luego con el acuerdo 
de la postguerra de 1945 entre los funcionario^ del Institute Internacional 
de Estadistica, el Comity de Preparatives dc los Estados Unidos para 
la Vigdsima Quinta 8esidn del Instituto, y la Secretaria de Estado dc los 
Estados Unidos, para quo la Scsidn de Washington, por tanto tiempo 
postergada, se celebrara en septiembre de 1947. Ya en 1945 se habia 
oonseguido la autorizacidn legal del Coiigreso de los Estados Unidos para 
enviar las invitaciones a osta Sesidn. Poco despuds el Comite Ejccutivo 
del Instituto Interamericano de Estadistica, que se habia organizado 
en 1940 y cuyos planes para una sesidn inicial de aquella organizacidn, 
se habian malogrado anteriormente, dispuso que el Instituto Inter¬ 
americano de Estadistica se reuniera almismo tiempo y en el mismo lugar 
que el Instituto International do Estadistica. Ya que el neuvo instituto 
era en realidad un producto del mds antiguo, la anticipada comunidad 
de sus sesiones parecia muy Idgica. La circunstancia de que los dos 
comitds diiigentes estiivieran integiadds en coparticipacidn simplifico 
los aouerdos lelativos a los preparatives de eonjunto. 

Por ese entonces el Comitd de Preparativos de los Estados Unidi>s para 
la sesidn del Instituto Internacional de Estadistica principid a darse 
cuenta de las dificultades que debia afrontar para leunir un buep con tin- 
gente de delegaeiones extranjeras. Los gastos (Je viaje, las restriccione^ 
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en materia de cambio y para los viajeros y la escasez mundial de ddlares 
iban a desauimar dosde luego a los presuntos participantes de otros 
paises. No se entreveian por ninguna parte fondos suficientes para 
una subvensidn general de los gastos de viaje. Se llegd por fin a solu- 
ciones parciales do esta dificultad, soluciones qne afeotaron de manera 
andloga el cardcter de la asamblea definitiva. 

La primera de estas soluciones se concretaba a apiovechar todas las 
posibles ventajes de viajes de cardcter oficial. Diversas organizacicnes 
intergubernamentales aprestaban a realizar reuniones estadisticas, y se 
Solicitd la cooperacion de estas con resultados muy halagiiefios. LaOrgani- 
zacidn Internacional de Trabajo modified sus planes en este sentido y fijd 
las reuniones de la Conferencia de Estadistas del Trabajo para Montreal 
en vez de C4inebra. A pesar de un inevitable intervalo de unas semanas, 
esta modificacion permitid a un niimero de estadistas del trabajo de 
Europa y Asia prolongar su estadfa para asistir a las sesiones de 
Wdshington. La Organizacidn de Alimentos y Agricultura de las 
Naciones Unidas y el Fondo Monetario Internacional fueron igualmcnte 
obsequiosos. Se resolvid celebrar las Segunda Sesidn de las Comisiones 
Estadisticas y de Poblacidn de las Naciones Unidas en Lake Success, 
Sede de las Naciones Unidas, en fechas inmediatamente anteriores a las 
de las Sesiones del Institute Estadfstico Internacional y del Institute 
Estadistico Interamericano. 

Una proposicidn de mayor aureola relativa a la participacidn las Naci¬ 
ones Unidas fue rccomendada por la Comision Estadlstica en su 
Primera Sesion y adoptada en una sesidn posterior des Consejo Econo- 
mico y Social, ])e (X)nformidad con el plan original, esta recomendaoidn 
proponfo que las Naciones Unidas se integraran entre los auspiciadores 
de las sesiones de Wdshington, a las cuales podria darse entonces el 
nombre colectivo de ‘‘Congreso Mundial de Estadlstica”. En los tdrmi- 
nos en que el Consejo adopto esta proposicidn, la expresidn Congreso 
Mundial de Estadistica se reservd a un pregrama especial de reuniones 
auspiciadas solamcnte por las Naciones Unidas. 

La decisidn de participacidn de las Naciones Unidasrealze elprestigio de 
las sesiones. Asimisnio, resultd tambien en una contribucidn parti- 
cularmente eficaz por parte de esta organizacidn en todas las sesiones 
en las cuales participd. Sirvid asimismo para que las Naciones Unidas 
contribuyeran de un modo particularmento eficaz a todas las sesiones a 
las cuales hubieron de asociarse. Se refiere esto desde luego a la faci- 
litacidn del personal competente y del ma^ ial tdcnico paru la traduc- 
cidn simultanea. Este eslo hecho habria oreado la necesidad de un pro- 
grama preparativos especiales e integrales. 

De gran prominencia ^eron tambien los servicios de la Asociacidn Es- 
tadistica Estadounidenset cuyo centenariQ en 1939 ofr^cid motiyo para la 
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invitaci6n por parte de este pals al Institute Internacional de Estadla- 
tica para que se reunieran conjuntamente en ese ano. Ocho anos mds 
tarde, todavia haoiendo el papel de andtridn) La Asociacidn prepard 
exhibiciones grdficas y ccmerciales de grandes proporciones y organize 
un programa que oompcndiaba los acontecimientos estadlsticos rads 
recientes en los Estados Unidos. En su cardcter conjunto de Presidonte 
de la Asociacidn y de Subsecretario Auxiliar do Asuntos Economicos en 
el Departamento de Estado, Willard Thorp figure entre los numerosos 
funcionarios piiblicos que conti ibuyeron senalarlairarate a los prepara¬ 
tives generales de las conferencias. 

Aun antes de que las Naciones Unidas resolvieran convocar el Congreso 
de Estadistica Mundial, la sociedad Econometrica se habia dado cuenta 
del relieve cioiitifico que le conferiria a sus ])ro])ias scsiones una mayor 
concurreneia de extranjeros, y se habia asociado a la obra cooporativa. 
A esta iniciativa se adhirieron los demds grupos ya citados. Una estruc- 
tura orgdnica conjunta y un norabre colectivo fueron desde luego una 
necesidad manifiesta y, corao resultado, se cred por imaniraidad el 
Comite de Preparatives Con juntos de las Conferencias Estadisticas 
Internacionales. 

El Coraitd se componia en parte, de representantes de organizaeiones 
internacionales, cuyas scsiones en conjunto comprendian las Conferen¬ 
cias; y en parte, de representantes de varias corporaciones o grupos 
participantes. En la primera categoria figuraban cl Presidente y el 
Secretario del Comitd do Preparatives para la Vigesima Quinta Sesion 
del Institute Internacional de Estadistica; el Secretario General del 
Institute Interamericano de Estadistica; el Subdireotor de la Oficina 
de Estadistica de las Naciones Unidas; un Vicopresidente de la Sociedad 
Econometrica; el Piesidente del Comite Nacional de los Estados Unidos 
de la Unidn Internacional para el Estudio Cientifico de los Problemas de 
poblacidn; y un miembro del corait6 oreado para organizar la Asooiacidn 
Internacional para Investigaciones de la Renta y Riqueza. En la 
segunda categoria figuraban el Jefe de la Division de Conferencias 
Internacionales de la Secretarla Departamento de Estados de los 
Estados Unidos, el Secretario de la Asociacidn Estadistica Estadouni- 
dense y el Secretario Ejecutivo del Comit6 Nacional Estadounidense. 

CoA cdracter de miembios sin voto tambien estaban agregados al 
Comit61o8 Presidentes de los Comit^s de Recepcidn do Washington y 
de Nueva York y representantes de la Segunda Conferencia Internacional 
sobre Investigaciones de la Opinidn Piiblica y la Primera Conferencia 
Biom^tr a Internacional. Los miembros dirigentes del Comity fie Pre¬ 
paratives para la Vig&ima Quinta Sesidn del Institute Internacional de 
Estaaistica fueron elegidos para que ocuparan los puestos rcspectivos 
en el Comity de Preparatives Conjuntos. Mediante estas elecciones^ 
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SC dot6 al nuevo Comity de un Secretario Ejecutivo y Tesorero en la persona 
de Henry P. Caulfield, Jr., cuyas energlas y competencia administrativa 
fueron elementos preponderantes en el 6xito de las Conferencias. 

La 8oluei6n definitiva que propuso el Comit6 de Preparatives Conjun- 
tos al problema de la concurrencia extranjera se fundd en un plan de sub- 
sidios para gastos de viaje. Las perspectivas del logro de un programa 
de esta naturaleza dependian de un crecido presupuesto que tenia que 
englobar tambien—y el Comit6 era el primero en darse cuenta de ello— 
los gastos preliminares de administraeidn, los dispendios de las Conferenci¬ 
as en el curso de sus sesiones y el costo de publicacidn de las Actas de 
las Conferencias. El Comit4 de Preparatives del Institute Internacional 
de Estadistica ya habia recibido cuantiosas contribuciones de parte de 
oiertas personas, companias comerciales y fundaciones. Se hacia im- 
prestindible reunir el saldo por subscripcidn ptiblica. El alcance y 
cardeter vasto de las Conferencias y la mayor atencidn que atrajeron 
en consecuencia, facilitaron el exito de la campaiia para obtenir los 
fondos de que se carecia. Los organismos federales y el pdblico de Wd- 
shington suplieron gran parte del agasajo y de los servicios de las Confe¬ 
rencias. 

La responsabilidad principal de la campana para la colecta de fondos 
recayd, sin embargo, sobre el Comitd Nacional Estadounidense, creado 
bajo la Presidencia del Honorable W. Averell Harriman, Secretario de 
Comercio, en representacidn de Presidente de la Repdblica. El Comite 
se proponia reflejar el interds de todos los sectores del publico en dar la 
bienvenida a los Estados Unidos a las Conferencias y a los participantes, 
y entre sus miembroa figuraban dirigentes distinguidos en las diversas 
actividades del pais. Un subcomite financiero, encabezado por Thomas 
J. Watson, Presidente de la International Business Machines Corpora¬ 
tion, se encargd de recoger contribuciones de las gentes de negocios. 
A pesar de las generosas cuotas recaudadas por el Comitd Financiero, 
el numero de posibles concurrentes a las Conferencias aumentd en 
mayores proporciones que los fondos colectados, y asi, le fud necesario 
al Comitd de Pieparativos Conjuntos le fud necesario cenirse a una 
politica de estricta economia. 

El plan del Comitd con respecto a subsidies para gastos de viaje le 
fud encomendado a un subcomite que examind muy por menudo los 
oasos que se presentaron, en sus escrupulosos esfuerzos por contrapesar 
las necesidades individuales, los fondos disponibles y las probables 
contribuciones a las conferencias. La tarea de lo mas posible con los 
fonds disponibles so simplified gracias al recuiso de limitar la abacar 
assistancia de estadisticos de los Estados Unidos a un numero igual 
al do loS participantes de otros palses, si bien a costa de lastinar miich^ 
^ susceptibilidades profesionales. La inscripcidn definitiva fud de 324, 
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procedentes de 55 naciones extranjera»^ y de 294 de los Estadoa 
Unidos. 

La incertidumbre de los numerosos participantes en lo que socaba 
a su categoria exacta, ya aludida anteriormente, da una idea de las dili- 
cultades en adjudicar a los diversos delegados y delegaciones a las dis- 
tintas Conferencias. Algunos gobiernos expidieron credenciales a dos o 
tres distintas delegaciones, cada una ante una sesidn diferente de las Con¬ 
ferencias; otros acreditaron la misma delegacidn a dos o mds Confe¬ 
rencias; y otros un enviaron delegaciones a las Conferencias en conjunto. 
El Comite de Preparatives para la Vigdsima Quinta Sesion del Institute 
Internacional de Estadlstica despacho invitaciones individuales a es- 
tadistas en todo el mundo, quienes, si las hubieran aceptado, bien pudi- 
eran haber side o no portadores de credenciales, demas de las invita¬ 
ciones. Aun resultd dificil cn algunos casos incorporar a los partici¬ 
pantes con los palses de donde vonian. A1 inscribirse a su llegada, algu¬ 
nos apuntaron el nombre de su pairla respectiva; otros indicaron s6lo 
las organizaciones—particularmente las de cardeter intergubernamen- 
tal—las cuales perteneclan; otros, en fin, posiblemente ciudadanos 
de otros palses, dieron sus sefias de Washington, 

En vista de tantas posibilidades de error, los Editores sienten verse 
obligados a limitarse a la unica lista de participantes que aparece en el 
piesente volumen. Estos apaiecen clasificados de acuerdo con los pai- 
ses de procedencia, siempre que hayan indicado estos palses en el regis- 
tro de inscripcidn. Quienes no declararon su pals de origen han sido 
agrupados bajo la oiganizacidn que registraron al inscribirse. En 
otraa palabras, se ha tratado de respetar las preferencias individuales 
de cada participanbe. Los miembros de las familias que acompaflaban 
a los participantes, siempre que haya sido posible identificarlos, figuran 
tambien en la lista. 

Al terminal las Conferencias quodo encargado el Comitd de Prepara¬ 
tives Conjuntos de proseguir varias labores, entre ellas la de mayor 
magnitiid; la publicacidn de las Actas. Se convino en que dstas apa* 
recerlan en cinco volumenes, a expensas del Comitd y bajo su completa 
responsabilidad y direccidn general. El volumen de intioduccidn que- 
daria a cargo inmediabo del Cemitd, pero cada uno de los volumenes 
subsiguientes serla preparado por el editor respectivo, elegido por la or- 
ganizacidn correspondiente. El costo rdpidamente en aumento de los 
materiales de imprenta en los Estados Unidos resultd ser mayor del que 
podia afrontar el Comitd con sus limitados recursos. Gracias a la inter- 
vencidn de P. C. Mahalanobis, la imprenta del Institute Estadistico de 
la India, en Calcuta, ofrecio iraprimir cuatro de los cinco voliimenes, 
de acuerdo con arieglos extracomerciales. M^s tarde, y part^ acele- 
rar la salida de estos volumenes, nos hemos asistido agradablemente 
4 
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m la correcoi<5n de preubas el profesor Mahalanobis y la prensa EKA. 
Se hicieron arreglos an&logos para el quinto de la serie, es decir para 
el volumen IV, que ha de aparecer en su mayor parte en espafiol y en 
ingl4s, con los Talleres Grdficos de la Nacidn, en la Ciudad de Mexico, 
por oonducto de Ramdn Beteta, Presidente del Institute Interame- 
ricano de Estadistica, y de Juan de Dios Bojdrquez. La profunda 
gratitud y la deuda del Comity para con estos tres colegas. No tiene 
limites, como tambi6n para la Asoklal Ghosh, Editorial EKA, Colegio 
Universitario de la Presidencia, Calcuta, y Angel Campafi y Luis P. 
Zepeda, Director y Subdirector, respectivamente, de los Talleres 
Gr&ficos. 

Ijas dificultades para publicar la coleccidn de voliimenes en forma 
uniforme ban sido formidables y tal vez sin precedentes, tanto para los 
impresores como para los editores. Las labores editoriales y de im- 
prenta se distribuyeron entre WAshington, Lake Success, Chicago, La 
Haya, Calcuta y la Ciudad de Mexico. Si no se pudo lograr la uniformi- 
dad de tipo de iraprenta, al menos se condiguio aproximarse a ella; se 
tenia a disposicion en Calcuta papel de manufactura India que sirvid de 
pauta para equipararlo al comprar las cantidades necesarias de papel 
en los Estados Unidos para luego expedirlas a Mexico. Entre los azares 
del proceso de publicacidn figura el de los contratiempos en las comunica- 
ciones. Hubo que resguardarse de posibles pArdidas en trAnsito al hacer 
los envios de pruebas de pais a pais, pArdidas que no dejaron de ocurrir 
con alguna frecuencia. El mas grave de los contratiempos fuA una serie 
inevitable de cambios en el personal de la direccidn editorial, de los 
cuales es imperative que se haga mencidn de uno en este momento. 
Merefieroalarepentinaylamentadamuerte, acaecida justamente cuando 
mayor necesidad se tenia de su colaboracion, de Douglas W. Oberdor- 
fer, por mucho tiempo asistente personal y asesor del Presidente del Co- 
mitA de Preparathos Conjuntos, quien unicamente estaba al tanto de 
los multiples detalles de las disposiciones del ComitA en materia editorial 
y de publicacidn. 

Por su concurso en la preparacidn de las Actas y por haber fotmado 
parte del personal do las mismas Conferencias, el ComitA les 
estA profundamente agradecido a numerosas personas, incluyendo 
aquellas que de buena voluntad se encargaron de tareas que no 
estaban obligadas a desempeiiar y por las cuales no recibieron 
compensacion ofioial alguna. Es su deseo expresarles este reconoci- 
miento con especial cordialidad a los sefiores Francisco de Abrisqueta. 
Katherine T. Campanella, Elizabeth Campbell, Ruth Cisar, Edward T. 
Crowder, W. Edwards Doming, Ezra Glaser, Wilfred Grosjean, Clem 
C. Linnenberg, Jr., B., A. Liu, Jean Murphy, Joan Raup, Sarah Alice 
Bice, David Rosenblatt, Morris Ullman, Emily White y Rose Wurzer, del 
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personal del Institute Estadistico Interamericano y del Departamento 
de Asuntos Econdmicos y Sooiales do la Unidn Pan American. 

A juzgar por los conceptos qae han expresado los concurrentes, las 
Conferencias Estadistlcas Internacionalea han tenido dxito satisfac- 
torio. Han logrado los fines que so propusieron aqudllos que se prestaron 
a patrocinarlas, aqudllos que contribuyeron a sufragar los gastos y 
aqudllos que participaron en ellas. 

En primer lugar, las Conferencias sefialaron el resurgimiento, despuds 
de un lapse de casi diez afios, de la colaboracidn profesional y oficial entre 
los estadlsticos de todas partes del mundo. Han puesto en vista nuevos 
mdtodos tdcnicos, nuevos proyectos de actividad estadistica en el campo 
nacional e internacional, y los nuevos dirigentes que han avanzado a 
los puestos de primera fila en los diversos paises durante la guerra. 

Los afios que precedieron inmediatamente a las Conferencias habian 
producido cambios transcendentales en la forma de la organizacidn y 
de las relaciones estadisticas internacionales.

Desde el punto de vista de los cambios en la organizacion que las Con- 

ferencias hicieron practicables, loa resuitaclos fueron tambi6n itnpresio- 
nantes. El Instituto Estadistico Internacional y la Union Internacional 
pera el Estudio Cientifico de los Problemas <lc Poblacidn iniciaron modi- 
Bcaciones importantes de adaptacidn en su estructura orgdnica. El 
primero en particular di6 los pasos consiguientes para facilitar los 
medios de una constante colaboracidn entre las sociedades estadisticas 


nacionales e internacionales. 

El Institute Interamericano de Estadistica, cuyos miembros nunoa 
se habian ronnido antes en asamblea general, dieron muestra de un alto 
grade do esplrita de solidaridad y gran entusiasmo por los proyectos que 
su directiva ya tenia en marcha, y rauy ospecialmenie el Censo de las 
Americas de 1950. Adopto tarabi^n medidas para efectuar cambios 
en la organizacidn que habrian de ensanchar las aotividades y la utilidad 
del Instituto Interamericano de Estadistica como instrumento dmAmico 
de adelanto estadistico en el hemisferio occidental. 

Dos nuevas sociedades estadisticas internacionales nacieron dentro 
del perimetro o en la periferia de las Conferencifs: la Sociedad 8iom6- 
en Woods Hole, Estftdo do M^ebusetts, segun ya se ha dicho, 
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y la Asociaci6n Intemaoional para Investigaciones de la Renta y Rique- 
za, cuyo comity organizador habia sido uno dc los grupos integiantes 
en los preparatives de Washington. 

Ell concliisidn, y en el sentir del que esto escribe, a pesar del rApido 
desarrollo de la especializacion entre los estadisticos del mundo entero, 
las Conferencias despertaron entre ellos el sentido de la comunidad de 
intereses y de mutuo entendimiento, fuerzas indispensables hacia el 
mantenimiento de la paz y la evolucidn de una sooiedad mundial bien 
ordenada. Hacia la consumacidn de estas esperanzas continuardn 
encaminandose nuestros esfuerzos.

OPENING SESSION OF THE CONFERENCES: 


OPENING ADDRESS 

by Trygve Lie 

Secretary “General of the United Nations 

Tt gives me great pleasure to welcome you to this opening meeting of 
the World 8tatistical Congress on behalf of the United Nations. 

Your presence here testifies to the importance of the occasion. It con¬ 
firms the belief of the Economic and Social Council and of the Statistical 
Commission that the time has come for the statisticians of the world to 
take stock of present activities in this field and to make proper plans 
for the future. 

The task ahead will require the combined efforts of all countries and 
of all organizations. For this reason T am very glad that it was possible 
to arrange for concurrent sessions of the five important professional 
groups which have scheduled their technical and business meetings in 
conjunction with the meetings of the World Statistical Congress. 
On behalf of the Economic and Social Council I warmly welcome the 
delegates to these organizations to all the meetings of the World Statis¬ 
tical Congress. I am confident that these organizations will find it 
possible to work closely with the United Nations in the task of building 
and improving the statistical machinery for international cooperation. 

The mission of all statistical organizations in the years ahead is a vital 
one and an urgent one. 

The free exchange of information on economic and social affairs among 
all countries in the world is absolutely necessary to economic and social 
advancement. We cannot cure our troubles unless we know in the first 
place what those troubles are. Likewise we cannot achieve international 
understanding, which is the basis of advancement, unless the peoples 
of the world are given the facts about each other. Nations are now too 
large, economic affairs are now too complicated and too highly inter¬ 
related, for us to rely upon the accounts of returned travelleis for our 
information on economic and social progress. We are much farther 
upon our course than we were in the days of Marco Polo and of Captain 
Cook. There is no substitute for facts, for clear and systematically 
organized facts. They alone can be relied upon to measure resources 
and potentialities for progress and to direct policies and actions designed 
to achieve the objectives of all civilized peoples. 

Facts are just as important for the United Nations and for the^ inter¬ 
governmental agencies which are being brought *lnto relationship with 
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the United Nations as they are for a national government or for the 
managing directors of a large business enterprise. The larger the 
organization and the more complex the problems with which it is 
confronted, the more need there is fo r comprehensive and up-to-date 
information, systematically organized and freely available. 

I must emphasize what must be considered the three indispensable 
characteristics of statistical systems adequate to support and direct 
economic and social progress. In the first iilace, the statistics must 
be comprehensive and timely. They must be as comprehensive as the 
problems with which we are trying to deal. They must be sufficiently 
timely to record the current status of conditions in periods of rapid change. 
Statistics which are not up-to-date are of little use in dealing with current 
problems. 

Secondly, the statistics must be carefully organized. By this I mean 
that they must be comparable fiom time to time and from place to place. 
This problem of comparability is especially acute when we deal with the 
interrelated problems of many countries of vastly different characteris¬ 
tics. Difficult as the problem of comparability is, it must be solved. 
Unless it is solved we shall be seriously handicapped in studying and 
dealing with problems on an international scale. 

Finally, it is obvious that statistics must be freely exchanged between 
all those who are working on common problems. 

According to these standards, which nobody can dispute, the position 
today is nowhere near satisfactory. 

The world is only now recovering from a statistical blackout of nearly 
ten years’ duration. The free exchange of statistics on economic and 
social trends and current developments was made impracticable during 
the war for security reasons, even among those countries whose statistical 
machinery continued to operate. In many countries which suffered 
the devastation of war, statistical machinery ceased to operate and is 
now being painstakingly rebuilt. In many other countries adequate 
statistical machinery has never existed. 

It is shocking to realize that no statistics worthy of the name exist 
for probably half of the world’s peoples. No one knows exactly how 
many people there are, how they make theii living, oi the characteristics 
of their social, economic, and political institutions. 

There is ignorance about the economic and social resources available 
for the development of adequate and dignified standards of living, ignor- 
. ance about the most elemental facts that would highlight the condition 
of the society and point to possibilities of improvement. 

I do not mean to imply that those concerned are unaware of the use¬ 
fulness of statistics. I only want to emphasize the tremendous size 
of the task which must be undertaken in your field if the world is to 
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reap the advantages of concerted action upon important common 
problems. 

It is obvious, of course, that an adequate statistical system is, to a 
high degree, dependent on the political and economic organization within 
a given country. Nevertheless, the development of statistics in the areas 
where they are lacking is one of the urgent tasks to which we all must 
give our best attention. 

What of the other half of the world’s peoples about whom some sta¬ 
tistics are available? Here, too, there is no room for complacence. There 
are possibly thiity countries which have reasonably accurate statistics 
on the elemental facts of birth and death; only about twenty-five 
countries have attempted to make even crude estimates of their national 
income. In many countries no statistics are available about education, 
health, or sanitation, about the amount and utilization of manpower or 
of agricultural and industrial resources, or about the host of other 
economic and social factors which must be measured in order to define the 
problems we wish to solve. Even in countries that are considered the most 
advanced we often know more about the number, condition, and progeny 
of livestock than we know about human beings. 

I have mentioned before that the time is opportune for the statis¬ 
ticians of the world to sit down together to look at the problems they 
jointly face in organizing statistical work in countries and in areas of 
economic and human interest where statistical facilities are lacking. 
The time is ripe to speed cooperative work upon measures to promote com¬ 
parability of statistics from place to place and from time to time. The 
time is ripe to establish channels for the widest possible exchange among 
countries of the statistics themselves and of the methods and materials 
which produce the statistics. 

In convening a World Statistical Congress, the Economic and Social 
Council was aware of all the factors I have mentioned. It was aware that 
the work which lies ahead of the statistical offices of the international 
agencies must be done cooperatively and in full recognition of the needs 
that it must serve. The Council wished to provide an early opportunity 
for a discussion of statistical problems and of the methods we have at 
our disposal for their solution. 

The programs for the meetings have been arranged to provide the 
fullest account possible at this time of the statistical activities of the 
United Nations and the Specialized Agencies and to provide a cross section 
of the most important developments in the statistical work of national 
governments. The programs will emphasize the needs for statistics 
by the international agencies and the methods the agencies are using 
to meet these needs. The United Nations is conscious of the role of 
leadership that it must assume in drawing the |ttention of Member 
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Gbvemments to urgent statistical problems and of the initiative it must 
take in seeking solutions for them. In addition, the United Nations 
will welcome requests of Member Governments to be of every possible 
assistance on all matters dealing with statistics—on matters ranging 
from those on the content of national statistical programs to those on 
effective statistical methods and procedures. In discharging these 
functions the United Nations must draw very heavily upon the experi¬ 
ence of the national statistical offices. 

I am convinced that the United Nations, with the generous partici¬ 
pation of Member Governments and the Specialized Agencies, can make a 
significant and unique contiibution to the statistical knowledge of the 
world. The importance of this contribution is not lessened in any way 
by its technical nature and the fact that it lacks the drama which makes 
newspaper headlines. The progress that I confidently count on will be 
splid and permanent, It will advance the objectives of the United 
Nations and the interests of people everywhere. 

I am sure that the objectives of this Congress will be achieved. I 
thank you all for coming and T wish you all success in your work, now 
and in the future.

Pour des raisons de security, le libre ^change de renseigne¬ 
ments statistiques sur les tendances ^conomiques et sociales et sur Us 
d^veloppements courantsdela situation, a ete rendu impossible pendant 
la guerre, mfime entre les pays dont Torganisation statistique continuait 
de fonctionner. En de nombreux pays qui ont et6 d^vast^s par la guerre, 
les organismes statistiques ont cess6 de fonctionner et sont actuellement 
en train de se reconstruire p4niblement. D'autres pays, fort nombreux, 
n’ont jamais eu d’organisme statistique repondant aux besoins.

Welcome on behalf of the 

UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT

On behalf of President Truman and the Government of the United 
States, I welcome you men of science and statistical administration to 
Washington. The fact that you are holding six interrelated statistical 
conferences simultaneously will, I know, add greatly to the fruitfulness 
of your discussions. Since a major purpose of your meeting here is to 
foster international cooperation in the improvement of statistics, I think 
it is a good omen that you have already achieved a remarkable degree 
of coordination in the planning of your activities. 

The World Statistical Congress, which is convening under the auspices 
of the United Nations, is carrying on a most vital task in spreading 
understanding about the statistical programs of the United Nations 
itself and the specialized international organizations. It is essential 
that statisticians all over the world join efforts in these programs of 
the United Nations; for not only do we need more facts, but we need 
thorn, collected and presented in such a manner that they will be compar- 
able from country to country and will add up to a world view of 
conditions. 

The statistical administrators who are here will benefit greatly from 
the presence of those of you who are statistical scientists. The help and 
cooperation of individual scholars and private societies are fundamental 
to sound progress in the science of statistics, and essential to the success 
of all governmental and intergovernmental activities in this field. 

Finally, I particularly want to welcome those two groups who are 
here at the invitation of the United States Government. I extend my 
congratulations to the Inter American Statistical Institute on its first 
meeting. As part of an expanding program of hemispheric cooperation, 
the development of the Inter American Statistical Institute represents 
another milestone on the path toward our mutual goal. 

In welcoming the International Statistical Institute to its Twenty- 
fifth Session, I feel it appropriate to recall the occasion of your twenty- 
fourth meeting, held several years ago. The place was Prague, and the 
time was September ^938. That gathering of scholarly men from 
many nations, assembled to foster high aims of international coopera¬ 
tion, was compelled to adjourn its meeting at a hastily called midn^ht 
session because of the threatened German invasion bf Czechoslovakiak 
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In the years since, your work has been interrupted. During the inter¬ 
vening years the war blacked out statistics as well as many other things 
of even more immediate human interest. The destruction has been so 
vast that we are only now becoming fully aware of the immense wreck¬ 
age done to life and property, and to understand the magnitude 
of the task we face in restoring a decent life for people the world 
over. 

Today the guns are silent, but economic reconstruction of the world 
is far from complete. The world is still in the midst of its struggles to 
achieve the peace, security, and prosperity it fought for. In this great 
task of world reconstruction, we need more and better facts—reliable, 
timely, uniform, comparable, and adequate statistics about needs and 
resources—in order to plan our work and achieve our objectives. 

Americans feel an especial kinship with statisticians. Our Federal 
Government, as you know, is the largest producer of statistics in the 
world. It collects and summarizes factual informat ion on many different 
subjects for the guidance of Congress and the various arms of the Oovern- 
ment; for the use of our industry, agriculture and labor; and for the 
information of the American people generally. 

In at least one field our statistical operations arc perhaps unique, 
because the Constitution of the United States—the fundamental law 
of the land—directs that a census of the population shall be taken every 
ten years, and this has been done without exception since 1790. 

Although our census-taking was originally done for the primary pur¬ 
pose of allocating representatives in Congress to the various states on 
the basis of their population, it has since come to fill a much wider 
range of functions. As the United States has evolved from an agri¬ 
cultural nation to a highly indintrial one, as it has spread out from a 
few states along the eastern seaboard to 48 states spanning an entire 
continent, and as our great cities have developed and as our national 
life has become increasingly complex, we have come to require much 
greater knowledge of ourselves in order to carry on our affairs. Govern¬ 
ment has assumed much wider functions and plays a greater part in 
our economic life. It cannot guess at conditions prevailing within the 
country. It must know the facts. It must be able to compare on a 
precisely factual basis yesterday and today; and, so doing, be in a posi¬ 
tion to anticipate tomorrow. A government working in darkness can 
produce only more darkness. 

All elements of our complex economic mechanism have come to rely 
heavily upon government statistics. The two great tools of American 
producers in both industry and agriculture are research and statistics. 
Not content with the fact-finding agencies of government, American 
business gathers frx itself extensive factual information reflecting parti. 
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cularly conditions that prevail in its own field. Business, like govern¬ 
ment, cannot afford to guess or to go upon hearsay. It must know 
precisely all the ascertainable factors that affect it, and for this purpose 
statisticians and statistics are indispensable. 

In the field of agriculture one of the most important and dramatic 
forms of fact-gathering in the United States is the Federal Government’s 
constant public reporting of the planting, growth, and harvesting of 
farm croi3s. This reporting begins when the seed is put in the ground, 
continues during the entire growing season, and ends only when the 
crops have been harvested. Through these statistics that affect every¬ 
body in the United States—and sometimes, as now, almost the whole 
world—men are constantly and accurately informed of the condition 
of agriculture. 

No American, 1 believe, needs to be convinced of the importance of 
statistics. They are gathered here on a voluminous scale not only by 
Government and private business, but also by universities, trade asso¬ 
ciations and others. It may sometimes seem that we push our gathering 
of facts to an extreme—but wo arc convinced that sound decisions can 
he arrived at only in light, not darkness. 

All of us need to know much more about the world we live in. There 
are no longer any blank spots on the map indicating unknown lands. 
Exploration has rev(jaled them to us. But there are enormous blanks 
and unknown areas on what might be called the factual map of the world. 
For many countries we do not have even accurate enumeration of the 
human or animal population; we do not know their natural resources 
or their annual production. Yet if we are ever to have an intelligently 
functioning world community we must have an accurate factual map of 
the world so that all the resources of men can be best used for mankind’s 
benefit. It is an obvious paradox of our time that while science is con¬ 
tinually pushing back the frontiers of darkness in the physical world 
so that we know, for example, the mineral content of distant stars, we 
are in factual ignorance of the physical resources and needs of many 
people of the earth. 

In speaking of the requisites of world peace, President Truman recently 
said that of primary importance " is the free and full exchange of 
knowledge, ideas, and information among the peoples of the earth, and 
maximum freedom of international travel and commimication.” The 
United States wants to join all nations in furthering the free dissemination 
of information among all men. We have made our factual information 
freely available. We believe that the free flow of knowledge is essential 
for a peaceful and prosperous world; we believe that common know¬ 
ledge and understanding among men can and mus^* be greatly expanded 
in the years to come. 
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Mr. Truman has asked me specifically to convey the following message 
to you today; ‘Tt is my earnest hope that you men will find means of 
binding the world together in arrangements for the collection and free 
exchange of dependable economic and social information concerning all 
people. In my opinion, this would do much to promote the growth of 
peaceful democratic institutions throughout the world.” 

In that spirit, I heartily welcome you to Washington, and wish you 
every success in your conferences. 



RESPONSE ON BEHALF OF PARTICIPATING 
ORGANIZATIONS

Mr. Secretary-General and Mr. Secretary: 

The visitors gathered here from nearly every country in the world 
thank you through me for the generous way in which you have welcomed 
our organizations and ourselves, on behalf of the United Nations and the 
United States, to these International Statistical Conferences. 

We pledge ourselves in return to do our utmost to make these ten 
days fruitful in themselves and a fitting introduction to what we hope 
and believe will prove to be a long series of like gatherings in future 
years. Such conferences will be needed if we are to build up that solid 
basis of verifiable fact and trustworthy interpretation on which policy 
both international and domestic must be based, if it is to prove sound 
and healing. 

Before continuing, let me digress for a moment to express the regret 
of these visiting scholars that their thanks could not be voiced this 
afternoon by the man who, as president of the International Statistical 
Institute during the past eleven years, would have been their fitting re¬ 
presentative. But the burden of his age lies heavy on M. Armand 
J u 1 i n and we must proceed without him. Indeed, of the seven mem¬ 
bers of the Institute’s Executive Committee or Bureau, when last it met 
at Prague nine years ago, two are dead, two cannot attend for reasons of 
health, two have been kept away for other reasons, and I alone 
am here. 

I also express our regret at the unavoidable absence of a younger 
statistical statesman, Sr. T c i x e i r a de Fr e i t a s, whose wisdom as 
president of the Inter American Statistical Institute has guided its 
development during its formative years. 

At the start of these crowded days some cheer and some warning may 
be drawn from the long history of international statistics. In the first 
half of the nineteenth century, interest in the subject arose spontaneous¬ 
ly and spread rapidly. Between 1830 and 1850 at least a score of cities 
on both sides of the Atlantic planted statistical societies but in most 
cases the seed fell upon stony ground where it could strike no root. Two 
fared better, however, the Statistical Society of London, which becainp 
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later the Royal Statistical Society, and its child the Statistical Society 
of Boston. This latter, after being christened at its birth the American 
Statistical Society was renamed almost immediately, for alphabetical 
reasons, the American Statistical Association. Many members of these 
two organizations are here today. 

International statistics were conceived at the great English Inter¬ 
national Exi)osition of 1851, drew from England and Belgium strength 
enough to come to birth two years later at Brussels when Q u e t e 1 o t, 
the most influential statistician of the nineteenth century, opened the 
first of what proved to be a series of nine sessions of an International 
Statistical Congress which continued through nearly a quarter of a cen¬ 
tury. The most ambitious effort of this Congress centered on producing 
by the cooperation of scholars an international statistics of Europe; 
several volumes appeared but the venture remained only a torso. A Per¬ 
manent Commission had been set up mainly to supervise the prepara- 
tion and publication of the series but the whole structure crumbled after 
the Franco-Prussian War, leaving however as a precipitate this ’dea of a 
permanent commission as a nucleus around which a few years later the 
International Statistical Institute grew. The causes of the collapse of 
the Congress were complicated and can hardly be disentangled today 
since many of them are matters of surmise. The meetings were badly 
organized because they were semi-official and yet their relation to the 
official statistical bureaus of the cooperating countries was never clearly 
defined. Attempts to improve the organization of the Permanent 
Commission and to give it more power were wrecked by German oppo¬ 
sition, a result due in large degree to the tension between France and 
Germany following the Franco-Prassian War. 

A few years after these sessions of tht‘ Congress ended, an attempt 
was made to reknit the bonds between statisticians in different coun¬ 
tries. The occasion, was the Jubilee Meeting in 1885 of the Statistical 
Society of liondon, w’^hieh had long been foremost among national statis¬ 
tical associations, and which at that Jubilee Meeting became the Royal 
Statistical Society. 

The Society invited Professor Neumanii-Spallartof Vienna 
to present a paper on the proposed new organization. He was best able 
to inform them about the history, successes, and failures of the defunct 
Statistical Congress and to advise his hearers how to profit by its bis- 
tory. After his paper had been read and debated, and the draft of a pro. 
visional set of statutes with which it closed had been considered by a 
committee composed of the leading delegates from the countries repre, 
sented at London (namely, Austria, Italy, France, United States, Russia, 
Norway, Greece, Hungary, and Great Britain), they were adopted and 
thus the Institute \ifas laqnched, It \yas iqode^ed in part qq fh® 
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Pernianent Commission of the Congress and in part on the free statisti¬ 
cal societies of England, France and the United States. 

I have sketched at some length the origin of the International Statis¬ 
tical Institute because it is the link between the defunct congress and 
nearly all current int^^rnational statistical collaboration. Until after 
the First World War, indeed, it was the only organization, official or 
unofficial, which kept alive the hope for a growing system of internation¬ 
al statistics. 

I shall mention only briefly what happened in the period between the 
two World War.*? when the In.stitute’s role as a .semigovernmental organ¬ 
ization encountered competition from those new official international 
agencies: the League of Nations, the International Labor Organization, 
and the International Institute of Agriculture. 

This was a time of growth in the idea of international scientific and 
cultural collaboration, and unofficial organizations, also, were springing 
up with statistical interests more specialized than those of the Institute. 
The Econometric Society was organized in 19110 to bring together those 
who were interested in the mathematical ana' .sis of pressing economic 
problems. Starting in the United States, the work of the Society 
appealed to like-minded individuals all over the world so that it soon 
became truly international. Similarly, 8])ecialist8 in population reseaich 
in many countries foun<l reasons to consult upon their common scientific 
interests and in 1928 formed the International Union for the Scientific 
Investigation of Population Problems. 

This growth of international .scientific collaboration was interrupted 
by the outbreak of the Second World War. The members of the Inter¬ 
national Statistical Institute in this hemisphere, unable to forecast the 
eifect of this cataclysm upon the de.stinies of their organization, and 
wishing to further the association of .statisticians in North and South 
America, determined to carry on, if necessary, alone, 'faking advantage 
of the opportunity provided by the Eighth American Scientific Congress 
which met in Washington in 1940, they organized the Inter American 
Statistical Institute. Other leading statisticians of the twenty-two 
American nations were invited to join them in developing a new society 
as a dynamic instrument for the furtherance of statistical science and 
administration in the Americas. At the same time the door was left 
open for its ultimate affiliation with the parent society if both should so 
desire. The Inter American Statistical Institute has become a vital 
force for furthering statistical interests in the Americas and has served 
to stimulate aspirations for the creation of regional statistical organ¬ 
izations in other parts of the world. 

The tendency which first appeared after the Fipst World War to re¬ 
group international statistical activities into specialijjed official agencies 
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and voluntary associations of specialists is far from having run its course. 
Never has the tendency toward specialization among international 
statisticians been more evident than in connection with the International 
Statistical Conferences which begin their meetings today. Among the 
organizations for which I am privileged to speak are not only those already 
mentioned, the International Statistical Institute,^ the Inter American 
Statistical Institute, The Econometric Society, and the International 
Union for the Scientific Investigation of Population Problems, but also 
an organization to be formed durng our sessions and called provisionally 
the International Association for Research in Income and Wealth. Nor 
is that all; meeting on our periphery immediately prior to our session 
have been separate international groups of specialists in public opinion 
research and in biometrics. 

That all of these organizations are sprung from a common ancestry 
and so make one family is evidenced by their presence here today. In 
their diversity they are finding through this family alliance a growing 
strength. The common organizational problem is to devise the means 
through which they may continue to sympathize with and support one 
another while allowing full expression to the specialized scientific con¬ 
cerns of each. On behalf of this family of international statistical 
societies, from the oldest to the youngest, I once again, Mr. Secretary- 
General and Mr. Secretary, express our cordial appreciation of the wel¬ 
come which has been extended to us all by the United Nations and 
the United States.

STATISTICAL SOCIETIES 


INTRODUCTORY REMARKS BY THE CHAIRMAN 

El numero de las Sociedades internacionales de Estadlstica o de acti- 
vidades estrechamente conectadas con esta disciplina, de las Socie- 
ades que abarcan Areas regionales en plena extension, de las Socieades 
en distintas nacioncs y ciudades, constituye actualmente un conjunto 
improsionante que enfrenta un urgente problema de interrelaciones. 
Esa necesidad estA impuesta, no solamente para facilitar esos contactos 
desde el punto de vista de las relaeiones generales, sino tambien, por 
requisites conceptuales, para no huir demasiado de un superior espiritu 
de unidad en los fund ament os cientificos, permitiendo asi que los mAto- 
dos en uso en una de las disciplinas sobre la que se trabaja en una Socie- 
dad de Biometria o de Enconometria, por ejemplo, puedan refluir en 
las restantes, robusteciendo asi las bases de la Estadistica en su con- 
junto. 

Entre las Sociedades en cuestion, cs inmediato citar: el Institute 
Internacional de Estadistica, cl Institute Tnteramericano de Estadistica, 
la Union para los Estudios Cientificos de la Poblacidn, la Sociedad dc 
Econometria, la Sociedad de Biometria con el mismo caracter de la 
anterior y que acaba de constitairse en estos ultimos dias en las Primeras 
Conferencias Internacionales de Biometria celebradas en Woods Hole, 
el Institute para el Estudio de la Renta y la Riqueza de las Naciones, 
la Associacidn Americana de Estadistica, cl Institute dc Estadistica 
Matemdtica, las Sociedades de Estadistica de Brasil, de Mexico, etc. 

A1 lado de este conjunto dc entidadcs de caracter tecnico profesional 
y cientifico, se encuentran las orgnizaciones oficiales de estadistica que 
operan en un dmbito mundial, o que con cl mismo se deben conectar, 
forzosamente, por obra de una necesidad de intercambios erecientes y 
homologacidn de normas, ensayando por dicho camino, pasos progre- 
sivos de coordinacion entre los distintos servicios estadisticos del mundo. 

Multiples y sorios son los problemas que se plantean en este cuadro 
y dificil o imposible lograr una solucidn por via de reduccion numerica 
y unificacidn de todas esas actividades que se co|iducen en distintos 
campos de la investigacion y de la accion. 
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Especialistas altamente calificados expondrin aqtd, los respectiros 
aspectos de los problemas de las principales Socieades de tipo inteina- 
oional en Estadlstica, pero antes, muy brevemente, quiero referirme 
a un punto que es comun a la mayoria de esas actividades y que pre- 
senta ana nota simpdtica y optimista de franca y superior cooperacidn 
internacional. 

En efecto, a la multiplicidad de institucioncs estadisticas en ambos 
oampos, es decir oficiales y profesionales, viene a corresponder un sistema 
susceptible de adquirir una elocuente representacidn grdfica. Los 
puntos extremos de toda esa distribucidn de actividades, en el mapa 
geogrdfico del mundo, vienen a apoyarsc, finalmente, en los diversos 
centros estadisticos de cada uno de los diferentes paises del orbe. 
Podemos pensar que esos son los centros primarios de los cuales surge 
la recoleccion de los datos, o las consideraciones espeenlativas y cienti- 
ficas que ban de reunirse luego, para dar ana configuracion al movimiento 
numdrico en la descripcidn e interpretacion de los mds diversos e impor- 
tantes aspectos de la vida y del pensamiento. Pero para que ello sea 
verdaderamente posible, es necesario que en esos distintos centros, en sus 
oficinas y en sus institutos especiales, se encuentre un material humano 
de suficiente preparaoidn estadlstica como para poder cumplir eficiente- 
mente las complejas fases de las tareas, cada dia mds complejas, refi- 
nadas y significativas. Una cierta unidad y competencia minima es 
entonces necesaiia, y a poco que se quiera perfeccionar el entero sistema 
de las estadisticas mundiales, tanto cientificas como oficiales, se echa 
de ver que es precise que esa base de preparacidn estadlstica Humana, 
no sea muy limitada, sino, por cl contrario, lo suficientemente desarrol- 
lada como para resolver los problemas locales con oportunidad y acer- 
tado espiritu tdcnico bastante avanzado. 

Por eso, para la misma posibilitacion del sistema estadistico del mundo, 
es precise, destacar la urgente necesidad de la parte educativa on el 
oampo Estadistico, concebido como un problema de avance tdcnico, 
dentro de un amplio movimiento de la cultura en cada uno de los distin¬ 
tos puntos del mundo. El Institute Tnteramericano de Estadistica, 
ha reconocido la urgencia y la importancia de este aspecto fundamental, 
en una forma seria y diligente y muchos de los que con todo entusiasmo 
trabajamos en este problema, esperamos que los numerosos y distingui- 
dos colegas aqui presentes habrdn de inteiesarse en esa direccidn, on 
siendo imposible que, acaso, queden organizadas dentro de poco, comi- 
siones educacionales que afrenten el problema de la formacidn y capa* 
oitacidn de estadisticos, en las diversas ramas, como una de las mds im- 
portantes y bendficas tareas del futuro. 



THE FUTURE ROLE OF THE INTERNATIONAL 
STATISTICAL INSTITUTE

The year 1863 found the United States of America torn apart in fratri¬ 
cidal war between the states. On March 4 of that year President 
Abraham Lincoln signed the Act incorporating the National Academy 
of Sciences, our nation’s most distinguished scientific body. The Aca¬ 
demy’s first annual report reflects official concern with various scientific 
questions. For example, “the inconvenience and even danger resulting 
from the derangement of the compasses” of iron vessels had been 
“loudly complained of to the Navy Department.” The third item in 
the book is the report made to the international statistical congress 
convened at Berlin on September 6, 1863, by Mr. Samuel B. R u g g 1 e s, 
the United States delegate appointed by President Lincoln. 

Mr. Ruggles thought it “cause for general congratulation that those 
who conduct the affairs of nations have become generally convinced that 
a state cannot be wisely or safely governed without an accurate know¬ 
ledge of quantities. ... Not only so. In this modern world, where steam 
has abolished space, the statesman, to deserve the name, must carefully 
survey the statistics of all nations so that, with nice and skillful hand, 
he may adapt the administration of his particular government to the due 
measure of its comparative capacities and powers.” Inviting attention 
to this nation’s material progress, demonstrated by the census of 1860, 
he hoped to “furnish, to some extent, the means of statistical comparison 
with other portions of the world, and thereby enable the international 
statistical congress in due time to discharge what may become a very 
important and worldwide duty, in classifying the results from the reports 
of individual countries, and thus to present in scientific form the pro¬ 
minent and distinctive features of the comparative anatomy of nations.” 

It is worthy of note from this citation that international statistical 
conferences have long been regarded by my Government as scientific 
events of great importance; further, that in the midst of the nation's 
greatest crisis, it wished to place its statistical information freely at the 
disposal of all peoples throughout the world. The interest of Mr. 
Ruggles’ report for my present subject, however, is^its clear expression 
of the responsibilities of the international statistical congresses. These, 
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as you know, were the forerunners of the International Statistical Insti 
tute. The conception of their task contained in the words I have read 
to you has motivated the labors of the Institute until this day. 

To paraphrase: It is the important duty of the International Sta¬ 
tistical Institute to assemble from all nations and tabulate together 
their statistics, thus providing the world with comparative international 
statistics. As a corollary the Institute is concerned with the international 
standardization of statistical concepts, terms, units, definitions, classi¬ 
fications, procedures, and methods. Hence it negotiates with govern¬ 
ments for statistical improvements, devising and promoting the adoption 
of statistical conventions and agreements* with the aid of international 
commissions or similar bodies. 

It is undoubted that the Institute for a number of decades did fill 
with distinction the role I have described. That it no longer possesses 
or can possess this central, essentially official role, as I must assert, does 
not reflect upon its honorable history of accomplishment. No other 
international scientific organization has a longer historical past more 
dignified by useful service or more honored by contemporaries in high 
places who recognized that service. 

The impairment of the Institute’s traditional role as a semi-govern- 
mental instrument for the collection of international statistics first became 
evident with the creation of the League of Nations. I see in this no 
basis for criticism in any direction. The collection of statistics should 
always be responsive to the needs of those who must use them. The 
surest guarantee of responsiveness is to take over the collection and 
analysis of the data to be used. The appearance of international ad¬ 
ministration through the League of Nations inevitably and properly 
resulted in the League’s own development of international statistical 
services. Similar developments occurred in the respective areas of the 
International Labor Organization and the International Institute of 
Agriculture. Adding the results together, the fields of subject matter 
unambiguously left in the custody of the ISI were greatly restricted. 
Conspicuous among those left was demography; but even this jurisdiction 
was in much uncertainty because of the formation of the International 
Union for the Scientific Investigation of Population Problems. 

Post World War II developments have even more drastically impaired 
the traditional functions of the International Statistical Institute. 
Official responsibilities for international statistical development and 
coordination are now centrally lodged in the Statistical Commission and 
the Statistical Office of the United Nations. The collection and analy¬ 
sis of international statistics will be apportioned on a functional basis 
among the UN itself, the International Labor Organization, Food and 
Agriculture Organfzation,World Health Organization, International Civil 
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Aviation Organization, International Bank, International Monetary 
Fund and other ‘‘specialized” international agencies of official character, 
some still to be created. Clearly, among these proliferating official 
agencies there is no “subject matter field” of its own for the Inter¬ 
national Statistical Institute. Frankly, I am glad that it is so: The 
statistical interests of the Institute must be all-embracing, not frag¬ 
mentary. 

Perhaps some may conclude that the historic mission of the Institute 
has been fulfilled and that its continued existence is redundant. My re¬ 
jection of such an inference is emphatic and finds support in the experi¬ 
ence of national statistical societies. Allow me to cite the one bcvSt 
known to me, the American Statistical Association. At its founding, 
108 years ago, the Association was expected to have many “operating” 
functions, such as the building and maintenance of an important sta¬ 
tistical library. Such functions have been lost to it; yet with every 
extension of governmental statistical activities in the United States, 
the importance and strength of the Association have been enhanced. 

If it is alert to its opportunities the International Statistical Institute 
sliould have the same experience vis-a-vis official international agencies. 
The existence of these official agencies increases the importance of in¬ 
formal association and communication among the statisticians of the 
world consorting together as professional men of science. The Insti¬ 
tute, better than any other organization, can facilitate such association. 
It should spurn temptations to weakness, readjust its role realistically 
to the changed circumstances of international organization, and seize 
upon these circumstances as opportunities for renewed and expanded 
growth and service. Our attitude should be: See how well our efforts 
to bring about international statistical organization are succeeding! 

To facilitate the Institute’s reorientation to the new day in inter¬ 
national statistics, pro})osals for the revision of its Statutes have been 
presented to its members by an Advisory Committee for which I have 
the honor to be rapporteur. They are based upon a frank recognition 
that the Institute’s future must rest upon a voluntary, scientific and 
not an official status. If revisions like those proposed are adopted and 
have the intended effects upon the character of the Institute, it will 
in the future more fully than at present exemplify President J u 1 i n’s 
concept of an “international statistical academy.” It will be close to 
national governments and to intergovernmental bodies, but beyond 
their domination. It will serve and abet their efforts toward international 
statistical progress, but it will not exercise their official functions. On 
the other hand it will be able to carry forward many basic projects 
essential to statistical progress for which official agdhcies are less 
f^dapted. 
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That such projects will be found, I am confident, though I must leave 
their precise nature to your imagination, to the ingenuity of those who 
will direct the Institute’s future program and to the general consent 
sus of international statisticians. The history of relationships between 
government and science seems to support my optimism. There are few 
instances, according to my knowledge, in which a government has deve¬ 
loped a particular scientific interest without increasing the opportu¬ 
nities for projects resting upon the voluntary association of scientists. 

I envision a future International Statistical Institute reinvigorated, 
energetic, efficient in its capacity to take action competently and swiftly, 
to which the United Nations, its Specialized Agencies and member* 
governments will turn for leadership in projects which they will support 
and finance. These may concern such objects as the evaluation of 
statistical methods, practices, and data; the organization of research 
activities; the installation of statistical systems, and the training of 
statisticians. 

The role of the Institute as “an autonomous society devoted to the 
development and improvement of statistical methods and their appli¬ 
cation throughout the world,” (I quote from the proposed Article 3) 
lends special importance to its relations with other voluntary societies 
devoted to specialized international statistical interests. Just as I be¬ 
lieve that the creation of official international statistical organizations 
by the United Nations should be welcomed by members of the ISI, 

I believe also that the formation of voluntary, international societies 
to pursue particular statistical interests is a cause for rejoicing. Mono¬ 
poly has no place among scientific societies. 

An inventory of existing societies of statisticians, although not long, 
would already be impressive; and the number is growing. We now 
have the International Statistical Institute, at least one well developed 
regional organization (the Inter American Statistical Institute), a 
substantial number of national statistical societies (which do not neces¬ 
sarily restrict their memberships to their own nationals), and a series 
of voluntary international statistical organizations devoted to speci¬ 
alized interests. Among those in the last category it is probable that 
within a few years we shall find all of the following interests repre¬ 
sented: econometrics, research in population, research in income and 
wealth, research in public opinion, biometrics, mathematical statistics, 
quality control, and experimental design. There may by then be still 
others. 

A “cause for rejoicing,” I have said, but only if the limited resources 
and energies of statisticians are not dissipated in efforts to preserve the 
existence and the prerogatives of organizations that fail to reinforce and 
support each other in their work. wiay find both pride and utility 
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in belonging to separate regiments but I trust we do not think of our¬ 
selves as comprising separate statistical armies. 

I believe that two types of arrangements are required to permit the 
maximum values to be derived from organizations of statisticians. 
First, there should be an affiliation between them within a central, parent 
body, or *‘holding company” as it is sometimes called. The autonomy 
and scientific integrity of each group should be protected while at the 
same time it contributes to the united strength of all. The International 
Statistical Conferences in which we are now engaged are a demonstration 
that “in union there is strength.” How many of those seated before 
me would be absent from all of our sessions had we not pooled our 
resources! 

Second, as new areas of specialized statistical interest are brought 
into focus, there should be means for their international development 
and expression. 

The International Statistical Institute, by virtue of its historical 
position, is the obvious society to take responsibility for initiative in 
both of these matters. Its proposed new Statutes would permit and 
encourage the international federation of statistical societies. Places 
are made for regional organizations like the Inter American Statistical 
Institute, specialized statistical groups like the International Association 
for Research in Income and Wealth, and national societies with com- 
jirehensive interests in statistics like the Royal Statistical Society, la 
Sociedad Mexicana de Geografia y Estadistica, and the American Statisti¬ 
cal Association. 

Nor would it be necessary for the Institute to wait until societies were 
formed and affiliated with it before promoting the international devel¬ 
opment of new areas of statistical interest. “Departments” could be 
created, not limited in their membership to members of the Institute, to 
further the cultivation of such specialized statistical fields. Whether 
through a sejiarate affiliated society or through a department, any inter¬ 
national group of serious specialists, however small in numbers, could 
be enabled to develop their speciality under the aegis of the Institute. 

If it is to seize upon and exploit the opportunities for continued dis¬ 
tinguished service to which I have pointed, the International Statistical 
Institute must, in an old American vernacularism “take a new lease of 
life.” It must bring “new blood,” a younger generation of the world’s 
statistical leaders, into its membership and its activities. It must 
bring its organization into line with the most efficient practice. Toward 
these ends, the proposed Statutes presented by the Advisory Committee 
increase the number of memberships. They also introduce such well 
tested devices as limited tenure in elective office, an appointive Director 
of the Permanent Office, and the fixing of responsibility in emergency in 
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order, so far as possible, to avoid in the future the painful dilemmas 
of recent years between paralysis and illegal action. From all members 
of the Institute I solicit support for these and the other related proposals 
that are before you. From non-members I solicit support for all measures 
directed toward cooperation and mutual aid among our respective 
societies. 

The International Statistical Conferences in which we are now en¬ 
gaged began 84 years to the day after the beginning of the fifth session 
of the International Statistical Congress in Berlin, to which I have 
referred. The preceding session held at London had been opened with 
an address by Prince Albert, the royal consort of the British sovereign, 
who presided over that meeting. I wish to close with words from his 
address which seems to me still meaningful for those who are engaged 
in international statistical collaboration. Prince Albert said: “These, 
(i.e., international) returns will no doubt prove to us afresh in figures 
what we know already from feeling and experience—how dependent 
the different nations are upon each other for their progress, for the moral 
and material prosperity, and that the essential condition for their mutual 
happiness is the maintenance of peace and good will among each other. 
Let them still be rivals, but rivals in the noble race of social improve¬ 
ment, in which, although it may be the lot of one to arrive first at the 
goal, yet all will equally share the prize, all feeling their own powers 
and strength increase in the healthy competition.

THE FUTURE ROLE OF THE IASI IN 
INTERNATIONAL STATISTICS

To me the future of the Inter American Statistical Institute in inter¬ 
national statistics is a tantalizing speculation. However, 1 shall resist 
the temptation to “star gaze” and set forth in a few words a “down- 
to-earth” opinion of what I think lies before the organization. 

Let us start with a summary of what the IASI has achieved in the 
seven years of its life to date. It required about two and a half years to 
launch the organization, to establish a program, and to develop a small 
secretariat. The quarterly journal, Estadistica, was first published in 
the fall of 1943. 

In 1944, the first edition of the Directory of Statistical Personnel was 
printed, and work on the Bibliography of Statistical Sources was started. 
In this year, the proposal for a 1950 Census of the Americas was made 
by A r c a P a r r o, of Peru—a challenge which stirred the imagination 
of statisticians throughout the entire Western Hemisphere. 

It was during this same year that our honored president of the Insti¬ 
tute, T c i X e i r a (le F r e i t a s of Brazil, first initiated the principle 
of a “rotating professional staff” to conduct the technical program of 
the IASI. This means that the technical staff of the Institute thus far 
has been drawn largely from Latin America, through the process of 
borrowing highly placed statistical personnel—specialists in selected sub¬ 
ject-matter fields—from their governments for one- or two-year periods 
of service in the Permanent Office of the Institute. 

In 1945, intensive work on a foreign trade classification was started. 
National income studies on the American nations were also undertaken, 
and a plan was developed cooperatively for an Inter American Statis¬ 
tical Yearbook. 

The activities of the Institute during 1946 and 1947 spread in scope 
and intensity. This was made possible by larger budgets in these years. 
In addition to carrying forward projects started, surveys were initiated 
in the fields of agricultural statistics, industrial and mining statistics, 
statistical education, educational statistics, foreign trade statistical prac¬ 
tices, and vital statistics. As evidenced by the memoranda and papers 
laid before you at this, the First Session of the organization, real pro¬ 
gress has been made in these various programs. • 
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With this brief glance back, let us now address ourselves to the subject 
of the lASI's role in the future. 

In my opinion, the future of IASI depends upon four factors. These 
are: (1) The objectives of the Institute; (2) its philosophy and working 
relationships; (3) its financial support; and (4) its relation to other 
international organizations. 

1. The objectives of the IASI are set forth in its Statutes. They are 
all directed at fostering statistical development in the Western Hemi¬ 
sphere. The Institute seeks: (a) To stimulate improved methodology in 
the collection, tabulation, analysis, and publication of both official and 
unofficial statistics; (b) to encourage measures designed to improve the 
comparability of economic and social statistics among the nations of this 
hemisphere; (c) to provide a medium for professional statistical collab¬ 
oration among statisticians of this hemisphere; and (d) to cooperate 
with national and international organizations, especially with the Inter¬ 
national Statistical Institute, in advancing the science and administra¬ 
tion of statistics. 

These objectives are not unique. Practically every international or¬ 
ganization which has a statistical division has talked about improving 
the national sources of statistical data. What makes the Institute’s 
objectives important is that they are the only objectives of the organi¬ 
zation. They take second place to no other primary interest. They are 
reflected in every IASI project. They are inherent in the working rela¬ 
tionships of the Institute with its ‘‘rotating professional staff.” They 
are intermeshed in the Institute’s basic working philosophy. 

2. This brings me to the second factor in the future of the IASI—its 
ph losophy and working relationships. The organization has developed 
and consistently maintained a policy of shaping and adapting its own 
program to the interests and activities of the various organizations and 
groups with which it is associated. Its projects have truly stemmed 
from the needs of the organizations and nations themselves. Its working 
methods call for a maximum of participation by national technicians in 
the program to be accomplished. 

These principles are practical and basic. Too often in the past, stand¬ 
ards have been laid down by international bodies only to be ignored by 
the technicians within the nation. Yet what counts is for such standards 
to be used. The working relationship fostered between the Institute 
and national technicians is one of participation from the formulativeand 
planning stages on. If the international program emerges as a joint 
coopsrative effort, those who participate will do their utmost to have 
their nations conform. 

There is a resilierce and adaptability in such a working philosophy 
which augurs well for the future of IASI. It is difficult to see how the 
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pattern of the Institute can be anything but adaptable, or its program 
of coordination and development anything but productive, as long as 
national technicians, working on current problems, participate actively 
in the program. 

3. Future hnancial support for the IASI depends almost wholly on 
the support given by the participating governments. At the present 
time, all but five of the twenty-two American nations are dues-paying 
governmental members of the Institute. The quotas from the five non- 
member nations, taken together, amount to but four per cent of the 
total potential government quotas. 

This would appear to offer a fairly satisfactory outlook with reference 
to the annual budget of the IASI. But storm clouds loom just ahead. 
World-wide international organizations have come into existence; all 
of them with strong statistical interests. These organizations are expen¬ 
sive and in time they will be much more expensive if they arc to have 
efficient secretariats and do the jobs for which they have been designed. 
It is but natural that the budget of each international organization will 
be challenged by the supporting nations. Its usefulness must be re¬ 
justified annually in order to maintain existing government support. 

At the present time, the program of the IASI is suffering for need of 
more funds. At least two of the projects of the IASI, according to 
committee recommendations, should have annual support approximating 
that of the total present governmental support for the IASI itself. These 
projects are: The 1950 Census of the Americas, and the program for 
improving statistical education. The quota for the regular work of the 
Institute also needs to be increased. 

The effectiveness of the IASI in the future depends largely on whether 
its budget will be expanded, maintained, or reduced. The hopes for the 
future in this respect would seem to depend largely on the outcome of 
the conferences facing the American nations as to whether or not the 
Inter-American System will be strengthened. 

4. My own opinion as to the final factor upon which the future of 
the IASI depends, i.e., its relationship to other international organi* 
zations, stems directly from a consideration of its required financial 
support. As I see it, the IASI must become the statistical arm of the 
Inter-American System if its work is to continue and prosper. The 
Inter-American System needs such a statistical branch. The working 
principles and success of the Institute fully justify the reposal in it of 
confidence to do this larger task. It would seem wasteful for the, 
American governments to take any other course than to use the Institute 
in this capacity. 

If one accepts this conclusion, the relation of the IASI to all other 
international organizations will be influenced to a considerable extent 
23 
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by this factor* However, flexible working relationships which the IASI 
fosters and maintains should make it a relatively simple matter to inter- 
digitate its technical program with that of the International Statistical 
Institute, and with the statistical services of the United Nations and 
the specialized agencies. 

In closing, may I affirm my faith in the future role which the IASI will 
play in international statistics. The two chief and immediate problems 
which face the organization are: (1) Adequate flnancial support, and 
(2) proper recognition in a strengthened Inter-American System. In 
all likelihood, these problems are interlinked. 

If these problems can be solved, the future of IASI is bright. The 
organization is sturdy and dependable. Its philosophy and working 
relationships have been proved. The needs for its services are very 
great. 



THE ROLE OF THE ECONOMETRICIAN IN 
INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION

Most great organizations have had modest and difficult beginnings and 
The Econometric Society is no exception. Long before the Society 
actually came into being the late Irving Fisher visualized an organi¬ 
zation of scientifically trained economists, statisticians, and mathemati¬ 
cians to further the development of economic theory. In fact, Professor 
Fisher tried in 1912 to organize, under the auspices of the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science, a group which would sti¬ 
mulate the development of economic theory in its relation to statistics 
and mathematics. But the time was not ripe and the union of these 
three branches of learning failed to develop. Economics, statistics, 
and mathematics grew up as creatures apart, until in the 1920’s many 
economists lacked confidence in statistical data and failed to appreciate 
the usefulness of statistical techniques, and statisticians frequently re¬ 
garded economists as armchair philosophers. Neither the statistician 
nor the economist sufficiently appreciated the possible contributions 
of the mathematician. 

Nonetheless, the idea that those three had much in common persisted. 
In the United States, Wesley C. M i t c h e I 1, H. L. M o o r/e, G. C. 
Evans, and Henry Schultz made outstanding contributions. In 
Europe, Vilfredo Pareto, Arthur L. B o w 1 e y, J. M. K e y n e s, 
Kagnar F r i s c h, Joseph S c h u m pete r, and others from time to 
time carried the movement forward. 

In 1926 and 1927 the author as an impulsive young man broke with 
economic tradition by introducing both the instantaneous rates of change 
or derivatives and the cumulative effects of past production and prices 
or integrals into the Walras-Pareto equations of economic equilibrium. 
These two dynamic mathematical links made possible a transformation 
of the. static theories of the classical economists into dynamic theories 
which could be tested by economic time series. This paper by its very 
nature integrated economic theory with statistics via the frontiers of 
higher mathematics; it was and had to be highly technical and difficult 
to read. 

It is interesting to recall that this technical paper was offered to a 
leading American economic journal and that after a time the editor wrote 
offering to publish the economic theory if the mathematics and statistic^ 
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were eliminated. Since this seemed undesirable, the paper was offered 
to a leading statistical journal. This editor, in turn, complimented the 
statistical treatment and offered to publish it if the parts dealing with 
economic theory and higher mathematics were deleted. As a last resort, 
the paper was offered to a mathematical journal, the editor of which 
replied that the journal would publish the mathematical sections if the 
economics and statistics were deleted. 

Temporarily blocked, but still believing the paper should be published 
as a whole, the author wrote the story in the spring of 1928 to Professor 
Edwin B. W i 1 s o n, then of Harvard University, and sent him an 
abstract of this paper. By a turn of fate Professor Wilson received this 
communication just before he set out to attend a meeting of the Execu¬ 
tive Committee of the American Association for the Advancement of 
Science. He discussed the case with the Committee and was appointed 
chairman of a subcommittee to encourage a section of the Association 
devoted to the development of economics and sociology as sciences. 
He was authorized to approach the author with respect to serving as 
secretary of the group, which was designated as Section K. 

Professor Ragnar Frisch of Norway, who was visiting the United States 
at that time, learned about and became interested in the new movement. 
He reported that he had been trying to develop a similar movement 
among European economists, mathematicians, and statisticians. 

Professor Frisch, Professor Irving Fisher and the author soon after¬ 
wards discussed the possibility of organizing an international society. 
Professor Fisher was very sympathetic to the idea, but due to the diffi¬ 
culties he had met as a pioneer he did not realize how he had sown by his 
own fine work and enthusiasm the econometric .seed, and accordingly 
he was doubtful as to whether the world was ready for it. He challenged 
Professor Frisch and the author to list one hundred men in the world who 
would be interested in forming an international society for the develop¬ 
ment of economic theory in its relation to statistics and mathematics. 
As neophytes. Professor Frisch and the author readily accepted the 
challenge and set to work compiling a list. Three days later we had 
only seventy n Ormes and some of these were doubtful. However, Professor 
Fisher was surprised to find even this interest and agreed to help found 
an international society. 

On December 29, 1930, at the third meeting of Section K of the Amer¬ 
ican Association for the Advancement of Science, The Econometric 
Society was founded in Cleveland, Ohio, U.S.A. The organizing group 
consisted of twelve Americans and four Europeans and included promi¬ 
nent economists, statisticians, and mathematicians. The purpose of 
the Society was to ^.reate a closer union between workers in these 
fields and thereby to aid in the establishment of economic theory on a 
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more scientific basis. After careful discussion of objectives a const!> 
tution was adopted and Professor Irving Fisher, then of Yale University, 
was elected the first president of the Society. A short time later Pro¬ 
fessor Ragnar Frisch was elected editor-in-chief of the Society’s journal 
Econometrica* 

At this point it is not only appropriate and fitting, but necessary if 
a true history of the founding of The Econometric Society is to be given, 
to make a grateful tribute to Mr. Alfred Cowles, who in 1931 offered 
to provide funds to found a journal and a research organization for the 
the new Society. His far vision and generosity at this early stage and 
continuously thereafter have contributed greatly to the rapid develop¬ 
ment of the econometric movement. 

The Society, according to its constitution, was organized to operate 
as a completely disinterested, scientific organization without political, 
social, financial, or nationalistic bias. Its main object was and is to 
promote studies that aim at a unification of the theoretical-quantitative 
and the empirical-quantitative approaches to economic problems. It 
is particularly interested in studies that are penetrated by eonstructive 
and rigorous thinking similar to that which has come to dominate in the 
natural and physical sciences. 

Today, almost seventeen years after The Econometric Society was 
founded, it has over eight hundred naembers in all parts of the world. 
One of its founders, Ragnar Frisch, is the Chairman of the Economic 
and Employment Commission of the Hlconomic and Social Council of the 
United Nations. Professor Frisch was appointed by his Government 
as representative on the Economic and Employment Commission of the 
Economic and Social Council of the United Nations and at an early 
meeting demonstrated with the help of matrix theory the futility and 
undesirability of nations making bilateral trade agreements. He showed 
that all nations gain by multilateral agreements. The response of 
the Commission was to elect Professor Frisch Chairipan. 

Another member of the Society, Herbert Marshall of Canada, 
is Chairman of the Statistical Commission of the Economic and Social 
Council of the United Nations. Four other members of the Society, 
R. G. D. Allen of the United Kingdom, G. D a r m o i s of France, 
Gunnar J a h n of Norway, and 1). K. L i e u of China are members of 
this Commission. M. K a 1 e c k i of Poland, long fellow of The Econo¬ 
metric Society, is in charge of economic studies for the Economic and 
Social Council and is assisted by several members of the Society. 

This roll call of econometricians suggests that the world is ready and 
willing to listen to economists and statisticians whose thinking is cons¬ 
tructive and disciplined by the rigor of the naturaj and physical scien¬ 
tists. Thus, in effect, the world has thrown down a challenge and the 
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econometricians must rise to meet it. History shows, however, that 
the challenge may not be too severe; the influence of econometricians on 
economic and social institutions of the world has already been very great 
and viewed in this light the world is merely asking that they carry on. 

There is no time here to cite all members and studies that halve 
influenced world conditions, but a few will serve to illustrate ways 
in which the Society can contribute to world understanding and 
social betterment. 

Professor Irving Fisher’s studies of money arid value were already 
classical in the nineteen twenties. These works clearly indicated the 
effects of inflation and deflation of the money supply and gave special 
attention to the debilitating effects of deflation. However, the mone¬ 
tary authorities of the United States during the period 1929-1931 failed 
to realize that the banking system could at will create or destroy demand 
deposits or check-book money by expanding or contracting their loans or 
investments and adopted policies which encouraged credit deflation. 
As this bank deflation continued from one year to the next, business 
plunged downward from one new low to another. Then in December 
1931, Professor Fisher, in a highly publicized paper presented to The 
Econometric Society, called attention to the deflation of bank deposits 
that had been taking place and suggested as a remedy open market opera¬ 
tions by the Federal Reserve Board. In May 1932 the Board began in a 
feeble way to follow this advice. Statistics show that within a few 
weeks new orders for perishable and semi-durable consumers’ goods 
began to stabilise or turn upward and industrial production at least 
failed to decline further. 

In 1933 the new President of the United States, Mr. Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt, appointed Professor Fisher chairman of a monetary commis- 
sion. Federal policies were immediately directed toward increasing 
bank assets, freeing the gold price and other means for raising the money 
supply. Major business indexes, either simultaneously or with slight 
lag, began to turn upwards. 

Professor Francois D i v i s i a of France was the second President of 
The Econometric Society. He has contributed notably to the advance¬ 
ment of the teaching of scientific economics and has written several 
text books on mathematical economics. 

Professor Harold Hotelling of United States, the third Presi¬ 
dent of the Society, has long been brilliantly contributing to the theory 
of mathematical statistics. Techniques of analysis which he has deve¬ 
loped are used throughout the world by his students or disciphs in ana¬ 
lyzing economic and other data. He has also made noteworthy con¬ 
tributions to the theory of depreciation and the theory of imperfect com¬ 
petition. Professor A.rthur L. B o w 1 e y of the United Kingdom, the 
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fourth President of The Econometric Society, has likewise made 
notable contributions to statistical theory. Moreover, his contributions 
to the concept of national income will enrich economic theory and 
econometric analysis for many years. 

Professor Joseph Schumpeter of Austria and the United States, the 
fifth President of the Society, a brilliant, logical, and meticulous econo¬ 
metrician, has made many notable theoretical contributions of his own 
and from time to time has effectively pointed out errors or lapses in logic 
of others. He is perhaps most widely known for his development of 
the role of invention and technological changes in the business cycle. 

Professor Wesley C. Mitchell of the United States, the sixth Presi¬ 
dent of The Econometric Society is known throughout the world for his 
systematic, thorough studies of business cycles and their causes. He has 
served on numerous government committees and commissions. He is 
the only economist ever to be elected President of the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science. 

The late John Maynard Keynes of the United Kingdom was the 
seventh President of the Society. His brilliant Economic Consequent . 
ces of the Peace, published shortly after World War I, prophesied dire 
economic difficulties in consequence of the peace treaties. As many of 
these prophecies turned out to be correct, Keynes assumed world leader¬ 
ship as an economist. His General Theory of Employment, Interest and 
Money, published in 1935, was eagerly studied sentence by sentence 
and word for word in seminar after seminar around the world. His 
disciples have penetrated into high places in government in the United 
States, the United Kingdom, and France, and have had commanding 
roles in determining public policy toward investment and taxation. 

Professor Jacob M a r s c h a k, the eighth President of the Society, 
is director of research for the Cowles Commission for Research in Econo¬ 
mics, affiliated with The Econometric Society, an organization which 
has made substantial contributions to index making, the analysis of 
business cycles, economic forecasting, and statistical theory and tech- 
niques. I think it is safe to say that now that The Econometric So¬ 
ciety has been granted consultative status by the United Nations, the 
Cowles Commission as an affiliate of the Society will be repeatedly 
called upon for information and possibly for special studies. 

One of the author’s treasured bits of correspondence is a postcard 
dated 1926 from a student of the physicist, Paul Ehrenfest of 
Holland, asking for a reprint of the author’s master’s thesis. This 
student, now Professor J. Tinbergen of The Netherlands, is the 
ninth President of The Econometric Society. 

It is seen that past officers of the Society have made noteworthy 
contributions to the development of economic theory and its application 
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to human betterment. Today several members of the Society are in 
strategic positions in world aifairi?. This situation suggests that the 
world is at this time ready to listen to the econometrician. As in the 
past, he may be expected to rise to the occasion and to have suffi¬ 
ciently broad vision to encompass some of the tremendous dynamic forces 
which have been loosed by the war. Of primary importance today is 
the harnessing of atomic energy and the understanding of its economic 
effects. 

The world progressed to great heights in a few generations following 
the harnessing of electricity. The possibilities in the atomic age ahead 
are even greater. For example, it seems that whole areas which have 
been without power or fuel resources from which electric power could be 
created will soon be able to set up atomic energy ovens which will 
supply important needs. This may have profound effects in changing 
the cost structure of the world. Then again, important Isotopes have 
already been created which will profoundly affect chemical reactions. 
Thus, the world supply of both old and new chemical raw materials can 
be expected to increase substantially and this can readily change world 
conditions. The effect of atomic discoveries on health can scarcely be 
imagined as yet. What is certain, however, is that as this tremendous 
new force is harnessed and put to peacetime uses, tremendous capital 
investments will be necessary. They may well take place all around 
the world. 

If Professor Schumpeter, the great authority on the influence of tech¬ 
nological advance in business cycles, would study some of the rami¬ 
fications and implications of this power for technological progress, he 
might be led to expect a long period of world prosperity. 

The economic impacts of this new atomic force conceivably may 
compel the disciples of the late Lord Keynes to forsake his theory of 
economic stagnation and the inability of private business and Govern¬ 
ments to employ usefully the savings generated in the course of ordi¬ 
nary business activity. 

A further consideration is also offered. At the end of World War II 
cumulative deferred ordinary (excluding atomic energy requirements) 
investment in the United States was undoubtedly large. To this sum 
should be added an even larger figure for world needs since with Ger- 
many prostrate the United States must be the principal supplier of 
capital goods to the world. Moreover, currently generated demand for 
capital goods in the United States is large. 

In these circumstances a careful study of investment demand might 
show that the United States cannot have business recession of any con¬ 
sequence in the foreseeable future. Such a situation, if correct, would 
have important implications. In the first place, those economists who 
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kave been maintaining that it will be necessary for the United States to 
give away a substantial part of its production to maintain full employ¬ 
ment would be due for a rude shock. They might be better advised to 
work out means for improving world economics under conditions of limi¬ 
ted world supply and rapidly diminishing help from the United States. 

Then, of course, there is the whole problem of economic rehabilitation 
and reconstruction. In some instances whole nations will have the 
opportunities to rebuild in economically sound locations, as in contrast 
with the hit-and-mias locations of past centuries. Although political 
considerations will probably force compromises, the econometrician 
adequately armed with facts will be in a position to affect profoundly 
the course of economic history. 

It would be improper to close without recalling that the world has 
progressed a long way in the past twenty-five years in the collection, 
tabulation and classification of economic-social data. This trend was 
given a great impetus by the need for carrying on glc^al warfare of 
tremendous magnitude with limited resources. In the United States 
present data are almost wholly adequate to show the flow of business 
from the raw material to the consumer and the points at which goods 
collect and the flows stagnate, and the elements of economic decay 
begin. It is not too much to say that subject to well-known qualifica¬ 
tions it is now possible to forecast with considerable accuracy the United 
States level of production, income and employment, months and even 
years ahead. 

Other nations have been made conscious of some of the advantages 
of having adequate information on production, income, and other econo¬ 
mic variables. Moreover, the International Bank as it studies applica- 
tions for loans, undoubtedly will influence the further collection and 
analysis of economic data. One of the immediate problems is that 
of working out international exchange rates which will encourage inter¬ 
national commerce and help check the inflationary spirals which were 
set up during the war period. These developments plus world-wide need 
for nation after nation to study its resources and potentialities should 
provide vast fertile fields for the econometrician for years to come.

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I. INTERNATIONAL ASSOCIATION FOR RESEARCH 
IN INCOME AND WEALTH

I suppose the most important thing I have to report is that a new 
international statistical association was quite literally “born yesterday.” 
It is to be known as the “International Association for Research in In¬ 
come and Wealth.” May I, on behalf of the new association, thank the 
International Statistical Institute and the Joint Arrangements Committee 
for making this birth possible. They provided us with a galaxy of stars 
in the field of income and wealth that I believe has never been dupli¬ 
cated in any previous meeting. Those of you who were at our organi¬ 
zation meetings yesterday and Monday will know that we didn^t lack 
for competent midwives. 

The fields of interest in this association are, as stated in the series of 
articles that were adopted yesterday, the definition and measurement 
of national income and wealth, social accounting and its use in economic 
budgeting, international comparisons and aggregations of national in¬ 
come and wealth, and related matters. The aim of the association is to 
further research in these fields. It intends to do so by bringing scholars 
in the field into closer contact with one another, by the circulation of 
documents and bibliographical material, by the arrangement of con¬ 
ferences of scholars from time to time, by cooperation with other pro¬ 
fessional organizations and by other appropriate means. 

As to the character of the association, it is intended to be a working 
body with a membership made up of scholars actively engaged in the 
fields of interest to the Association. It will include private scholars, as 
well as public servants; however, every member is invited to partici¬ 
pate in his individual capacity. There is not to be any representation 
of governments or other types of institutions, banks, and so on. The 
governing body of the association is provisionally a Council of nine 
members, who were selected yesterday. Professor Kuznets (U.S.), Mr. 
Stone (Great Britain), Professor Rao (India), Mr. Clark (Australia), 
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Mr. Derksen (Netherlands), Mr. Lundberg (Sweden), Professor Tinbergen 
(Netherlands), Professor Perroux (France), and myself. 

As to the future plans of the association, it is not appropriate to 
say much as yet. You know, it is part of our folklore in the United 
States that every newborn male child may become President. But 
it is not considered good taste for the parents to act overly confident. 
We feel just that sort of reticence. 

The group that assembled yesterday was not quite willing to leave 
all to chance, however, but gave some specific duties to the Council. 
One is to constitute a list of scholars whom it will invite to become 
charter members of the association. Another is to draw up and sub¬ 
mit to the members for their approval a set of rules to govern the opera¬ 
tion of the association. A third is to make arrangements for a suitable 
secretariat, which shall have among its duties maintaining a bibliogra¬ 
phical service, circulating documents among the members, issuing the 
proceedings of meetings, and keeping the members informed about work 
in progress and news of interest to the members. Fourth, to make plans 
and arrangements for the first meeting of the association, to be held 
if possible in Europe in 1948. And finally, the Council is to make such 
financial arrangements as may be necessary to carry out the purposes 
of the association. 

The only other thing that I might report is that the group was very 
favorable to possible future affiliation with the International Statis¬ 
tical Institute. We will be discussing the matter with officials of the 
Institute when the revision of your charter indicates how cooperation 
may be best effected» 



II. THE BIOMETRIC SOCIETY

In contrast with those of the preceding speakers, my report concerns 
a society which is hardly two weeks old. It may be of interest, however, 
to describe the organization of our Biometric Society. Last April, 
a small committee was appointed by Dr. D. B. D e L u r y, chairman 
of the Biometrics Section of the American Statistical Association, to 
consider the holding of an international biometric conference during 
this period, so as to take advantage of the presence in America of statis¬ 
ticians from abroad who have an interest in biometrics. From the 
nature of the problems with which it deals biometry has contributed 
very materially to the development of statistical theory. A special 
conference at this time would emphasize the relation of biometry to 
statistics at large. 

Our organizing committee decided in favor of such a conference, 
enlarged its membership to about 11, including representatives of the 
National Research Council, and obtained financial support from the 
Rockefeller Foundation, primarily to aid in defraying the expenses of 
foreign delegates with limited dollar exchange. We entered into coopera - 
tive agreements with the Joint Arrangements Committee in Washington, 
to the end that all biometricians invited to our conference would receive 
invitations to the meetings here in Washington and vice versa. In 
view of the short period available for organizing the conference, we 
are happy to have had as large an attendance at the meetings as we 
did. Letters to the foreign delegates, some 40-5(1 in all, were not mailed 
until July 3 or later. American invitees receiving special letters of 
invitation numbered about 150; these were sent out in the first week 
of August. T^he conference convened in Woods Hole, Massachusetts, 
at the Marine Biological Laboratory, a major center of biological re¬ 
search, on September 5 and 6 with about 100 in attendance; 12 of these 
were official foreign delegates. 

The objective of the conference is stated in the first paragraph of the 
program. '‘‘The mathematical and statistical problems of quantita¬ 
tive biology have led to major improvements in scientific method, not 
only in biology, but also in many non-biological fields. This has been 
achieved through the contributions of biologists, mathematicians, and 
statisticians in many parts of the world. A primary objective of the 
present conference is to promote international collaboration in biometry 
l^nd thereby the advancement of quantitative biological science.” 
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The conference included three scientific sessions; one on quantitative 
genetics on the morning of September 5, with Professor R. A. F i s h e r 
as the leading speaker on “A Quantitative Theory of Genetic Recom¬ 
bination’^; one in the afternoon of the same day on recent biometric 
developments overseas with Dr. G. R a s c h from Copenhagen, Dr. R. 

C. B o s e of Calcutta, and others as speakers; and a third on the after¬ 
noon of September 6 on quantitative growth, with Dr. G. T e i s s i e r 
of Paris speaking on “La Relation d’Allom6trie, sa signification statis- 
tique et sa logique.” 

A primary objective of the conference was to consider how international 
cooperation in biometry could be fostered. At the opening session a 
committee of 12 was named to report on how this might best be accom¬ 
plished. The committee met on the evening of September 5 and, in view 
of the unequal development of biometry in different parts of the world, 
decided in favor of an individual membership society. We then prepared 
a draft constitution modeled upon that of the Econometric Society. 
The conference on Saturday morning opened with an address on inter¬ 
national cooperation in science by Dr. B r o n k, chairman of the National 
Research^Council of the United States. The draft constitution was 
then presented, discussed, and adopted. The conference next voted 
to form an international biometric society with this constitution and 
to name the committee which had prepared the draft constitution as 
its first Council. The members of the conference who wished to adhere 
to the society were then declared charter members. This included an 
overwhelming majority of those present. 

The Council held its first meeting that evening and elected the first 
officers of the Society. These are Professor R. A. F i s h e r, president; 
Dr. J. W. Hopkins, treasurer; and myself, secretary. The other mem¬ 
bers of the Council are: Maurice Belz (Australia), R. C. Bose (India). 

D. W. Bronk(U.S.), Gertrude Cox (U.S.), Carlos Dieulefait (Argentina), 
J. B. S. Haldane (England), A. Linder (Switzerland), M. G. Neurden- 
berg (Holland), G. Rasch (Denmark), G. Teisser (France), J. W. Tukey 
(U.S.), and E. B. Wilson (U.S.). 

I would now like to discuss certain aspects of our constitution. It 
provides for regional organizations and at a Council meeting last night, 
regions were authorized for a number of areas including Great Britain, 
India, Scandinavia, Eastern North America, and Western North America. 
These arrangements are still tentative, but we hope that each region 
can develop its own program, much as has the Biometrics Section of 
the American Statistical Associationn. In the international field the 
constitution provides for affiliation with other international organizations. 
In accord with this clause, the Council has authorized Professor Fisher 
to approach the International Council of Scientific* Unions concerning 
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affiliation of the Biometric Society with the ICSU. It also authorized 
affiliation with the ISI when this becomes possible. Another provision 
in the constitution states that with Council approval a Region may 
affiliate itself with regional or national organizations. By virtue of that 
clause the regions in North America can affiliate, if they so desire, with 
the American Statistical Association, with the Committee on Agricul¬ 
ture and Biology of the National Research Council, with the American 
Association for the Advancement Of Science and with similar bodies. 
The same type of affiliation is free to develop in other countries. Through 
these mechanisms we have aimed at a flexibility that would enable us 
to assume a role in the international field and through our regional organi¬ 
zations to collaborate actively with national groups. I hope that at the 
next international statistical conference we can report achievements 
commensurate with our high aims. 



!n. World congress for public opinion 

RESEARCH

At the First International Conference on Public Opinion Research 
in August 1946 at Central City, Colorado, it was decided to prepare 
the organization of an international association of all specialists in 
opinion measurement and related fields. A commission was formed 
with the task of preparing the draft of a constitution for such an organi¬ 
zation to be presented to the Second International Conference. This 
second conference took place in Williamstown, Massachusetts, Septem¬ 
ber 2-5, where it was decided to accept a provisional constitution and 
to form the World Congress for Public Opinion Research, which I am 
representing here as one of its vice presidents. 

The World Congress has as its main purposes: a) to serve as an in¬ 
ternational meeting-ground for individuals engaged in sample polling as 
applied to the opinions, information, and needs of people, or in teaching, 
and to act as a clearing house for ideas and experiences of its members; 
b) to maintain a level of ethics, and the progressive development of 
scientific standards of members, and to foster, in every practical way, 
improvement of current techniques and the development of new tech¬ 
niques in this field; and c) to promote professional interests. 

One of the main tasks will be the adaptation of the two sampling 
methods—quota sampling and area sampling—^for use in countries with 
conditions quite different from those of the United States and Western 
Europe. Other problems to be dealt with will be question-wording and 
interviewing technique. 

Our Executive Council, whose president is Professor Jean Stoetzel of 
the University of Bordeaux, France, and whose other members are Pro¬ 
fessor Theo. Lentz (Washington University, St. Louis), Dr. D. V. Glass 
(London School of Economics), Dr. Mark Abrams (Research Services 
Ltd., London), Mr. Julian Woodward (New York), and Professor Laszlo 
Radvanyi (National University of Mexico), has the task to elaborate 
a final constitution to be presented to the next conference of the World 
Congress for Public Opinion Research in 1948. Financing of the work 
will be provided through membership fees. 

The most important problem of our new organization will be that of 
international opinion measurement. As institutes of opinion polling, al¬ 
ready exist in about 25 countries—^in the United Statfes, Canada, Mexico, 
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Cuba, Brazil, England, France, Italy, Holland, Belgium, Norway, Den¬ 
mark, Sweden, Finland, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, China, India, etc., 
international statistics of opinions are feasible, covering various countries 
of America, Asia, and Europe. Obviously a great amount of preparatory 
work is necessary to obtain validity, reliability, and comparability of 
results. A great many statistical, sociological, and pyechological prob¬ 
lems must be resolved, and also problems of semantics, because of the 
very different traditions and conditions in various countries. But the 
enormous importance of obtaining opinion and attitude statistics from 
a great part of the world justifies every effort. I hope very much that 
our new World Congress for Public Opinion Research can count on the 
cooperation and counsel of the International Statistical Institute in 
carrying out its purpose. 



IV. L‘UNI0I4 INTERNATIONALE POUR L*ETUbi 
SCIENTIFIOUE DE LA POPULATION

Depuis la fin de la guerre une vive discussion a eu lieu sur la meilleure 
organisation future de la collaboration scientifique Internationale dans 
le domaine de la demographic. 

Pendant la reunion, tenue en octobre 1946 k New York, de la “Popula¬ 
tion Association of America”, ^ laquelle plusieurs demographes non- 
americains participaient egalement, une seance speciale a et6 consacr6e k 
cette question. Malgr6 des divergences de vue assez larges, je crois que 
Ton pent dire qu’il y avait accord plus ou moins general sur deux points 
principaux: la d^sirabilite de la revivification de I’ancienne “Union 
Internationale pour TEtude scientifique des Probl^mes de la Popu¬ 
lation” d’une part et, d’autre part, d’une reconstruction de TUnion pour 
former une organisation de membres individuels au lieu de membres 
collectifs. Jusqu’ici TUnion etait, en effet, une federation de “Comites 
Nationaux”, d’importanco assez inegale et pas toujours entierement 
libres d’infiuences non-scientifiques. Cette forme d'organisation s’est 
r^veiee insatisfaisante k plusieurs points de vue, et il serait utile que 
ceux qui recommandent k ce moment cette meme forme d'organisation 
pour d'autres organisations scientifiques internationales, tiennent compte 
de 1'experience acquise par I’Union Internationale de la Population. 

Ensuite, en mai 1947, les representants de 5 comit6s nationaux se 
r^unirent k Paris sur I'invitation de M. Landry, President do TUnion. 
A cette reunion, les grandes lignes de nouveaux statuts k proposer furent 
discutees et une liste provisoire de membres, devant former le noyau 
de la nouvelle organisation, fut dressee. MM. Landry et Mauco ont 
pr6par6 sur cette base un projet de nouveaux statuts, soumis k TAssem- 
bl6e G6n6rale du 6 septembre 1947 k Washington. Une commission 
de 12 membres fut alors nomm6e pour etudier et reviser ce projet. Le 
nouveau pro jet presente par cette commission a et6 adopte, avec des 
modifications d'importance secondaire, par I'Assemblee G6n6rale du 
11 septembre. 

Les buts de “I’Union Internationale pour I'Etude scientifique de la 
Population”—tel est le nouveau nom—sont rest^s essentiellement les 
memes: “favoriser les progrfes de la d^mographie, quantitative et qua¬ 
litative, comme science”. L’addition “comme science” n'a pas seulement 
une signification positive; I'implication negative que I'Union s’interdise 
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le domaine de la politique d6mographique n’est pas moink importante. 

II est vrai, toutefoisi que la delimitation des deux terrains '‘science” 
et “politique” en matifere de demographic s’est montree assez difficile 
en pratique. 

L’organisation interne a ete profondement modifiee en vue de Tadop- 
tion du principe des membres individuels. Bien que Tidee de comites 
nationaux n'ait pas ete entiferement abandonnee, leur r61e est devenue 
beaucoup moins important. 

Le nombre de membres n’est pas limite, ni pour I’Union en general, 
ni pour le nombre de membres d’un meme pays. Seulement, “il ne peut 
etre attribue k une nation ou k une confederation un nombre de suf¬ 
frages depassant le huitieme du nombre total”. 

Un autre point qu’il est interessant de relever dans le cadre de la 
presente reunion est la stipulation, que I’Union peut s’affilier d’antres 
organisations internationales. A cet egard, on peut penser au Conseil 
International des Unions scientifiques, et eventuellement k Tlnstitut 
International de Statistique. 

Le but de I’Union etant reste le meme, son r61e futur parmi les autres 
organisations scientifiques internationales n© sera pas modifie; on espfere 
seulement que ce r61e sera plus dynamique que dans le passe. On espfere 
aussi qu’il y aura une collaboration plus 6troite entr© les organisations 
internationales dont les int6rets scientifiques sont parallfeles. 

L’utilit^ d’une telle cooperation a ete clairement expose© dans le dis¬ 
cours qui vient d’etre prononce par M. Stuart Rice. A cdte des motifs 
theoriques exposes par lui, il y a lieu, je crois, de mentionnor quelques 
considerations d’ordre purement pratique. A cause de la specialisation 
croissante en matiere statistique, le nombre d’organisations interna¬ 
tionales scientifiques de vient de plus en plus eieve, ainsi que nous avons 
pu le constater la present© conference. Il faut t&3her d’eviter que cet 
accroissement soit accompagne d’un accroissement proportionnel du 
nombre de conferences internationales. Beaucoup de statisticiens 
sont interesses dans les sessions de plusieurs de ces organisations et leur 
possibilite de participation va en diminuant avec le nombre de confe¬ 
rences pour deux raisons evidentes: le temps necessaire et les frais. A 
cote des frais de voyage et de sejour pour les participants personnellement 
il y a le financement des conferences elles-memes dont les difficultes 
s’accumulent aussi avec I’accroissement du nombre. De ce point de vue 
il est done k recommander de faire coincider autant que possible les ses¬ 
sions des organisations ayant des int6rets communs et de maintenir, 
par consequent, le systfeme qui a ete applique pour la premifere fois ici 
k Washington en y apportant, bien entendu, les ameliorations qu’ensei- 
gnS Texperience aequise.

196 INTERNATIONAL STATISTICAL CONFERENCES: INTRODUCTION 

A motion to send a telegram to the retiring President was unanimously 
accepted. 

The Report of the President of the Institute, 1986-1988, as published 
in the Bulletin of the Institute (XXX: 2, p. 256-260), was approved. 

A Bureau had to be elected to hold office until the end of the Washing¬ 
ton session. 

Mr. Shirras, on behalf of 10 members of the Institute present at the 
meeting, proposed the following candidates: President: W. F. Willcox, 
Secretary General: J. Tinbergen, Treasurer: A. L. Bowley, Vice presidents: 

G. Jahn, P. C. Mahaldnobis, E. Szturm de Sztrem and J. Rueff. 

Mr, Jahn declared not to be able to accept an appointment. In his 
place, Mr. E. Cohn was nominated. 

As a result of the ballot, the following officers were elected: 

President: W. F. Willcox (30 votes out of 32 cast). 

Secretary General: J. Tinbergen (31 votes out of 32 cast). 

Treasurer: A. L. Bowley (30 votes out of 32 cast). 

Vice Presidents: E. Cohn (25 votes out of 31 cast). 

P. C. Mahalanobis (27 votes out of 31 cast). 

E, Szturm de Stzrem (26 votes out of 31 east). 

J. Rueff (27 votes out of 31 cast). 

Messrs. Idenburg and Wedervang served as tellers. 

A proposal by Mr. Rice that the outgoing President, A. Julin, and 
the outgoing Secretary General, H. W. Methorst, be elected Honorary 
Presidents of the Institute was unanimously accepted. 

The Chairman read the report of the President of the Institute for 
the years 1938-1947^). The report was approved unanimously. 

The following Section Chairmen were suggested by the Chairman and 
accepted: Demographic Statistics; A. Landry; Economic Statistics; 

H. Marshall; Social Statistics; Ph. J. Idenburg; General Methodology; 
R. A. Fisher. 

Messrs. K. Pribram and J. Rueff were appointed Financial Auditors. 

Mr. Bice made a pro forma report on the revision of the Statutes, 
stating that a full justification of the proposals laid down in the ‘‘Report 
of the Advisory Committee on the Revision of the Statutes” would be 
given at later meetings. He proposed that a five member Editing Com¬ 
mittee on Statutes be appointed by the Chairman, which would have to 
review the draft of the Advisory Conunittee in the light of the written 
comments received from a number of members of the Institute and to 
report at a later meeting during the 25th session, 
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The motion was carried and the following members were appointed 
with provision for the designation of alternates: E. Cohn, G. Darmois, 
H. Leak, P. C. Mahalanobis, S. A. Rice. 

Mr. John made a statement, on behalf of the Advisory Committee: 
The question has come up whether members of the Institute who have 
been sentenced in their country as a result of their attitude during the 
war can be kept on our membership list. Mr. Jahn pointed out that 
there is no provision in the Statutes on this subject and that little official 
information is available. He proposed to refer the question to the 
Bureau which should report at the next session, in case it would have 
to recommend some action to be undertaken by the General Assembly. 

The motion was adopted unanimously. 

Owing to the outbreak of the war, the second ballot of the 1989 elections 
of new members had not been finished. Now a vote was taken on the 
10 candidates who obtained a bare majority in the first ballot, without 
being elected. 

As a result of this ballot, the following new members were elected 
to the Institute (with a total of 34 members voting):

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 
OF THE 

INTERNATIONAL STATISTICAL INSTITUTE 
1938—1947 

The upheaval which once again has loosed ravages and devastations 
on the world, has, at the same time, temporarily paralyzed international 
scientific collaboration. Consequently, though my report covers a 
period of nine years, I cannot give you a correspondingly long survey 
of the scientific work of the Institute. Nevertheless, it is with great 
pleasure that I present this report to the General Assembly of the Insti¬ 
tute. Pleasure, first of all, that the Institute has been able to survive 
the conflagration which has, once more, engulfed the world. Pleasure, 
that although during all these years the Institute was i)revented from 
receiving new members, it is nevertheless aljle to resume its ])laee in inter¬ 
national scientific life. Pleasure also, that our organization can re¬ 
institute its sessions—center of all its activities -much sooner than 
one could have hoped from the experience of the last war, when it took 
five years after the armistice before, in 1923, a session could again be 
opened. We now live at a much faster pace, even in this respect. Only 
two years have been required for this occasion, so essential to the future 
progress of the Institute. 

Still, this pleasure is tempered with sadness by the thought of the 
great losses that the Institute has suffered since the last session. More 
than 50 of its members passed away, many of whom had been eminent 
in the affairs of the Institute. Some of them were victims of military 
operations, such as bombings; others died as political prisoners in jail or 
concentration camps—or were executed for their patriotism. They 
gave their life not only for the freedom of their country but also for the 
freedom of science, and our international scientific family pays honor to 
their memory. Wc think of them with deep emotion and express our 
gratitude for the scientific heritage they have left, and through which 
they will remain with us. May the members of the young generation 
who shortly will occupy the places left vacant, keep constantly in mind 
that all our accomplishments are a continuation of the labors of our 
predecessors. In conformity with tradition, the obituaries of our late 
colleagues will appear in the Bulletin of the Institute. 

As early as 1988, the Institute had felt the dramatic strain which 
preceded the war. The Prague session, which was to have extended 
fr6m the 12th tbi;ough the 17th of September, had to be prematurely 
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closed during the night of the 18th. During that evening, the Bureau 
had decided to propose the closing of the session the next day since many 
participants, on the advice of their diplomatic representatives, had 
already left or were planning to leave the next day, feeling that war was 
imminent. However, during the evening, tension mounted to such a 
point that, towards midnight, a meeting was held of those members who 
could be reached, at whi(;h it was decided to close the session imme¬ 
diately. The calm atmosphere, which is necessary to scientific dis¬ 
cussion, was entirely lacking, and besides, the international character 
of the discussions would have been illusory. Certainly, those who took 
part in that session will never forget it. The premature closing is the 
more regrettable since the reports submitted and the excellent pre¬ 
paration promised a great success. In this regard, we take the opportun¬ 
ity to reiterate here our great appreciation to the Czechoslovakian 
Government and the Arrangements Committee, especially to the Secret¬ 
ary General, Mr. Hohae. 

The Bureau had introduced several innovations at the Prague Session 
in order to improve the work of the sessions: stenographic recording 
of the discussions—instead of the summaries prepared by the speakers—; 
advance invitation to selected ])eoplc qualified to open the discussions; 
creation of a committee for editing the resolutions prior to their pre¬ 
sentation to the General Assembly. The first two innovations could— 
at least partially—be tested, and although further experience will be 
necessary before a final judgment can be made, the results which were 
obtained may be considered satisfactory. 

The proceedings of the Prague Session have been published in their 
entirety. The first part of the reports and communications, those print¬ 
ed in The Hague by the Permanent Office, were published a few months 
after the Session (Volume XXX;2 of the Bulletin). This volume also 
contains the official rc])orts of the President, of the Secretary General, 
and of the Treasurer for the period 1936-1938, reports which could 
not be approved by the General Assembly at Prague. They will, there¬ 
fore, have to be presented to the Washington Session. The second 
part of the reports and communications was published by the Arrange¬ 
ments Committee, at Prague, in 1940 (Volume XXX:8). However, 
the volume could not be delivered in most cases until after the end of 
the war. Then, in September 1945, it was possible to publish the pro¬ 
ceedings of the Session (Volume XXX:1). The covering letter, “FAvis 
au Lecteur”, which was inserted by Mr. F. Fajfr, now president of the 
Statistical Office of Czechoslovakia, has made a profound impression 
on all of us I am sure, even though we may personally have experienced 
the horrors of total warfare. I would like to take Jthe opportunity'also 
of expressing to our Czechoslovakian colleagues, the deepest thanks 
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for the care which they devoted to the publication of the Bulletin at a 
time when they were so preoccupied with the reconstruction of their 
national statistical system. 

In 1941, the Permanent Office published, as a supplement to Volume 
XXX, an index of all issues of the Bulletin arranged both chronologically 
and by subject matter. This document will, I hope, facilitate refer¬ 
ence to the essays on statistical science collected since the establishment 
of the Institute, and of which a large number hove retained their value 
and their relevance. Reading of recent statistical literature frequently 
gives the impression that a wider acquaintance with earlier literature, 
even that produced many years ago, might have measurably increased 
its worth. The adage: “History repeats itself”, applies as well to the 
study of statistics. 

The publication of the Review of the Institute has been continued 
with numerous difficulties and with several limitations: delay, reduc¬ 
tion in the number of issues per year and continual decrease in the number 
of members who could be reached because of the disruption of postal 
service. The issues which could not be delivered earlier, were mailed 
after the close of hostilities. Thus, the Review was the most signi¬ 
ficant indication of the Institute’s vitality during the war. Since then, 
the regular publication of the Review has been delayed largely by techni¬ 
cal difficulties: the printing office has been overburdened with work 
and has lacked qualified personnel, two handicaps typical of the 
times. 

Activity of the Committees of the Institute had ceased entirely during 
the war, and has not yet been resumed. In the first place, the compo¬ 
sition of the Committees needs revision. Many Committee members 
have died, others are devoting their attention now to subjects other than 
those undertaken by the Committee to which they belong. Further¬ 
more, the areas of investigation assigned to some of the committees are 
of less importance today than heretofore, and, besides, there are no com¬ 
mittees reviewing the problems which are of particular interest to the 
post-war world. 

Thus, the scientific program of the Washington Session does not follow 
the traditional pattern of placing main reliance on committee reports. 
The preparation of the program has been based, on the one hand, on 
a motion made by Mr. Willcox, and adopted by the General Assembly at 
the Athens Session in 1936, providing for a Committee, charged with the 
preparation of the program for the Washington Session in collaboration 
with the Bureau of the Institute; and, on the other hand, on a decision 
made by the Bureau in 1937, reserving a special place on the program 
for l^apers on subjects of current interest submitted on the initiiatve of 
the Bureau. 
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Joint Committee for the fifth decennial revision of the inter- 
national list of causes of death, established by the Health Organization 
of the League of Nations and the Internationl Statistical Institute 
brought its woik to a successful conclusion at the International Con¬ 
ference, held in Paris from the 3rd to the 7th of October 1938. The 
revised nomenclature established by the Conference was published in 
1940 by the Institute, with the assistance of the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs of the French Republic. 

The Joint Committee on criminal statistics, established by the Inter¬ 
national Penal and Penitentiary Commission and the International 
Statistical Institute held a meeting in Berlin, in April 1939, at which 
they discussed international statistics on homicide and statistics of cor¬ 
rectional institutions. Since the end of the war, the Penal and Peniten¬ 
tiary Commission has expressed its desire to continue collaborating 
with our Institute. 

In 1939, the biennial elections of new members of the Institute were 
held. As a result of the first ballot, closed on June 16, 1939, there 
were elected Messrs, angblopoulos, cabr-saunders, davis, dobrovits, 

HOIJER, JENNY, LOTKA, OLBRBCHTS, SNOW and ZAGOROFF. MeSSrS. GINI, 
JENSEN and LiESSB were elected honorary members. 

The results of the second ballot were to have been determined on 
October 16, 1939. War having broken out in the meantime the Bureau 
decided however, as it did in 1914, to cancel this election and destroy 
the ballots at the Permanent Office, without opening them. In order to 
safeguard the rights obtained by the candidates as a result of the first 
ballot, the interrupted elections will be resumed. 

A second emergency measure was the decision to cancel the member¬ 
ship dues for the duration of the war, beginning with the fiscal year 1939- 
1940. The collection of the dues has been resumed beginning with the 
fiscal year 1945-1946. 

In the third place, it was necessary to postpone the Washington ses¬ 
sion indefinitely. Originally, it was to have coincided with the cen¬ 
tennial celebration of the American Statistical Association, in 1939. 
At a meeting of the Bureau in 1938, in Brussels—the last one held—^it 
had already been decided, as proposed by the Arrangements Committee, 
to adjourn the session until 1940; it would then have coincided with the 
Eighth Scientific Congress of the Pan-American Union. 

As said before, in 1939, it was decided to adjourn for an indefinite 
period; in October 1945, at a conference in Brussels, among the President, 
the Secretary General and Mr. Rice, Chairman of the United States 
Arrangements Committee, a new date, September 194^, was provisionally 
agreed on, a date which later was definitely selected. 
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Here then, in brief, is a life history of the Institute during the last nine 
years. An “administrative report*' would normally end here. 

But there is more. It was the structure of the world itself that was 
in question during the war, and similarly it is the structure of the Ins¬ 
titute which is at issue now. The agenda of the Washington Session 
includes a special report on this question. I shall make only a brief 
sketch of the main outlines of the problem. 

From time to time, every oiganization should review the bases on 
which it rests and the means by which it may fulfill its purposes. An 
institution such as ours, should have a dynamic quality able to adapt 
itself constantly to the exigencies of the times while maintaining its 
fundamental character of an autonomous international Academy. 

One cannot deny that after the troubled period through which we have 
passed, the conditions under which international scientific collaboration 
operates have been profoundly modified. The creation of the United 
Nations, whose sphere of activity also includes statistics, has forced us 
to consider the position of the Institute in relation to that of the Uni¬ 
ted Nations in the same field. 

A similar situation, although in a diiferent form, arose after the First 
World War with the creation of the League of Nations. Events later 
proved that the problem of mutual lelations, such as the avoiding of 
overlapping functions, had not been satisfactorily resolved at that time. 

I should like to point out here the relations, as they have been 
developing since the war between the Institute and the various agencies 
of the United Nations are excellent. The interest manifested by the 
United Nations in the I.S.I. could not be better demonstrated than 
by the fact that on the occasion of our 25th Session, the United Nations 
has organized a World Statistical Congress. The Economic and Social 
Council of the United Nations is taking steps to grant consultative status 
to the I.S.I. The question of possible affiliation with the International 
Council of Scientific Unions—an organ of U.N.E.S.C.O.—^has been 
opened. Finally, we will mention that the Institute was represented by 
Messrs. Willcox and Pribram, at a conference of nongovernmental inter¬ 
national organizations, held at the invitation of the United Nations in 
February 1947 at Lake Success. 

A second new element in the international organization of statistics, 
the idea of regional organization, has been introduced by the creation 
of the Inter American Statistical Institute, in 1940. The idea has already 
proved fruitful. 

I will refer here to the steps taken in 1941 and 1942 by German statis¬ 
ticians with the intention of creating an Inter-European Statistical Ins¬ 
titute. However, the bases of this particular scheme were such that the 
members of the Institute’s Bureau, who were approached on this pro- 
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ject, either verbally or in writing, did not desire to lend their support, 
neither officially nor in their private capacities. The same attitude 
was taken by other members of the Institute. 

In the third place, I will mention the creation of international scienti¬ 
fic organizations, created either before the war or projected for the fu¬ 
ture, which are concerned with fields in which statistical analysis is an 
essential technique: demography, econometrics, mathematical statistics, 
national income, public opinion measurement. 

The formation of such organizations, regional on the one hand and spe¬ 
cialized on the other, exhibits a tendency to decentralization, “horizontal” 
as well as “vertical”, in the international organization of statistics. 

Interest in the reorganization of the Institute was also expressed in 
a friendly resolution adopted by a group of American statisticians, non¬ 
members of the Institute, in a meeting at Lake Junaluska (N.C.), in 
August 1946. An identical resolution was adopted by the Section on 
Social and Economic Sciences of the American Association for the Ad¬ 
vancement of Science, meeting in December 1946, at Boston, Mass. 

The Institute should consider carefully the significance of these devel¬ 
opments with regard to its aims and its procedures. To this end, an 
Advisory Committee^ was charged in September 1946, with studying 
the eventual reorganization of the Institute and with preparing a proposed 
revision of the statutes, made necessary by such a reorganization. 

The report of the Committee will be discussed at the Washington 
Session. I also wish to mention another question of principle. As a 
result of the premature closing of the Prague Session there were left 
unsettled several administrative questions such as for example, the elec¬ 
tion of a new Bureau which, according to the Statutes, must be included 
in the Agenda of each Session. When, as a result of unforeseen circum¬ 
stances, election of the Bureau cannot take place, the most logical solu¬ 
tion and one generally applied in similar cases is to have the member;? 
of the Bureau remain in office until their successors can be elected 
However, since the Statutes do not provide for this case and taking 
into account the fact that post-war political conditions have rendered 
impossible the normal functioning of the Bureau, as it was elected at the 
Athens Session in 1936, and weakened by the premature death of its 
Treasurer, our eminent colleague Lord Stamp, certain members of the 
Institute have expressed doubt that the Bureau can still be legally recog¬ 
nized, They proposed as a solution the modification of the statutes by 
regular procedure in order to add a temporary article, according to which 
certain members would be designated to form the Bureau until the next

f resident Huber. , • 
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Session. Although this solution had some advantages, it presented*— 
not considering other difficulties—^this contradiction in terms that, 
according to Art. XVI, the intervention of the Bureau is required for the 
revision of the Statutes. And precisely, since the legality of the Bureau’s 
position is placed in doubt, one cannot say that under those circumstan¬ 
ces a revision of the Statutes would be legally correct, and the Bureau 
thus elected would certainly not have a more legal positon. 

The procedure finally adopted is as follows: before the opening of the 
Washington Session, a new Bureau will be elected in a special meeting, 
which will be considered as a continuation of the Prague Session. This 
Bureau will hold office for the duration of the Session at the end of which 
there will be a new election in accordance with statutory provisions. 

Finally, since my health does not allow me to be present at the session, 
I will take this occasion to take leave of you in my capacity of President 
of the International Statistical Institute. Because of my age, I prefer 
not to be considered as a candidate for the Presidency. 

I have been a member of the Institute since 1895, and I have taken 
part in nearly every session which has been held since the turn of the 
century. In 1929, I was elected Vice President, and when in 1986, I 
was elected President, I think I could claim a certain amount of experi¬ 
ence in the affairs of the Institute and its functioning. I could little 
imagine the disturbed period during which my presidency would last 
when I took office in Athens, and addressed you with these words: “I 
promise you that I will do my best to stimulate actively the Institute’s 
continuous progress and an increasing understanding among statisticians 
all over the world, in order to promote the general improvements of our 
methods.” 

In 1938, I presided over the most agitated session that the Institute 
has held and, later also, during the years of the war, the Bureau was 
often faced with difficult situations without precedent, and without being 
able to refer to the statutes evolved in normal times and for normal cir¬ 
cumstances. Nevertheless, I have tried to maintain as well as possible, 
the prestige and traditions of the Institute, and it is a satisfaction for me 
that the Institute has survived the upheaval, if not without injury, at 
least full of vitality, ready to take in the new world the place which 
corresponds best to its noble purpose: to promote the advancement of 
statistics all over the world and its application in every field of science, 

I hope that, as a veteran of the Institute, I will have the opportunity 
to witness important successes in these respects. I hope that my succes¬ 
sor will surpass me in many things, but my dearest wish is that he will 
equal me in one thing: by devotion to the Institute.

RAPPORT DU PRESIDEI^T 
de 

L’INSTITUT INTERNATIONAL DE STATISTIQUE 

1938—1947 

La tourmente qui, de nouveau, a d6vers6 sur le monde ravages et de¬ 
vastations a egalement paralyse temporairement la collaboration scienti- 
fique Internationale. Bien que mon rapport embrasse une periode de 
9 annees, je ne puis done pas vous faire, des travaux scientifiques de 
rinstitut, un expose correspondant a la duree de cette periode. C'est, 
neanmoins, avec une grande joie que je presente ce rapport k TAssembiee 
Oenerak de Tlnstitut. Joie, tout d’abord, que Tlnstitut ait pu survivre 
k la nouvelle conflagration mondiale, et bien que pendant toutes ces 
annees il ait ete prive de Tapport de jeunes membres, il est pret k ropren- 
dre sa place dans la vie scientifique internationale. Joie, aussi, que 
rinstitut paisse reprendre ses sessions—^fondement de toutes ses activi- 
tes—beaucoup plus tot que ne Taurait laisse esperer Texperience d’aprfes 
I’autre guerre, quand cinq annees durent s’ecouler aprfes Tarmistice avant 
qu’une session pflt de nouveau se reunir en 1923. La vie est beaucoup 
plus rapide qu’autrefois, aussi k cet egard. Il a fallu seulement deux 
annees pour que cet evenement, d’une importance essentielle dans le 
progrfes futur de rinstitut, pujsse avoir lieu. 

Cette joie est, toutefois, assombrie par les pertes penibles qu’a subies 
rinstitut depuis la dernifere session; plus de 50 de ses membres ont dis- 
paru. Nombre d’entre eux occupaient une position eminente dans 
rinstitut. Plusieurs ont ete victimes des operations de la guerre: tels 
que bombardements, d’autres sont decedes comme prisonniers poli- 
tiques dans des gedles ou des camps de concentration, ou ont ete fusil- 
les pour leur patriotisme. Ils sont tombes, luttant non seulement pour 
la liberte de leur pays, mais aussi pour la liberte de la science, et notre 
famille scientiflque internationale de statisticiens s’incline avec respect 
devant leur memoiro. Nous pensons k eux avec emotion et leur sommes 
reconnaissants du travail scientiflque qu’ils nous ont laisse et par leqtiel 
ils restent en contact avec nous. Que les membres des jeunes generations 
qui, tout k rheure, occuperont les places devenues vacantesaient constetm- 
ment k I’esprit que tons nos travaux sont la continuation de I’oeuvre 
de nos predecesseurs. Les necrologies de nos regrettes colkgues . parai- 
tront, conformement k la tradition, dans le Bulletin de rinstitut. 

Ep 1938 dejit, rinstitut a eprouve I’influence des dramatiques tensions 
qui ont precede la guerre. La session de Prague qui devait durer du 
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12 au 17 septembre, dut pr6matur4ment se s^parer dans la nuit du 13 
au 14. Dans la soiree du 13 septembre, le Bureau d^cida de presenter 
le lendemain une proposition tendant k clore la session, car nombre de 
participants, sur Tavis des representants diplomatiques de leurs pays, 
etaient ou d6j4 partis ou decides a partir le lendemain, sous Timpression 
que la guerie etait imminente. Dans le courant de la soiree, toutefois, 
la tension s^iccrut au point quc, veis minuit, uno reunion fut tenue 
des membres quc Ton avait encore pu atteindre, et oil la dissolution 
immediate de la session fut decidee. Le calme d’esprit necessaire k des 
discussions scientifiques faisait totalement d^^faut et, en outre, le carac- 
tere international des discussions eut ^te illusoire. Ceux qui ont assiste 
a cette reunion ne I’oublieront certainement jamais! La separation 
prematurco de Ja session est d’autant plus regrettable qu’elle promettait 
d’etre un grand succes en raison des rapports pr^sentes et de son excel- 
lente preparation. A cet egard, nous tenons a rt‘iterer ici au gouverne- 
mont tchecoslovaquc et au Comite d’Organisation—en particulier k 
son Secretaire Gf'neral M. Bdhac—nos chaleureux remerciements. 

Le Bureau avait introduit plusicurs innovations a la Session do Prague, 
afin d’augmenter le rendement scientifique des reunions: compto rendu 
stenographique des discussions, au lieu des “fcuilles de discoitrs” k rom- 
plir par les oratours, invitation pr^^alable de certaines personnes quali- 
fiees k ouvrir des discussions, creation d’un comite de reaction pour 
la mise au point des r<f\solutions avant leur piesentation en seance ple- 
niere, Les deux premieres innovations ont pu, tout au moins en partie, 
fdro mises a I’epreuve et bien que de nouvelles experiences soient encore 
necessaires avant un jugement definitif, les ri^sultats obtenus peuvent 
etre consideres comme satisfaisanis. 

Le compto rendu de Ja ^Session de Prague a cHe public dans sa totalite. 
La premiere partie des rapports et communications, ceux imprim«5s 
k la Haye par les soins de TOffice Permanent, a 6t6 publiee quelques mois 
apr^s la Hession (Tome XXX:2 du Bulletin). Ce Tome contient aussi 
les rapports administratifs du President, du Secretaire General et du 
Tresoiier pour la periode 1936-1938, rapports qui n’ontpu etre approuves 
a Prague. 11s devront done etie pr^sentes de nouveau a la Session de 
Washington. La deuxieme partie des rapports et communications a 
ete publiee par le Comite d’Organisation k Prague en 1940 (Tome XXX:3). 
Toutefois, pour la plupart des interesses I’envoi do ce Tome n’a pu avoir 
lieu qu’apres la fin de la gueire. Le compte rendu de la Session a pu 
etre public k Prague en septembre 1945 (Tome XXX:1). La lecture dr 
1’“ Avis au Lecteur” qui y a ete ins6r^ par le Prf‘sident actuel de TOffice 
de Statistique de Tchecoslovaquie, M. F, Fajfr, aura fait sur nous tous, 
j’en suis sfir, une profonde impression, memo quand on a eprouv6 soi- 
meme les horreurs de la gueire totale. Je tiens ici au&si k exprimer k nos 
27 
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oolites tcb^ooslovaques nos remeroiements les plus vifs pour les 
soins qu’ils ont consacr^s h la publication du Bulletin, au milieu des 
preoccupations de la reconstruction de la statistique officielle de leur 
pays. 

’Comme supplement au Tome XXX, TOffice permanent a publie, en 
1941, une Table chronologique et systematique des mati^res de tous les 
Tomes du Bulletin; ce document, je Tespfere, facilitera la consultation 
des Essais de science statistique reunis, depnis la fondation de ITnstitut, 
et dont un grand nombre n*ont pas encore perdu leur valeur et leur 
actualite. La lecture de la litterature statistique recente donne fre- 
quemment Timpression qu’une consultation plus large de la litterature 
anterieure, aussi de ce qui a ete ecrit il y a nombre d’annees, aurait 
augmente sa valeur dans une mesure sensible. L’adage: ^'L’histoire se 
repfete” s’applique egalement k la science statistique. 

Non sans de nombreuses difficultes, la publication de la Revue de Tins- 
titut a pu etre poursuivie, sous diverses restrictions toutefois: retard, 
reduction de periodicite de 4 livraisons par annee, diminution toujours 
plus grande du nombre des interesses k qui la Revue pouvait etre adres- 
see dis parution vu la rupture des relations postales. Les exemplaires, 
qui n’ont pu etre expedies aussitdt parus, ont ete envoyes aprfes les 
hostilites aux interesses. Et ainsi, la Revue a ete, pendant la guerre, le 
signe le plus significatif de la vitalite de ITnstitut. La reprise de la 
periodicite normale de la Revue a ete jusqu’ici retardee en grande partie 
par des diflScultes techniques: imprimerie de TOffice permanent surcharges 
de travail et manquant de personnel qualifie, deux phenomfenes courants. 

Pendant la guerre, Tactivite des Commissions de ITnstitut a ete com- 
pietement suspendue: elle n’a pas encore ete reprise. La composition 
des commissions doit d’abord etre adaptee aux cirConstances. Nom¬ 
bre de membres des Commissions sont decedes; d'autres consacrent main- 
tenant leurs recherches k des sujets differents de ceux qui sont du domai¬ 
ns de la Commission dont ils font partie. En outre, le champ des re¬ 
cherches de certaines commissions presente moins d’actualite aujour- 
d’hui qu’autrefois et, de plus, il n’existe pas de commissions visant les 
probiemes qui retiennent particuliferement I’interet du monde d’aprfes 
guerre. 

Aussi, le programme scientifique de la Session de Washington n’a- 
t-il pas les points centraux traditionnels: les rapports des Commissions. 
Le mode d’eiaboration du programme est base d’une part, sur une mo¬ 
tion de Mr. Willcox adoptee par I’Assembiee Generate la Session 
d’Ath^nes en 1936, visant k la preparation, par ime Commission speciate 
en collaboration aveo le Bureau de I’lnstitut, d’un programme de discus* 
siqns acientifiques pour la Session de Washington, et, d’autre part, 
sur une decision ptise par le Bureau en 1937, en vertu de laquelle une 
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place sp6ciale est laiss^, dans le programme des sessions, aux communi¬ 
cations sur des *'sujets sp^ciaux d’int4ret actuel” pr4sent4es sur Tinitia- 
tive du Bureau. 

La Commission mixte pour la cinqui^me revision d^cennale de la no¬ 
menclature Internationale des causes de decfes, institute par TOrganisa- 
tion d’Hygifene de la Soci4t6 des Nations et Flnstitut International de 
Statistique a men6 k bonne fin ses travaux k la Conference Internationale 
de Paris du 3 au 7 octobre 1938. Les nouvelles nomenclatures etablies 
par la Conference ont ete publiees en 1940 par Flnstitut avec le concours 
du Ministfere des Affaires Etrangferes de la Republique Fran^aise. 

La Commission mixte de la statistique criminelle, instituee par la 
Commission Internationale Penale et Penitentiaire et Flnstitut Inter¬ 
national de Statistique a tenu k Berlin en avril 1939 une reunion oh ont 
ete discutees la statistique internationale du meurtre et la statistique 
penitentiaire internationale. Depuis le retablissement de la paix, la 
Commission Penale et Penitentiaire a exprime son desir de continuer 
la collaboration avec notre Institut. 

En 1939, les elections bisannuelles de nouveaux membres de Flnstitut 
ont eu lieu. Suivant le resultat du premier tour de scrutin, arrete au 
16 juin 1939, ont ete eius: MM. Angeiopoulos, Carr-Saunders, Davis, 
Dobrovits, Hbijer, Jenny, Lotka, Olbrechts, Snow et Zagoroff. Ont 
ete nommes membres honoraires: MM. Gini, Jensen et Liesse. 

Les resultats du deuxi^me tour de scrutin devaient etre fixes le 16 
octobre 1989. La guerre ayant entretemps edate, le Bureau decida toute- 
fois, de meme qu’en 1914, d’annuler le scrutin et de detruire les bulle¬ 
tins de vote adiesses a FOjffice permanent, sans qu’il ait ete proced6 k 
leur ouverture. Afin de sauvogarder les droits acquis par les candi- 
dats par le resultat du premier scrutin, les elections interrompues seront 
terminees. 

Une deuxifeme mesure speciale fut la decision d’annuler les cotisations 
des membres pour la duree de la guerre, a compter de Fexercice 1939-40. 
La perception des cotisations a ete reprise k partir de Fexercice 1945-1946. 

En troisieme lieu, il a fallu remettre k une date indeterminee la session 
de Washington. Primitivement, elle devait coincider avec la celebra¬ 
tion du centenaire de FAmerican Statistical Association en 1989. A 
la reunion du Bureau en novembre 1938, k Bruxelles—^la derni^re qui 
s’est tenue—il avait toutefois dej^ ete decide, sur la proposition du 
Comite americain d’organisaton, de Fajourner jusqu’en 1940; la session 
coinciderait alors avec le Huitifeme Congrfes scientifique de FUnion Pan- 
Americaine. 

En 1939, comme il a ete dit, Fajournement pour un temps indetermine 
fut decide; en octobre 1945, lors d’une conference, k Bruxelles, entre le 
President, le Secretaire-General et M. Ripe, prfsident du pomite 
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am^ricain d’organisation, on adopta provisoirement, comma date 
nouyelle, le mois de septembre 1947, 6poque qui, par la suite, fut arret^e 
definitivement. 

Voilli, en bref, un curriculum vitae de Tlnstitut pendant les 9 derniferes 
ann^es. Un “rapport administratif” normal pourrait s’arreter ici. 

.Mais, il y a plus. C’etait la structure meme du monde qui 6tait en jeu, 
durant la guerre, et c’est aussi la structure de Flnstitut qui est, k pre¬ 
sent, en cause. L’ordre du jour de la session de Washington comporte 
un rapport special sur cette matiere; je mo bornerai ici k tracer 
bri^vement les grandes lignes du probRune. 

Toute organisation doit, de temps en temps, reconsiderer les bases sur 
lesquelles elle repose et la maniere dont elle pent atteindre scs buts. Une 
institution comme la notro doit avoir un caractere dvnamique et propie 
a s’adapter constamment aux exigences des temps nouvcaiix, en maint- 
enant son earactfere fondamental d’Acad^mie inter nationalo autonome. 

On ne pent nier qu’aprfes la p6riode tourment(^e que nous avons tra- 
vorsee. la situation en matieie de collaboration scientifique internationale 
soit profond^ment modifiee. La creation de Torganisation des Nations 
Unies, dont la sphfere d’activite comprend aussi la statistique, nous place 
devant la n^cessite de considerer la tache de I’lnstitut par rapport a 
celle des Nations Unies dans ce domaine. Une situation analogue, bien 
que sous une forme difF6rente, s’est presentee apres la premiere guerre 
mondiale, lors de la cr6ation de la Soci^te des Nations. 11 s’est montr4 
par la suite, que le problemo des relations miituelles, celui d’eviter des 
doubles emplois, n’avait alors pas ete r^solu d’une manik'e satisfaisante. 

Je tiens 4 signaler ici que les relations, telles qu’elles sc sont develop- 
pees apres la guerre, entre Tlnstitut et les dilferents orgaiies des Nations 
Unies, sont excellentes. J^'interet manifesto par les Nations Unies k 
regard de Tlnstitut International de Statistique ne saurait mieux se 
d^montrer que par le fait qu’^ Toccasion de notre 25’’ session, les Nations 
Unies out organise un Congres Mondial de Statistique. Le Conseil 
Economique et Social des Nations Unies a fait ces dchnarches au sujet 
d’une reconnaissance de ri.T.S. comme organisation consultative. T)es 
pourparlers out ^t6 engages avee le Conseil International des LInions 
Scientifiques, organe de I’U.N.E.S.C.O., sur une affiliation possible 
de rinstitut k ce Conseil. Enfin, mentionnons encoie que I’lnstitut 
a et4 represents par MM. Willcox et Pribram a une conference d’organi- 
sations internationales non-gouvernemeiitales qui s’est tenue en ffivrier 
1947, k Lake Success, sur I’invitation des Nations Unies. 

Un second nouvel Element dans Torganisation internationale de la sta¬ 
tistique—^l’id6e de I’organisation r6gionale—a 6t6 introduit par la cr<^a- 
tion de I’lnstitut Inter-Americain de Statistique en 1940. L’id^e a d^j^ 
pleinement prouv6 elre viable. 
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Je relive ici les tentatives qui ont faites en 1941 et'l942 par des 
statisticiens allemands en vue de la creation d’un Institut Inter-Europien 
de Statist ique. Toutefois, les bases de ces plans itaient tel les que les 
membres du Bureau de Tlnstitut, consultis cet effct, tant verbalement 
que par icrit ne disirirent y preter leur concours, ni officiellement ni 
k titre piive. II en fut de memo des autres membres de Tlnstitut. 

En troisieme lieu, je signale la creation—dejJt avant la guerre—et les 
projets de creation—existant actuellcment—d’organisations scienti- 
fiques Internationales qui s’occupent de domaines oi I’analyse statistique 
est un instrument esseritiel: demographic, iconomitrie, statistique 
mathimatique, revenn national, Bondage de I’opinion publique. 

La formation de telles organisations, regionales d’une part et spicia- 
lisies d’autre part, fait preuve d’linc tendance de decentralisation, tant 
“horizoritale” ({ue ‘Serticale”, dans I’organisation internationale de la 
statistique scientifique. 

L’interet d’une reorganisation pour I’lnstitut a eti exprime aussi 
dans une aimable resolution adoptee par un groupe dc statisticiens ame- 
ricains non-membres de I’lnatitut, reunis a Lake Junaluska (N. C.) au 
niois d’aout 1946. Une resolution identique a ete adopt6e par la Section 
des sciences economiqiies et sociales de 1’“ American Association for the 
Advancement of Hcience”, reunie en d^cembre 1946, k Boston, (Mass.). 

L’Institut doit peser la signification de ces realities I’egard de ses 
buts et de ses methodes de travail. A ces fins, une “Commission Con¬ 
sultative”^ a et6 chargee en septembre 1946 d’etudiei une reorganisa¬ 
tion eventuelle de TInstitut et de preparer un projet de revision des 
statuts rendue n^^cessaire par une telle reorganisation. 

Le rapport de la C’ominission seia discut6 a la session de Washington. 

Je tiens a mentionner egalement une autre cpiestion de principe. 
I^a fin prematiuee de la session de Prague n’a pas permis de regler di- 
verses questions adniinistratives telles que par exemple I’election d’un 
nouveau Bureau, (pii suivant les statuts doivent figurer a I’ordre du 
jour de chaque session. Lorsque par suite de circonstances imprevues 
rles elections de Bureau nc peuvent avoir lieu, la disposition la plus lo- 
gique, et generalement appliqu^e dans de pareils cas, est que les membres 
du Bureau continuent d’exercer Icurs fonctions jus(|u’4 I’epoque de 1’^- 
lection de leurs successeurs. Etant donne toutefois qu’unc telle dis¬ 
position ne figure pas dans les Statuts, et sous I’induence du fait que les 
circonstiinces politiques d’apres-guerre ont rendu impossible le fonction- 
nement normal du Bureau tel qu’il avait ete elu k la session d’Athfenes 


> La Commission est composee de MM. Bowley, Jahn, Julin (president), Methorst, 
Mortara, Rice (rapporteur), Willcox, Notre Eminent collegue, le regrette vice-presi¬ 
dent Huber, en faisait ^galement partie, * 
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en 1936 et 4prouv4 ensuite par le d^c^B pr4matur4 de son tr4sorier, 
notre Eminent collogue Lord Stamp, oertains membres de Tlnstitut ont 
exprim4 le doute que le Bureau puisse encore 6tre l^alement reconnu 
comme tel. 11s ont propose une solution consistant k appliquer la pro¬ 
cedure ofiicielle de modification des statute afin d’ajouter un article tern- 
poraire suivant lequel oertains membres seraient d^sign^s pour former 
le Bureau jusqu’4 la prochaine session. Bien que cette solution efit 
certains avantages, elle presente—abstraction faite d’autres incon\eni- 
ents—cette “contradictio in terminis’’ que, pour la revision des statute 
suivant Tart. XVI, Tintervention du Bureau est necessaire. Et si 
precisement la legalite de la position du Bureau est mise en doute, on 
ne peut dire qu*une revision des statute dans ces circonstances serait 
forme!lement correcte, et la position du Bureau ainsi eiu ne serait 
assurement pas non plus legale. 

La procedure finalement adoptee est la suivante: un nouveau Bureau 
sera eiu h Washington, avant le commencement de la session, dans une 
reunion speciale qui sera consider6e comme une “continuation” de la 
Session de Prague. Ce Bureau restera en fonctions pendant la duiee 
de la session k la fin de laquelle, conformement aux prescriptions atatu- 
taires, il y aura de nouveau une election du Bureau. 

Enfin, ma sante ne me permettant pas ce participer k la session, je 
profite de Toccasion que m’offre la presentation de ce rapport pour pren¬ 
dre conge de vous en ma qualite de President de Tlhstitut International 
de Statistique. En raison de mon &ge, j’estime ne pas devoir presenter 
de nouveau ma candidature k la presidence. 

Je fais partie de Tlnstitut depuis 1895 et j’ai assiste k peu prfes k toutes 
les sessions qui se sent tenues au cours de ce sifecle. En 1929, j’ai ete 
eiu vice-president et lorsqu’en 1936 je fus eiu President, je crus pouvoir 
me prevaloir d’une certaine experience en ce qui concerne les activites 
de rinstitut et son fonotionnement. Combien peu je pouvais supposer 
quelle periode agitee devait etre la duree de ma presidence, lorsque je 
piis mes fonctions k Athines et que je m’adressai k vous en ces termes: 
“Je vous promets que je ferai de mon mieux pour eonduire Tlnstitut 
vers une progression toujours active et une entente toujours plus grande 
entre les statisticiens de tous les pays, vers une grande unification de 
nos m6thodes.” 

En 1938, j’ai pr6sid6 la session la plus mouvement6e qu’ait tenu 
rinstitut et, plus tard aussi, pendant les ann6es de la guerre, le Bureau 
dut souvent faire face k des situations difficiles, sans pi^c^ent, et sans 
qu’il soit possible de se r6f6rer aux statute 41abor6s en temps normaux 
et pour des circonstances normales. Je me suis toutefois efforc6 de main- 
tenir^aussi bien que possible le prestige et les traditions de rinstitut et 
pe m’est une satisfaction de constater que rinstitut e^t sorti de la 
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tourmente, sinon sans accroo, du moins plein de vitality, pret k oocuper 
dans le monde nouveau la place qui r4pond le mieux k son noble but: 
favoriser le progr^s de la statistique dans tous les pays, et son applica¬ 
tion dans tous les domaines de la science. 

J’exprime I’espoir que, comme v^t^ran de Tlnstitut, il me sera encoie 
donn^ d’etre temoin d’importants succfes dans cet ordre d*id6es. 
J’espfere que mon successeursaura me surpasser^i, pluad’un point de vue, 
mais mon voeu Je plus cber est qii’il m’^gale en une chose: en attachement 
k rinstitut.

SECOND BUSINESS MEETING 


September 16, 2:00 p.m. 

Chairman: W. F. Willcox 

The Chairman first recx)gnized Dr. H. L. Dunn, who made the following 
announcement on behalf of the United States delegation to the session 
of the International Statistical Institute: “Among those who are join¬ 
ing in our deliberations are experts in various fields from Ecuador and 
Nicaragua. The majority of the American republics do not recog¬ 
nize the Governments at the present time exercising power in these two 
countries. The members of the United States delegation welcome the 
nationals of those two countries as friends and colleagues rather than 
as official representatives. We are glad that as friends they are here to 
make their contribution to the success of our meetings.” 

The Chairman then brought up for discussion the report of the Editing 
Committee on the Statutes, which had been established at the first busi¬ 
ness meeting in order to consider the draft levision of the Statutes 
presented by Mr. Stuart A. Rice as rapporteur of the Advisory Committee 
appointed by President Julin. 

The Chairman of the Editing Committee, Mr. P. C. Mahalanobis, pointed 
out that the General Assembly was not in a position to take final action 
with regard to the Statutes. The comments and suggestions of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly were to be considered in preparing a new draft, after 
which this final text would be submitted to the voting procedure pres¬ 
cribed by Article XVI of the existing statutes. 

The Editing Committee, consisting of Messrs. Cohn, Darmois, Leak, 
Rice and Mahalanobis held three meetings, each of which lasted from eight 
or nine in the evening until midnight. There Avere also discussions bj'' 
smaller groups of persons. At one of the committee meetings Mr. Bunle 
attended as alternate for Mr. Daimois. Mr. Leak was assisted by Mr. 
Kendall, delegate of the Royal Statistical Society. The meetings were also 
attended by Mr. Linnenberg, Mr. Rice’s assistant, who acted as secretary 
of the Committee, and Mr. Goudswaard, Assistant-Director of the Per¬ 
manent Office. 

The basis of the Committee’s discussions was the draft of 15 July 1947, 
submitted by the Advisory Committee, which had been circularized to 
the whole membership of the Institute,' and written comments on which 
were received from 19 members in advance of the session. 
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Mr. Mahalanobis then summarized the main points of the draft of 15 
July and the amendments proposed by the Editing Committee, as speci¬ 
fied in its report of September 15. 

The Chairman opened the discussion. 

Questions asked by Messrs. Darmois, Willcox, Marshall, Shirras and 
Davis were answered by Mr. Rice and Mr. MahaUmobis. 

Mr. Darmois proposed a slight alteration in the preamble of the pro¬ 
posed new Statutes, by adding the words “in particular” in order that 
the activities listed under a-h, would not be limiting. 

Mr. Kendall stated »that the Royal Statistical Society, which he repre¬ 
sented, was much interested in the revision of the Institute’s Statutes 
and had appointed a Committee to consider it. He had been charged 
to transmit to the General Assembly the suggestions of this Committee, 
which had been approved by the Council of the Society. He expressed 
hi« appreciation in having been enabled to submit these comments to 
the Editing Committee and it was his opinion that the Council of his 
Society would endorse the draft of September 15, in which the greater 
part of the Society’s comments had been met. 

He further pointed out the necessity of a broadening of the membership 
of the Institute and the desirability that a suitable financial basis be 
established before attempting the number of projects which the Institute 
would be authorized to undertake under the revised Statutes. 

Mr. Craig suggested that, in order to strengthen the financial basis 
of the Institute, consideration should be given to the possibility of creating 
a fourth class of members, associate members, who would form a less 
select and therefore larger group than the other classes of members. 
A relatively small individual subscription would yet mean a significant 
financial support in total. 

Mr. Divisia observed that substantial financial support must come 
chiefly from public sources, and that it would be easier to secure such 
funds for projects of a specialized character, aimed at immediate and 
positive action. The Institute, however, should never lose sight of acti¬ 
vities of a more general, non-specialized nature, which are not pointed 
at particular practical problems. Intellectual synthesis and coordina¬ 
tion should remain one of the main objectives. 

Mr. Frechet asked whether it was necessary to submit a revision of 
the Statutes to the final vote of the whole membership with no choici: 
other than a vote “for” or “against” the proposed revision as a whole. 

Mr. Rice stated as his view that a point had been reached where the 
work produced could be accepted or rejected as a whole. All members 
had been given the opportunity to comment on the draft of July 15, 
the main points of which had not been modified# It is not possible 
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to reject some sections, without replacing them by others. To consider 
new amendments after the session would mean a considerable delay 
and he felt that time was pressing. 

Mr. Hoijer doubted whether it was desirable to create a class of ex- 
officio members, for the very reason that the Institute will develop 
more and more in a scientific direction, and will leave official functions 
to the United Nations. 

Mr. Elekes transmitted a suggestion from Mr. Laky, that the Institute 
coordinate the work of the statistical institutes of the universities in 
various countries. 

Mr. Sauvy proposed to stipulate in the Statutes that French and Eng¬ 
lish be the official languages of the Institute. Further, he would prefer 
that the General Assembly, not the Bureau, decide upon the location 
of the Permanent Office. 

Mr. Rice defended the proposed text of the Statutes with regard 
to ex-officio members and the location of the permanent Office. French 
and English will have to be the working languages of the Institute 
whether or not it is stipulated in the Statutes. He therefore had no 
objection to including such a provision in the Statutes. 

Mr. Vandellos pointed out that it would bo desirable to allow, as before, 
the use of additional languages in the publications of the Institute. 

Mr. Ouerreiro suggested that the maximum of 300 ordinary members 
be made less strict, by allowing, even when there is no vacancy, the elec¬ 
tion of new members, not more than two or three, from a country not 
yet represented in the Institute. 

Mr. Gini, supported by Mr. Vandellos, thought it necessary that all 
members be given an opportunity to express their opinion after the ses¬ 
sion, before the final revision be put to a vote. A deadline of three 
months was suggested by Mr. Vandellos. 

Mr. Mahalanobis then moved that the General Assembly vote on the 
proposal that the ballot by mail would be on the revised Statutes as 
a whole, “for” or “against” the draft as finally submitted for the ballot 
by mail. 

The motion was carried by a vote of 22 to 8. 

Ml. Mahalanobis said that the second fundamental point to be decided 
was whether the ballot by mail should be on the draft of September 
15 as revised after the Session by the Bureau in the light of the comments 
made by the General Assembly, or whether this draft should be circulated 
first for further comments, within three months, after which a final draft 
would be prepared. The Editing Committee, he said, advised that the 
Bureau be requested to prepare a final draft directly after the session. 
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Mr. Vandellos moved, as an amendment to the recommendation of the 
Committee, that the revised draft be circulated to the members, and 
comments within three months be invited. 

The amendment was carried by a vote of 18 to 10. 

Mr. Bice once more explained the difficulties which might arise by a 
further delay. At the end of three months a new, lengthy correspon¬ 
dence would be needed to decide upon a new draft, although probably 
no fundamental modification would result from it. Moreover, once the 
the revised Statutes were adopted, they would not be adopted forever, 
but could be further amended. This amending would then be e\ en easier 
than under the existing Statutes, since the new Statutes, as now proposed, 
included an easier amending procedure than that in the existing Statutes. 
He therefore thought the vote just taken was a serious error. 

Mr. Vamlellos was not convinced that a further delay Vould be disas 
trous and did not see a reason for further discussion of the adopted 
amendment. 

Mr. Shirras had voted for the amendment but now moved to reconsi¬ 
der the question. 

The Chairman asked whether this motion was seconded by other mem¬ 
bers who voted in favor of the amendment. 

The motion, seconded by Mr. Durand^ was then adopted by a vote of 
16 to 5, 

Mr. Mahalanohia concluded that the proposal of the Editing Committee 
was again up for discussion, the substantial part of which was: 

a. That the Bureau be requested to prepare a consolidated final text 
based on the edited draft of September 15 and make such modi¬ 
fications as might be considered necessary in the light of the discus¬ 
sion in the General Assembly. 

b. That the Bureau then seek to obtain the signatures of at least 25 
persons who wish to recommend the proposed revision. 

c. That a vote by mail then be conducted, as prescribed by Article 
XVI of the existing Statutes, there being a single proposition, read¬ 
ing: “It is proposed that the Statutes of the International Statistical 
Institute be amended to read as follows.” 

Amendments to this motion were still in order. 

Mr. Oini was of the opinion that not only the small minority of the 
members who weie present at the General Assembly, but all members 
of the Institute, should be allowed to express their views. 

Messrs. Fisher and Rice objected to the practical consequences of act¬ 
ing on such a view. Mr. Gini's view was supported by Messrs. Frichef 
and Vandellos, 
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Mr. Rue^ proposed to adjourn the meeting for five minutes. 

The motion was carried and the Chairman adjourned the meeting for 
five minutes. 

After the recess Mr. Rice was recognized. He proposed that the Sta¬ 
tutes specify French and English as the working languages of the Insti¬ 
tute and that the Bureau be left to determine the official languages, a 
point which may have to be reconsidered from time to time, as circum¬ 
stances change. This was not intended to be an alteration of Mr. Mahala- 
nobis’ motion, but as a separate instruction from the General Assembly 
to the Bureau. 

Mr. Oini moved as an amendment to the motion of the Editing Commit¬ 
tee that the Bureau take into consideration not only the views expressed 
in the General Assembly but also the written comments which might 
be received from members of the Institute, until the Bureau be ready to 
circulate the final draft. 

The amendment was accepted by Mr. Mahalanobis as part of his mo¬ 
tion, after which the motion, thus amended, was carried without opposi¬ 
tion. 

Mr. Oini then moved as an amendment to Mr. Rico's suggestion that 
the official languages be in accordance with the tradition of the Institute 
but that the Bureau be permitted to add other official languages as 
circumstances might require. 

Mr. Rice accepted this amendment as part of his motion. The motion, 
thus amended, was carried without opposition. 

The Chairman then adjourned the meeting.

Le President donna d’abord la parole k M. H. L, Dunn, qui fit, au nom 
de la d416gation des Etats-Unis k la Session de Tlnstitut International 
de Statistique, la declaration suivante: "‘Parmi les personnes qni pren- 
nent part k nos discussions, se trouvent des experts en divers domaines 
venus de TEquateur et du Nicaragua. La plupart des r^publiques ameri- 
caines ne reconnaissent pas les gouvernements actuellement au pouvoir 
dans les dits pays. Les membres de la delegation des Etats-Unis accueiL 
lent les participants de ces deux pays k titre d'amis et de coll&gues et non 
comme deiegues officiols. Nous nous rejouissons de leur presence parmi 
nous pour contribuer au succfes de nos reunions”. 

Ensuite le President mit k Tordre du jour le rapport du Comite de 
redaction constitue k la premifere seance d'affaires pour etudier le projet 
de statuts presente par M. Stuart A. Rico au nom de la Commission 
Consultative instituee par le President Julin. 

Le President du Comit6 de redaction, M. P. C. Mahalanobia signala 
qu’une decision definitive ne pouvait ctre prise par TAssembiee Generalo. 
II sera tenu compte des observations et suggestions k faire pour rediger 
le Projet definitif, lequel sera ensuite soumis k la procedure piescrite 
k Tart. XVI des Statuts actuels. 

La Commission de redaction, composee de MM. Cohn, Daimois, Leak, 
Rico et Mahalanobis, a tenu 3 seances ayant dure chacune de 8 ou 9h. 
du soir jusqu’^i minuit. Des discussions par petits groupes ont egalement 
eu lieu. A Tune des reunions, M. Darmois s'est fait representor par 
M. Bunle. M. Leak etait assiste de M. M. G. Kendall. Ont assiste egale¬ 
ment aux reunions, M. Linnenberg, collaborateur juridique de M. 
Rice, qui fut secretaire de la Commission, et M. Goudswaard, Sous- 
directeur de TOffice Permanent. 

Les discussions de la Commission portferent sur le projet du 15 juillet 
1947 de la Commission consultative, projet qui avait ete communique 
k tous les membres de Tlnstitut, et sur les commentaires envoyes par 
ecrit par 19 membres. 

M. Mahalanobis resuma ensuite les points les plus importants du pro¬ 
jet et les modifications proposees par le Comite de redaction, qui sont 
pr6cis6es dans le rapport du Comite, date le 15 septembre. 

Le PrisiderU ouvrit ensuite les discussions. 
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M. DarmoiSy M. WiUcox^ M. Marshall, M. Shirras et M. Davis deman- 
d&rent des 4claircissements et des precisions sur divers points auxquels 
repondirent M. Bice et M. Mahalanobis, 

M. Darmois proposa d’apporter un l^ger changement an preambule 
par I’adjonction du mot “notamment**, afin que renumeration des acti- 
vites a - h n’ait pas un caractbre limitatif. 

M. Kendall dit que la ‘‘Royal Statistical Society’* qu’il represente, 
s’interesse vivement k la revision des Statute de I’lnstitut pour I’etude 
de laquelle une Commission speciale a ete instituee. II etait charge de 
transmettre k I’Assembiee Generale les conclusions de cette Commission 
auxquelles s’est rallie le Conseil de la Societe. 11 appreciait fort d’avoir 
eu I’occasion de presenter au Comite de Redaction les observations de 
la “Royal Statistical Society” et il crut pouvoir declarer que le Conseil de 
la Societe serait sans doute d’accord avec le projet da 15 septembre dans 
lequel il a ete tenu compte de la plus grande partie des suggestions de la 
Societe. Il signala ensuite la necessite d’etcndre le nombre des membres 
de rinstitut et de creer des bases financieres suffisantes avant d’entie- 
prendre les nouveaux projets que les statuts revises lui permettent 
d’aborder. M. Craig suggera qu’afin de fortifier la position financiere 
de rinstitut, I’on considere la possibilite de ereer une quatrieme cate* 
gorie de membres: “membres associes”, qui pourraient former un groupe 
beaucoup raoins selectionne et done beaueoup plus etendu que ne le sont 
les autres categories de membres. Par consequent, une cotisation in- 
dividuelle relativement peu eievee peurrait dej^t renforcer les finances 
de rinstitut dans une mesure appreciable. 

M. Divisia fit obseiver que rinstitut, pour realiser ses plans, devra 
obtenir I’aide financieie de fonds publics. Cette aide s’obticndra avec 
j)lus de facilite pour des plans de caractere assez specialise en vue d’une 
action directe et concrete. L’lnstitut ne doit, toutefois, jamais peidre 
de vue les problemes plus generaux, non specialises, qui ne sont pas 
directement lies k une situation concrete. La synthese et la coordination 
scientifiques doivent demeurer un des principaux objets de ses activites. 

M. Frechet demanda s’il est inevitable, lorsque le projet definitif de 
Statuts sera soumis k tous les membres pour le vote final, de n’ad- 
mettie qu’un vote en bloc, “pour” ou “contre” I’ensemble du projet. 

M. Bice repondit que cela lui semble certainement desirable. Tous 
les membres ont eu I’occasion de se prononcer sur le projet du 15 juillet. 
Aucune modification n’a ete apportee depuis aux points principaux. 
On ne pent rejeter, sans plus, certains articles: ceux-ci de^raient alors 
etre remplaces par d’autres. La mise en discussion de nouveaux amende- 
ments apies la Session causera une perte de temps consid,era,bleji et Iq 
temps piesse, 
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M. Hoijer mit en doute la n4cessit4 de cr^er une cat^gorie de membres 
ex-officio, pr^cis^ment parce qiie Tlnstitat va se d6velopper davantage 
dans une voie purement scientifique et laissera aux Nations Unies 
raccomplissement des fonctions officieiles. 

M. Elekes transmit une suggestion de M. Laky tenrlant k ce que I’lns- 
titut coordonne sur le plan international les travaux des Instituts de 
Statistique des Universites. 

M. Sauvy proposa qu’il soit stipule dans les Statuts, que le ffan9ai8 
et Tanglais seront les langues officieiles de Tlnstitut. Ensuite, il pr^f^- 
rerait que le lieu du sifege de Tlnstitut ne soit pas dcsigne par le Bureau 
mais par I’Assembl^e Generale. 

M. Rice d^fendit le texte des Statuts en ce qui concerne les membres 
ex-officio et le siege de I’Tnstitut. Le fran 9 ais et Tanglais devront etie 
les langues de travail de Tlnstitut, que cela soit ou ne soit pas stipule 
dans les Statuts. 11 n’avait done pas d’objections a ce qu’une stipu¬ 
lation dans ce sens soit introduite dans les statuts. 

M. Vandellos signala qu’il serait desirable que, comme par le pass^, 
des articles puissent etre publics aussi en d’autres langues dans les pu¬ 
blications de rinstitut. 

M. Guerreiro suggera que le maximum de 300 membres titulaires ne 
soit pas observe trop strictement, dans ce sens que meme s’il n’y a pas 
de vacances, il soit possible d’^lire de nouveaux mcmbies, 2 ou 3 au maxi¬ 
mum, de pays qui ne sont pas encore repr^sentes dans I’lnstitut. 

M. Gi/ii, appuy^ par M. Vandellos, estima qu’il serait utile de donner 
aux membres, aprfes la session, la possibility de presenter des observations 
avant qu’il soit proc^d^ au vote. M. Vandellos proposa de fixer un terme 
de 3 mois dans ce but. 

M. Mahalanobis proposa que Ton vote d’aberd sur le principe que le 
vote final par correspondance ait lieu en bloc “pour” ou “centre” I’ensem- 
ble du projet definitif.' 

La proposition concernant le vote en bloc est adoptee par 22 voix 
centre 3. 

M. Mahalanobis, poursuivit en disant que la deuxifeme question de 
principe k decider est celle de savoir si le projet qui sera soumis aux suf¬ 
frages des membres sera le pro jet du 15 septembre, revu par le Bureau 
apr^s les observations faites par I’Assemblee Gyn^iale, ou si ce projet 
doit pryalablement etre envoys aux membres avec prifere de presenter 
des amendements dans un d^lai de trois mois ot qu’alois seulement le 
projet d6finitif sera arrety.

La proposition fut adoptee k Tunanimit^. 

Le President suspendit la stance. 

A la reprise de la stance, la parole fut denude k M. Rice. 

M. Rice proposa de stipulor, dans le projet de statuts, que le fran^ais 
et I’anglais seront les langues de travail de Tlnstitut et que soit laiss^ 
au Bureau le soin de fixer les langues officielles, 6tant donn6 qu’il peut 
Stre n^cessaire d’adapter, de temps en temps, les langues officielles aux 
eirconstances modifi^es. Ceci ne devait pas etre consid4r6 comme im 
amendement k la motion de M. Mahalanobis, mais comme une directive 
donn^e s^par^ment au Bureau par FAssembl^e G6n6rale. 

M. Oini proposa d’amender la motion du Comity de Redaction dans 
ce sens que le Buieau doit tenir compte, en plus des observations de 
rAssembl6e G6n6rale, des observations Sorites qui auront 4t4 revues des 
membres avant que le Bureau ait termini la mise sur pied du projet d4- 
finitif.

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Article 1^ 

But db l’Institut 

101. L’Institut International de Statistique est une association auto- 
nome ayant pour but de d4velopper et perfectionner les m^thodes statis- 
tiques et leur application dans les divers pays du monde: 

a. en encourageant Tassociation internationale de statisticiens, 
r^change de connaissances professionnelles entre eux, et le d6veloppement 
parmi eux d’un int4r6t collectif dans I’accroissement de cette connais- 
sance; 

b. en aidant k 4tablir, entre les soci6t4s de statistique et autres 
organisations officielles et non-officielles ayant des int6rSts statistiques, 
des relations telles qu*elles favorisent Pint^gration internationale de la 
statistique; 

c. en encourageant la formation de statisticiens comp6tents; 

d. en £tudjant et jugeant les theories, m6thodes ot proc6des statis- 
tiques, en encourageant la recherche statistique, et en favorisant Pem- 
ploi de m^thodes statistiques dans divers domaines particuliers ok cela 
apparait utile; 

e. en propageant Papplication dans tons les pays des m^thodes statis¬ 
tiques les plus appropriees; 

f. en favorisant la comparability internationale des donn^es statis¬ 
tiques; 

g. en propageant Pappr6ciation genyrale de la pratique judicieuse 
de la statistique et de Putility des mythodes statistiques dans Panalyse 
et la solution de probiymes economiques et sociaux. 

Article II 

Lbs Mbmbbes et leubs pbebogatives 

201. L’Institut so compose de treis classes de membres individuels, 
k savoir: membres titulaires^ membres honoraires et membres ex-officio. 

202. Une personne qui s’est distinguye par ses contributions au dyve- 
loppement ou k Papplication des mythodes statistiques ou k Padministra- 
tion de services statistiques, peut Stre yiue membre titulaire. Le nombre 
des membres titulaires ne peut dypasser 300, dont pas plus de 36 peuvent 
appartenir k un mSme Etat ou une mSme confydyration d’Etats. 

203. Une personne qui est ou a bty membre titulaire et dont les contri- 
butions k la statistique sont spycialement myritoires, peut dtre yiue mem¬ 
bre honoraire. Le nombre des membres honoraires ne peut dypasser 
30^ dont pas plus de 5*peuvent appattenir k un myme Etat ou une m6me 
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confederation d’Etats. Les membres honoraires jouissent des memos 
droits et prerogatives que les membres titulaires. 

204. L’admission des membres ex-officio a lieu de la maniere indiquee 
aux Sections 303d et 505. Ces membres jouissent des mSmes droits et 
prerogatives que les membres titulaires, k cette difference qu41s ne peuvent 
proposer des candidatures de membres titulaires ou de membres hono¬ 
raires, ni voter sur I’eiection ou Texpulsion de membres, ni prendre part 
k ramendement des Statuts, ni faire partie du Bureau. Un membre 
titulaire ou honoraire ne jouit pas de plus de droits ou prerogatives du 
fait d’etre en mSme temps membre ex-officio. En admettant des orga¬ 
nisations en vue d’affiliation, comme prevu aux Sections 501 ot 502,

Article III

301. PrincijKiiix organes, Les principaux organes de Tlnstitut sont: 

a. rAssembl6y Gr^nerale, compos^e des membres do Tlnstitut, 

b. le Bureau, compose do ses membres, 

c. rOffice Permanent, ayant un Directeur ot le personnel que le 
Bureau Tautorisora a employer. 

302. Membres du Bureau et Presidents Honoraires. Los membres du 
Bureau de I’lnstitut sont un President, cinq Vice-presidents et un Se- 
cr6taire G6n6ral L’Assembl6e G6n6rale, en observant les dispositions 
de la Section 406, peut 61ire des Presidents Honoraires. 

^0^!* Fonctions des principaux organes. 

a. L’Assembl^e Gen6rale est souveraino tant en ce qui regarde Tad- 
ministration de TInstitut que ses affaires scientifiques. Les sessions 
ordinaires de TInstitut ont g6n6ralement lieu tous les deux ans. A 
chaque session ordinaire, TAssembWe Generale designo Tipoque et le lieu 
de la session "ordinaire suivante; TAssembl^e G6n6rale peut, si elle le 
desire, 6galement fixer T6poque et le lieu d’une session extraordinaire. 
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Toutefois, en cas de n^cessite, le Bureau peut changer Tepoque et le 
lieu d’une session. L’ordre du jour d’une session extraordinaire peut 
comprendre toute matifere pouvant figurer a Tordre du jour d’une session 
ordinaire, sauf les Elections de mombres du Bureau et do membres de 
rinstitut.

c. IjB Burau designe le sifege de rinstitut, sauf modification par 
rAssembiee Generale k sa prochaine session; il determine les langues offi- 
cielles et de travail de rinstitut; il nomme le Directeur de rOffice Perma¬ 
nent; fixe les appointements du Directeur et des autres fonctionnaires

f. Le Bureau se r^unit si le President ou trois membres du Bureau 
le d6sirent.

g. L’OflSce Permanent est 6tabli au sifege de Tlnstitut. Sous le contrdle 
du Bureau, le Directeur de TOffice Permanent dirige les travaux ad- 
ministratifs et scientifiques de Tlnstitut. II s’acquitte de la correspon- 
dance, entretient la bibliothfeque, garde les archives, pr6pare les publi¬ 
cations periodiques et autres que Tlnstitut 6ditera, et exerce toutes au- 
tres fonctions qui pourraient lui etre assignees. Personne ne peut etre 
simultan6ment Directeur de I’Office Permanent et membre du Bureau.

304. Attributions des membres du Bureau. 

a. Le President a la charge des affaires de I’lnstitut et preside les re¬ 
unions de I’Assembiee Generale et du Bureau. Sous Tapprobation du 
Bureau, il peut deieguer certains de ses pouvoirs k un autre membre 
du Bureau; toutefois, la transmission du droit de presider des reunions 
de TAssembiee Generale ou du Bureau sera en tout cas regiee par la Sec¬ 
tion 304b. Le President peut exercer toute fonction attribuee au Bu¬ 
reau si des cirConstances imprevues Texigent, sauf a communiquer sa 
decision sans retard au Bureau en exposant les oirconstances qui Font 
necQSsitee. 

b. En cas de vacance de la Presidence ou si le President, pour une 
raison quelconque, n’est pas k meme d’exeroer ses fonctions, un vice- 
president assume les fonctions de president jusqu’^ ce qu’un nouveau 
president ait ete eiu (par TAssemblee Generale ou par le Bureau) ou 
jusqu’^t ce que le President soit de nouveau k meme de reprendre I’exer- 
cice de ses fonctions. Uniquement a ces fins, Tordre de priorite des 
vice-presidents est determine par le nombre de suffrages qu’ils ont rem- 
portes k leer election.

c. Sous le contrdle du Bmeau, le Secretaire General a la garde des ar¬ 
chives de rinstitut et assure la redaction de proces-verbaux adequats des 
sessions de IMnstitut et des reunions du Bureau. II prendra la gestion 
de tons les fonds de Tlnstitut qui, autrefois, etaient g6res par le Tresorier 
et par le Directeur de rOfl&ce Permanent et, dorenavant, il sera charge 
de la gestion des fonds de Tlnstitut. Avec TapprobtArion prealable du 
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Bureau, il peut d^l6guer certains de ses pouvoirs k un autre membre du 
Bureau ou au Directeur de TOffice Permanent. 

305. DipartemerUs et Commissions, 

a. Conform6ment au but de Tlnstitut expose k Tart. ler, Tlnstitut 
ofFrira, dans son organisation, une large possibility de d^velopper, d’am^- 
liorer et d’appliquer les mythodes statistiques dans des rygions gyographi- 
ques particuli^res et dans les domaines particuliers de la spycialisation 
statistique. A ces fins, I’Assembiye Gynyrale peut former des associa¬ 
tions, dysignyes comme dypartements de Tlnstitut; leurs membres ne 
doivent pas nycessairement fitre membres de Tlnstitut. Les dyparte¬ 
ments jouiront d’un degre d’autonomic dans la mesure compatible avec 
la fonction intygrante de I’lnstitut. 

b. Chaque dypartement peut avoir son propre Bureau et ses propres 
statuts.

501. Toute organisation scientifique sans but lucratif compos^e 
principalement de membres individuals peut 6tre affili^e k Tlnstitut sur 
demande adress6e au Bureau et approuv6e par lui, si elle poursuit ef- 
fectivement les buts de I’lnstitut et revdt un des caract^res suivants:

803. Dans les premiers jours do chaque session ordinaire de I’lnstitut, 
le Secretaire General presente h TAssemblee Generale un rapport finan¬ 
cier, embrassant toutes les recettes et d6penses depuis le rapport pre¬ 
cedent et comprenant un bilan (etat de Tactif et du passif) arrete k une 
date recente. Avant la session, ce rapport doit avoir ete approuve par un 
expert comptable qualifie, designe par le Bureau. Aussitot que le rapport 
est presente, TAssemblee Generale designera deux membres de I’lnstitut 
comme commi8saires-v6rificateurs pour rexarnen du rapport.

EXPOSE RELATIF AU PROJET DE REVISION DES STATUTS 
A. Fond et but du projet de revision 

La revision proposee ci-joint des Statuts de ITnstitut International 
de Statistique n’a pour but que d’etre uneseule partie de la grande 
t&che de donner de nouveau de la force vitale k I’lnstitut et de I’adapter 
k la situation mondiale changes. Le projet de revision represents les 
efforts combines d’une Commission Consultative nommee par le President 
Julin. La Commission comprend le President Julin, le Vice-President 
Willcox, le Secretaire General Methorst ainsi que MM. Bowley, Jahn, 
Mortara et Rice, et elle comprenait egalement le Vice-President Huber 
decede depuis. Je fus invite par le President Julin k faire function de 
rapporteur de la Commission pour la revision de|f Statuts. 
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Dis le d^but j’ai eu Tavantage de diverses id6es exprimees par la ma¬ 
jority des membres de la Commission. Aprfes une ytude approfondie 
du sujet, j’ai fourni k la Commission, Thiver dernier, un projet de r6- 
vision des Statute. Depuis ce moment-lil j’ai regu les commentaires 
de tons les membres de la Commission par rapport au projet. J’ai eu 
I’avantage de recevoir un commentaire exprimant le point de vue commun 
de quatre Membres de la Commission (Julin, Huber, Methorst et Bowley). 

Dans la mesure du possible, compt3 tenu du fait qu’il s’agit du tra¬ 
vail d’une Commission dont les membres sont repandus sur trois conti¬ 
nents, et qui n’ont pas eu I’occasion de se mettrc k une seule table 
pour travailler ensemble, le projet ci-joint represente la synthfese, faite 
par le rapporteur, des vues expiimees par les huit membres de la Commis¬ 
sion. Si les membres dc I’lnstitut doivent avoir le temps pour ytu- 
dier le projet de revision pryalablement a la Session de Washington, 
il est essentiel de le leur faire parvenir d^s maintenant, bien que le projet 
fClt peut-Stre change quant aux details, s’il y avait assez de temps 
pour le soumettre encore une fois k la considyration^de la Commission 
entifere avant cette distribution. En tout cas je suis heureux de 
rapporter que les membres de la Commission sont tombys d’accord k 
rygard de tous les aspects importants du projet. 

En outre, le projet de ryvision a, dfes le dybut, prysupposy que lors de 
la Session au mois de septembre 1947, TAssembiye Gynyrale prendra des 
dycisions sur les questions de principe impliquyes dans une ryvision possi¬ 
ble des Statuts. Tout le travail fait prealablement a ce moment-l^i 
aura ety pryparatoire. 

Puis, apr^B la Session de Washington, on a I’intention d’achever le 
travail de rydaction sur la base des rysolutions de TAssembiye Gynyrale. 
Le texts qui sera produit a cette ypoque-1^, seia alors soumis au vote 
des membres de ITnstitut, en conformity avee la procydure prescrite 
par rArticle XVI des Statuts existants. 

En attendant, I’ylection de membres du Bureau en septembre 1947 
.aura eu lieu conformyment aux anciens Statuts. La Section 1001 du 
projet indique les arrangements transitoires pour le passage des anciens 
Statuts aux Statuts rydsys. 

Dans ce projet, le numyrotage des Articles et des Sections suit une 
mythode empruntya k la pratique amyricaine et sort 4 faciliter I’amende- 
ment futur d’un article quelconque, sans dyranger les numyros des sec¬ 
tions. 

B. Objets genebaux du projet de revision 

En vue de la ryorientation nycessaire et Inyvitable de I’lnstitut dans 
la situation mondi^le actuelle, il devra s’entendre sur une dyfinition 
claire de ses buts. C’est k cela que tend TArtick I. J’attire votre 
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Attention tout particuliirement. sur la Section 101 b, qui eat soutenue 
par diverses dispositions dans des Articles et Sections qui suivent. 

L’Institut est une organisation qui se troupe actuellement en face de 
certaines formes de concurrence auxquelles il n*6tait pas sujet dans les 
ann|6es anterieures de son existence. Ces formes de concurrence sont 
de natures diverses. En premier lieu il convient de reconnaitte Tappari- 
tion d’autorites atatistiques internationales avec lesquelles Tlnstitut 
ne peut plus concurrencer sur des niveaux officiels. Oomptent parmi 
celles-ci la Commission Statistique et le Bureau do Statistique des Na¬ 
tions Unies, et les Commissions Statistiques ou les Secretariats d’un 
nombre croissant d’agences internationales “sp6cialis6es”, telles que 
1 Organisation do 1’Alimentation et de TAgriculture. 

La .creation d’agences statistiques internationales officielles laisso A 
rinstitut un role scientifique et volontaire, distinct d’un role officiel 
dans le domaine de la statistique internationale. Une distinction de ee 
genre ne nous preserve pourtant pas d’une concurrence 6ventuelle avec 
d’autres organisations internationales non-ofiicielles qui ont des interets 
statistiques specialises dans un certain domaine do science ou dans une 
region geographique, telle qii’un continent ou un groupe de pays. Des 
organisations regionales de statistique cre6es, ou a order plus tard, 
pourront entrer en concurrence avec I’lnstitut International de Statistique 
A I’interieur do leur territoire geographique. La plus marquee 
parmi celles-ci est le rejeton de Tlnstitut, Tlnstitut Inter-Amdricain de 
Statistique, qui possdde tant des aspects officiels que non-officiels. 

Quant aux socidtds dans les domaincs spdcialisds, rUnioii Internationale 
pour TEtude scientifique des Probldmes dc la Population nous est bien 
connue. Elle sera probablement renouveldo, sous une forme permettant 
cles activites plus dynamiques et agressives que par le passd. Mais ce 
n’est pas tout. Outre TUnion, les Conferences internationales de Statis¬ 
tique a Washington en septembre 1947 dont notre XXVe Session for- 
mera le centre^ comprendront aussi une reprdsentation de groupes de 
statisticiens s’intdressant A Torganisation d’une Conference Internatio¬ 
nale sur les Revenus nationaux, une socidtd psychomdtrique internatio¬ 
nale, une socidtd biomdtrique internationale et une organisation inter¬ 
nationale de spdcialistes en matidre de sondage dc I’opinion publique. 
L’dventualite d’organisations internationales de spdcialistes en matidre 
de statistique mathdmatique, du controle de la qualitd et. de I’organisa- 
tion des experiences (“experimental design”) a dtd discutde. Il y a, en 
outre, chez les organisations statistiques nationales une tendance a 
s’interhationaliser. La Socidtd d’Economdtrie, nde aux Etats-Unis, est 
de venue internationale et va participer aux Confdrences de Washington 
66mffie organisation coopdrahte. L’Association Amdricaine de Statistique 
A dlTuttTrdsident canadien (Coats) et a rdeemment,^ autorisd la erdation 

31 
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d’une Section k Cuba. Elle compte des membres dans un grand nombre 
d’autres pays. Je crois que tel est ^galement le cas de la Soci6t6 Boyale 
de Statistique en Angleterre. 

Si rinstitut International de Statistique ne veut pas voir son carac- 
tfere et ses activit6s limit6s davantage, ne devenant qu’une entre beaucoup 
d’autres organisations statistiques internationales non-officielles, et etre 
continuellement incertain quant k son propre domains parmi les autres, 
il lui faudra devenir plus universel et plus cpmpr^hensif. II devra fournir 
les moyens de permettre des affiliations de societ6s statistiques nationales, 
r^gionales et internationales sp4cialis6es, de manifere qu’elles permettent 
de r4unir ces organisations dans la poursuite de buts communs et de 
contribuer au profit de la profession statistique dans son ensemble. II devra 
garder ces soci6t6s dans le sein de sa propre structure et leur permettre 
d’etre ses partenaires et ‘‘supporters” dans le but commun d’am61iorer 
la statistique, plutdt que ne soient consacr^es leurs Energies et d6pen- 
s4es les notres dans une concurrence inutile pour conqu6rir ia priority. 
Des soci6t6s affili^es de ce genre et I’lnstitut travailleraient ensemble, 
mais seraient ind6pendants lune de 1 autre quant k la quality de 
membra et quant k leur administration. Ces soci6t6s comblent des 
lacunes qu’il nous faut reconnaitre. L’Institut International de Statis¬ 
tique ne doit pas tftcher de passer ces soci6t4s sous silence, quand meme 
il le voudrait. Les passer sous silence ce serait favoriser ce parti- 
cularisme qui est aussi nuisible dans le domaine de la science que dans 
celui de la politique. 

Par des arrangements permettant k de telles organisations de s’affilier 
k rinstitut, celles-ci et I’lnstitut s’entr’aideront k favoriser partout la 
science statistique. 

Toutefois, rinstitut ne devrait pas se contenter de reconnaitre seule- 
ment les faits accomplis de nouvelles organisations statistiques. Une 
partie de son r61e dynamique devrait etre de d^couvrir les problfemes 
statistiques dont en ne s’est pas encore occup6, mais qui ont besoin de ce 
qu’on s’en occupe au moyen d’organisations d’un type regional ou d’un 
type sp4cialis6 dans des domaines particuliers. Pour la solution de problfeme 
de ce genre I’lnstitut devrait 6tablir des associations intitulies D6parte- 
ments de rinstitut, et dont les membres ne devraient pas etre n6cessaire- 
ment membres de I’lnstitut. Les d4partements, ayant 4t4 fond4s par 
rinstitut, y seraient li6s m@me plus intimement que les organisations 
affili^es. En 6tablissant de tels d^partements et en satisfaisant ainsi 
aux divers besoins, rinstitut empecherait ies effets diviseurs de I’^tablisse- 
ment de nombreuses soci6t6s internationales de statistique operant 
dans des spheres d’lnt^rets 4troites. 

L’Institut International de Statistique futur serait k consid^rer comma 
embffassant plus que la simple soci4t4 de membres 41us, telle que noua 
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Tavons par le pas 86 . Notre 80 ci 6 t 6 continuerait certainement 
d^Stre VInstitut sans diminution de son prestige ou des hautes qualit 6 s 
traditionellement exig 6 e 8 de ses membres. Nous n’avons aucune inten¬ 
tion d’abaisser son caractfere 61ev6, ou d’ouvrir toutes larges ses portes 
k des candidats moins qualifi 6 s. Toutefois, il devrait etre le centre d'un 
systlme organise d’organisations et de groupes de caractfere sciontifique, 
principalement non-officiel, qui s’entr’aident, ayant des relations mutuelles; 
organisations et groupes tant nationaux, rfegionaux qu'internationaux, 
C0S derniers plus specialises dans leurs intferets statistiques qu’il n’est 
actuellement possible dans une organisation comme la n 6 tre. Ces 
organisations adherentes—faisant par tie de VInstitut dans un sens plus 
large—seraient lifees k VInstitut central sous forme de groupes afRlifes ou 
de sections. L’ensemble, ayant VInstitut proprement-dit comme centre, 
serait flexible et, d’autre part, interdfependant. Chaque organisation 
affiliee ou section preserverait Vautonomie dont ello a besoin pour pour- 
suivre ses buts et intferfebs particuliers, tout en renforgant Vensemble. 
Le r61o de VInstitut au sein do cet ensemble serait paternel, cohfesif 
ot comprfehensif. 

Les Statuts tels que nous les avons con 9 Us, faciliteraient Vevolution 
de VInstitut vers la rfealisation de cette conception. II me faut copendant 
dire qu’fe, mon idfee cette fevolution devrait fetro rapide, fenergique, bardie 
et sans trop de considferation pour le passfe, si nous ne voulons pas nfegli- 
ger Voccasion offerte par cette piferiode de transition. Je suis fermement 
persuadfe que I’lnstitut avancera, s’il se met vigoureusement et fenergi- 
quement k reformer son organisation; mais qu^k defaut d’agir ainsi, il 
languira graduellement et cessera d’avoir une fonction importante ou 
reconnue. 

Ici, il convient de signaler un autre element de la conception genferale 
presentee. L’Institut et VOffice Permanent dovraient dorenavant 
constituer une seulo organisation et non deux. Les avantages de la sfepa- 
ration primitive ont disparu pour la plupart et ont fetfe remplaces par des 
desavantages. C’est pourquoi la rfevision proposes tend k les com¬ 
biner. La revision envisage que le Directeur de VOfl&ce Permanent 
soit un fonctionnaire nommfe par le Bureau et ne doive pas nfecessaire- 
ment Stre membre de VInstitut. 

La justiflcation appartiendrait normalement k ceux qui, dans toute 
organisation, diviseraient ses fonds et leur gestion en des parties semi- 
autonomes. Toutefois, cet arrangement tel qu’il a existfe antferieure- 
ment au sein de VInstitut a fetfe extrfemement utile. L’Office Permanent 
fut crfefe pour rendre des services tangibles de Vimportance desquels Jes 
Gouvernements seraient convaincus et qu’ils seraienlf disposes k subven- 
tionner, Iieurs subventions pouvaient et fetaient justififees pl\it 6 t 
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comme contrepartie de ser^yipes rendus que sur la^batSe des .Wn^pces; 
d’^un caraot^re plus g6n6ral re 9 us, de I’lnstitut en sa fonctiou d’“Acad^mie, 
Internationale*'. . . ■ 

Toutefois, les circonstances qui ont dicte la separation primitive sent 
maintenant differentes. Les services que TOffice Permanent pqurra 
rendre dorenavant sont etroitement li6s 4 oeux qui seront propres 4 
rinstitut en tant que soci6t6 scientifiique. En ce qui concerne les justi¬ 
fications des subventions que nous rccevons des gouvernements, il faut. 
tenir compte de cette situation modifi^e. Les desavantages de Ja separa¬ 
tion de biens et de contrdle qui, dor6navant, depasseraient les avantages, 
sont ceux de la responsabilite divisee pour des fonctions similaires au 
sein de la me me organisation. 

Quant k la nomination, par ie Bureau, de Thomme appele k diriger 
rOffice Permanent, j’ai 6galement uno opinion bien arre6te. L’Institut 
a 6t6 exceptionellement heureux pendant bien des. ann6cs d'avoir eu 
comme Secretaire G6n6ral d6vou6 un homme capable et dispose k assumer 
en meme temps la t&che de Directeur de I’Office Permanent. Methorst 
a toutefois annonc6 sa ferme intention de donner sa d6mission de ces 
deux fonctions k la Session de Washington. II nV a aiicuno certitude do 
trouver de nouveau, parmi nos propres mombres, Thommo reunissanb les 
capacit6s requises pour assumer les deux fonctions k la fois, 

En outre, le ‘‘pouvoir l^gislatif’ et le “pouvoir ex6cutif" sont nette- 
menf distincts. Cette distinction est reconnue presque universellcment 
dans Torganisation de Gouvernements et de corporations, mais aussi 
chez les organisations professionelles et scientifiques. Pour en signaler 
quelques-unes qui me sont bien connues, je pourrais mentionner les 
Nations Unies, TAssociation Americaine de Statistique, TAssociation 
Am6ricaine pour favoriser la Science, le Conseil de Recherches en mati- 
feres de Science Sociale aux Etats-Unis, Tlnstitut Inter-Am^ricain dc 
Statistique, et nombre d'autres encore. L'Institut International de 
Statistique, en conformite de ce principe, a besoin d'un Ex6cutif en Chef 
(qui selon le projet, serait le Directeur de rOffice Permanent) qui soit 
responsable k un Conseil d’Administration (le Bureau) pour ce qiii 
concerne les lignes de conduite sur lesquelles il aurait a se guider. Cela 
est particuliferement important, si Tlnstitut a un programme de travail 
k d^velopper. 

Sans doute il serait desirable que notre Ex6cutif ne soit pas charg6 
d'autres devoirs, pour que son attention ne soit pas d6tourn6e des af- ■ 
faires de Tlnstitut. Une heureuse circonstance serait que nous pourrions 
choisir notre Ex6cutif parmi les membres ^de I'Institut. La premifere 
coi^ition depend, toutefois, des finances de Tlnstitut et celles-l&,leur 
toul^ dans un certain degr6, dependent de T^nergie et des capacit6s 
dll Director lui-meme,. La possibility que nous pourrons towjours 
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trouver parmi les mi^mbres de Tlnstitut I’ex^cutif dont nous auroni? 
besoin est incertaine et est, tout au plus, une possibilite precaire. Les 
aptitudes que nods reoherchons pour T^lection des membres, ne sont 
pas les memes que cellos requises de la pa^t d’une personno capable 
d’ex6cuter le programme scientifique et administratif de I’lnstitut. 

II me parait essentiel que Tlnstitut ait toutc liberte de faire les meiU 
leurs arrangements possibles pour la direction de ses affaires. Les risques 
delaisser le choix a une Election par l’Assembl6e Genera le sont trop 
grands. Le Bureau seul sera a memo de poser toutes les possibilites et 
les nombreuses considerations relatives aux capacites, aux appointcr 
ments, h, la question de savoir si nous pourrons nous pornaettre d’avoir un 
Directeur horairo complet, au sifego, et aux nombreuses autres questions 
qui so pr6senteiont lorsqu’il s’agira de faire un choix. 

Nous avons besoin d’un ♦Secretaire de TTnstitut qui soit egalement 
Secr6taire de I’Assemblee Generale et du Bureau. Nous avons aussi 
besoin d’un Tr6sorier ayant la gestion des fonds de I’lnstitut, Tresorier 
qui devrait etro membre du Bureau.. 11 semble raisonnable de combiner 
ces deux taches. Ni Tune, ni I’autre de cos functions nc correspondent 
toptefois a celles du Directeur de TOffice Permanent, notro Executif 
on Chef, lesquelles devraient etre s6parecs des deux autres fonctions 
ot placees entiferement sous Ic controle de notre organe elu poui diriger 
la politique de I’lnstitut, e’est k dire: lo Bureau. 

L^n autre point saillant du projet de revision e’est que le Bureau rece- 
vrait un plus grand degr6 d’autorite qu’il ne possede a present. (Vest 
essentiel, si I’lnstitut doit s’adapter a des circonstances qui ehangent 
rapidement. Ilya nombre d’affaires qui doivent otre confi6es a la dis¬ 
cretion du Bureau, si I’Tnstitut ne va pas etre laisse en arriere dans la 
marche des evencments. La demande de solutions d’oidre statistique 
aux probl^mes des gouverneraents et de la societe a tcllement augmente, 
et la marche de Thistoire s’est tellement acceleree que I’lnstitut court 
le risque de perdre nombie d’occasions, s’il doit ajourner Taction pour 
des periodes aussi longues quo deux annees—ou plus longues encore. 

D’autres Elements des conceptions qui ont guide notre travail sont cxt 
pos6s plus loin. 


C. Obsekvations relatives a des Articles et 
Sections particuliers 

Article /. Buts de VInstitut. 

-L’Institut ne peut plus se considerer comme -une organisation semi- 
officielle, s’occupant de r6unir des statistiques internationales k I’usage 
jtes Gouvemements, de projeter des conventicftis, etc. Actuellemenj) 
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06 sont Idr les fonctions d’agences internationales ofScielles. D’autre 
part, il ne peut exister sans avoir une mission, un programme de travail. 
Comme soci6t6 purement honorifique ou soci6t6 “d’admiration mutuelle^’, 
il est vou6 k disparattre, k iStre atrophi6, ou tout au plus, k cesser d’avoir 
aucune influence dans la vie pratique.L’indication des buts k I’article I 
CKt un programme de travail. Il repi6sente une nouvelle raison d’etre. 

Article II. Les Membres et leurs prerogatives. 

Les differences substantielles dans cet article, par rapport aux Statuts 
actuals, sont au nombre de deux. (1) Le nombre maximum de membres 
honoraires a et6 porte de 25 k 80, un nombre maximum de 5 (comme 
il en est actuellement) pouvant fitre eiu dans un seul pays. Le nombre 
maximum des membres titulaires a ete port6 de 225 k 300, un nombre 
maximum de 35 (au lieu de 25) pouvant etre 61u dans un pays. Ces 
augmentations traduisent I’importance croissante de la statistique et 
des statisticiens dans toutes les parties du monde. Elies permettent 
rsiection d’un nombre de nouveaux statisticiens de premier plan qui 
dans les demi^res ann^es se sont distingu6s dans leur domaine. 

(2) Des dispositions ont 6te introduites concernant une cat6gorie de 
membres ex-officio, ayant des privilfegos plus restreints que les autres 
membres. Cela permettra la participation aux affaires de Tlnstitut 
par des personnes, dont la valeur en matifere statistique repose princi- 
palement sur des positions sujettes k changements. Nous avons besoin 
de pareilles personnes dans I’lnstitut, mais seulement pendant la duree 
de leurs fonctions. (Si elles sont aussi qualifi6es du point do vue scienti- 
fique, elles pourront etre 61ues membres titulaires). Par le passe certains 
membres de ce type n’ont plus montr6, aprfes avoir quitt6 leurs fonctions, 
aucun d6sir ou aucune capacity de contribuer encore aux travaux de 
rinstitut. L’intention est aussi (voir section 505) que toute organisa¬ 
tion afl&li6o ait le droit de designer un membre ex-officio dans Tlnstitut. 
C’est essentiel, si nous desirous servir les buts de Taffiliation. 

La Section 205 a 4te projet6e dans le but de rendre compte, aussi juste- 
ment que possible, des problfemes qui r6sultent lorsqu’un membre, pour 
une raison quelconque, quitte son pays de residence. Tout membre 
qui, en conformity de la Section 205, cessera d’etre compris dans le quota 
national d’un pays, serait toutefois compt6 lorsqu’il s’agira de determiner 
si le maximum general de 30 membres honoraires ou de 300 membres 
titulaires a ete atteint. 

Article III. Membres du Bureau, Organisation, et Fonctions. 

Le nombre des membres du Bureau n’a pas ete change. Comme le 
Directeur de I’Office Permanent ne serait pas membre du Bureau, les 
fonctions du Secretaire General et du Tresorier seraient combin^^s sous 
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Une $eule personne qui s’appellerait Secretaire General. Un cinquiem© 
Vice-President serait ajonte afin de preserver le nombre actuel des mem- 
bres du Bureau. 

L’experience de I’lnstitut pendant la guerre a fait voir Tutilite 
d’accorder des pouvoirs non equivoques au Bureau, et au President de 
prendre des mesures d^urgence qui, en temps normaux, devraient etre 
Pobjet d’une approbation plus large. 

Article IV, Election des Membres du Burem, 

La nouvelle disposition la plus importante dans cet article est celle 
ayant pour objet de faire combler des places vacantes dans le Bureau 
par les autres membres du Bureau, sur une base d'ad interim. C^est 
un etet de ehoses insatisfaisant qu’k la suite du decfes de notre regrette 
Tresorier Lord Stamp, une p6riode de sept ans se soit ecouiee, pendant 
laquelle Tlnstitut ne pouvait pas se servir de ses propres fonds. Des 
places vacantes dans le Bureau, m6me pour des p6riodes plus courtes, 
peuvent etre fatales pour Futility d’une organisation. La disposition 
aux sections 304b et 402, en ce qui concerne un President int^rimaire et 
un Secretaire General interimaire ne se rapporte qu’^i des arrangements 
de courte dur6e. Par ^xemple, si le President mourait ou donnait sa 
demission, aucune personne eiue Vice-President ne doviendrait automa- 
tiquement President. Au lieu de cela un Vice-President deviendrait 
President interimaire seulement jusqu’^ I’election par le Bureau d’un 
President qui fonctionnerait jusqu’4 la prochaine election par 1*Assemble© 
General©. Ainsi I’lnstitut serait siir qu’il pourrait toujours continuer 
de fonctionner. 

Un© autre disposition important© dans TArticl© IV ©st celle qui rfegl© 
des changements periodiques dans 1© Bureau, mais cela k base automatiqu© 
qui n’embrasserait d’aucune fajon la personne ©n question (Section 
405). Cette proposition fut faite par trois membres du Bureau d© I’lnsti- 
tut qui s© sont distingues par d© longues annees d© service dans son sein, 
savoir Messieurs Julin et Methorst, ainsi qu© Monsieur Huber dec6d6 
depuis. Ils conseillent qu’4 personne ne soit permis d’etre Vice-President 
pendant plus de trois termes consecutifs. Par rapport k la Pr6sid©nce et la 
fonction de Secretaire General, pour lesquelles la continuite pourrait 
etre plus precious©, cette restriction n’est pas propose©. 

Article V. Organisations affiliies. 

Les organisations qui desirent s’affilier doivent satisfaire k certaines 
exigences. II ne semble pas faisable d© specifier ces exigences en detail 
dans les Statuts. L© Bureau devrait juger chaqu© demand© k la 
lumiere des circonstances at d’apr^s les renseigqpments qu’il pourra 
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demander 4 Porganisation do foumir. Cette question est r6gl4e 4 la 
Section 502. 

Dans, toutes les dispositions relatives 4 I’affiliation, notre intention 
a 6t6 de les faire suffisamment atirayaniea pour que les organisations en 
question soient amen6es 4 presenter une telle demande. Elies devront 
en tirer des avantages determines sous forme de participation aux 
affaires de Tlnstitut, si on veut qu’elles d^sirent une association formelle 
avec nous. 

Ces avantages devraient toutefois etre mutuels pour les affilies et 
rinstitut. La representation des interfits de chacun dans le Conseil 
d’Administration de I’autre est done autant que possible reciproque. 
Lorsque Taffilie est une organisation internationale, elle aura le droit 
de participer, sans vote, 4 Texamen des questions soumises au Bureau' 
et vice-versa (Sections 503 et 504). Toutes organisations affiliees, tant 
nationales qu’internationales, pourront designer un rtes membres de leur 
Conseil d’Administration pour etre membre ex-officio de ITnstitut 
(Section 505). Des dispositions out aussi 616 prevues pour ^insertion 
dans des publications de ITnstitut d’articles et autres communications 
presentant im interet special pour les organisations affiliees et elles 
doivent etre consultees sur le programme des ^sessions de ITnstitut 
(Section 506). 

Une organisation internationale affiliee aura la latitude do designer des 
representants diff6rent8 suivant les Sections 503 et 505. La raison on 
est que, pour la facilite, des designations suivant la Section 503 peuyent 
verier assez frequemment. C’est-4-dire: un membre d’une organisa¬ 
tion affili6e qui se trouve prfes du lieu oil se tient une reunion du Bureau, 
sorait pour cette organisation affiliee un representaiit propre 4 etre choisi 
pour cette reunion particulifere. Pour la meme raison, et comme ce seront 
des qui seront representees, des rempla 9 ants seront admis. 

Ni ITnstitut, ni Torganisation affiliee ne seraient obliges de deieguer 
un representant aux reunions du Conseil d’Administration de ^I’autre 
organisation. En outie, I’intention est que la participation de 
I’organisation affiliee et de I’lnstitut 4 la consideration de questions 
soumises aux Conseils d’Administration de Tune et de I’autre, poiirrait au' 
besoin se faire par coirespondance. 

Article VI, Election des Membres, 

Les changements importants en ce qui coheerne la methode d’eiection 
des membres sont: 

1. L’epoque des elections des membres serait changee de maniere 
4 plus laisser s’6couler plus de deux ans entre les elections par eones^ 
pondance des membres, 4 mdihs que le Bureau ne decide, aprds 
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deliberation, de les ajourner. (Actuellement des Elections de membrea ne 
peuvent se faire qu’aprbs une session ordinaire de Tlnstitut). 

2. Les organisations affili6es auront le devoir d’aider les membres de 
rinstitut dans la recherche de candidate qui puissent renforcer Tlnsti- 
tut, bien que la proposition de candidature soit toujours la prerogative 
des membres titulaires et honoraires. 

3. Les elections de membres seraient reduites de trois phases (elec¬ 
tions par correspondance par majorite de deux tiers, elections par corres- 
pondance par simple majorite, elections lors d’une Session par majo¬ 
rite de deux tiers), k deux phases, (elections par correspondance par une 
majorite de deux tiers, elections lors d’une Session regulifere par une simple 
majorite). 

La disposition k la Section 607 nouvellement redigee stipulant ainsi 
qu’il suit: chaque membre peut voter pour autant de candidate dftment 

presentes qu’il le desire, quel que soit le nombre de places vacantes^’ 
ne constitue pas une innovation, mais tout simplement une explication. 
Cette disposition ne fait qu’incorporer la pratique actuelle tout en pre* 
cisant une disposition qui est necessairement impliquee, sans fitre expli- 
citement mentionnee dans les Statuts existants. (Article XII, Section A, 
derniere phrase.) 

' Article VII, . Cessation de la Qtuilite de Membre ou de VAffiliation, 

Ici la question la plus difficile etait cello de la procedure d’expulsion 
de membres. La methode proposee semble etre appropriee, equitable 
et le moins offensante qu’uno action de ce genre puisse dtre pour les per- 
sonnes en question. On peut admettre qu’un rapport ou une proposition 
d^un rapport du Bureau a TAssembiee Generate recommandant Tex- 
pulsion d’un membre scrait generalement suivi ou precede de sa demission. 
Dans un tel cas le reste de la procedure ne serait pas necessaire. 

La disposition consistant k consid6rer un retard de trois ans dans le 
payement des cotisations comme equivalent k une demission, correspond 
k la pratique de nombreuses organisations. C’est Ik, peut-etre, la 
manifere la plus commode de debarrasser I’lnstitut de membres qui 
ont perdu tout interSt pour ses activites. Si les circonstances devaient 
rendre une expiration automatique de ce genre peu desirable, le pouvoir 
a ete donne au Bureau de “decider autrement”. 

Article VIII. Ici sont enumerees les sources auxquelles une contribu¬ 
tion financifere en faveur de I’lnstitut po^rra etre puisee. II est evident 
que le Bureau aura la responsabilite de rediger un expose sur le pro- 
’ gramme de travail de I’lnstitut de manifere que les gouvemements 
puissent etre convaincus de I’opportunite de donner leur appui financier 
k ces ^avaux. •

bl6e G4n6rale, k 35 francs, montant 14g^rement inf(6rieiir. 

Les Sections 803 et 804 pr^conisent des m^thodes g6n6ralement adop¬ 
tees pour la presentation de rapports financiers et de budgets dans 
Tadministration de I’lnstitut. 

La Section 805 envisage de combiner les biens appartenant k Tlnstitut 
et k rOffice Permanent, tout en tenant compte des conditions dans les- 
quelles le capital aotuellement en possession de TOfiice lui fut accorde. 

Article IX. Modification dea statute. 

Aucun changement important n’est propose (Section 905) par laquelle 
la dissolution de Tlnstitut ne pourrait se faire que par suite d^un 
amendement des Statuts, chose assez difficile. 

Article X. Dispositions transitoires. 

La Section 1001 prevoit une periode de transition des Statuts existants 
jusqu’aux Statuts reviseos. Cette Section causerait Tentree en.vigueur 
de toutes les dispositions des nouveaux Statuts dfes Tapprobation 
donnee par les membres, k Texception du fait que les cotisations legfere- 
ment reduites dues par les membres dateraient du premier jour d’une 
ann6e financifere, ainsi .que du fait que, jusqu’aux prochaines Elections de 
membres du Bureau par I’Assembl^e G6n6rale il y aurait un Tr^sorier et 
quatre (au lieu de cinq) Vice-Presidents. 

Outre ceux envisages dans la section 1001, il y a certains points d'im- 
portance secondaire dans d’autres sections du projet, lesquels ont 
ete inseres seulement pour tenir compte de circonstances temporaires 
et qui, par consequent, peuvent fitre supprimes des statuts aprfes un 
certain temps. Par exemple, la deuxieme phrase de la section 304 
contient certaines dispositions concernant la combinaison, sous le Secre¬ 
taire General, de tons les biens precedemment geres par le Tresorier et par 
le Directeur de I’Office Permanent. Cette disposition ne sera plus ne* 
cessaire aussitOt que la combinaison a eu lieu. La section 1002 permettra 
aux membres de I’lnstitut, en adoptant la revision des statuts, de stipuler 
en mfime temps reiimination de telles parties transitoires des nouveaux 
statuts au moment oil ces parties auront servi leur but. 

Resume et Conclusions 

L’Institut International do Statistique se trouve 4 un moment decisif 
k la croisee des chemins. Il se trouve en face d’une menace k son exis¬ 
tence et| d’autre paft, en presence d’une occasion sans pareille de prendre 
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une fonotion directive non-oiBOicielle dans le d^veloppement et Tam^li- 
oration de la statistique. La menace se trouve en lui-m6me. Par une 
opposition aveugle k tout changement et une cdnfiance exag^ree en sa 
dignit6 et son prestige professionnel dans le pass6, il s’enfoncera facile- 
ment dans le doux rfive de grandeur pass^e pom disparaitre ensuite 
dans Toubli. 

L’occasion reside dans le mondo ambiant. Les applications de la sta¬ 
tistique se multiplient sans cesse. La concurrence d’autres organisations 
h laquelle Tlnstitut doit faire face de tons c6t6s est elle-meme une preuve 
de la vitality et de Textension de notre domaine professionnel. II y a 
un besoin urgent de direction mondiale dans ce domaine; et aucune or¬ 
ganisation non-officielle existante n’occupe une position aussi favorable 
que rinstitut pour saisir cette fonction directive. 

Une fonction directive de co genre exige de revivifier le corps de nos 
membres, d’amortir la perte de fonctions famili^res et de developper 
un nouveau programme de travail dynamique qui soit compatible avec 
les besoins evoques et les limitations imposeos par un monde change. 
Cela exige que nous nous d^barrassions do nos presents Statuts qui res- 
treignent la capacite de notre organisation d'6voluer, de grandir et de 
s’adapter k la p6riode que nous traversons. 

Le projet de nouveaux Statuts qui est maintenant soumis reflate le 
d6sir d’accomplir cette metamorphose. Nous nous attendons k vos 
critiques et contrcpropositions, que la Commission Consultative vous 
invite k lui faire parvonir. En ma quality de Rapporteur je suis pre- 
par6 k d^fendre ses diverses dispositions et particuli^rement les concep¬ 
tions fondamentalos et les aspirations pour Tlnstitut sur lesquelles il se 
base,

DU COMITE DE REDACTION SUR LES STATUTS, 
INSTITUT INTERNATIONAL DE STATISTIQUE 

Je commencerai mon rapport par une explication de la procMure 
relative k Tadoption des Statute r^vis4s. Je fais cela parce qu’il semble 
que certains membres se soient demand6s si la revision doit etre adoptde 
ici, sans d61ai, La r^ponse est: NON! 

La revision des Statute qui vous est soumise ne peut etre consid4r4e 
par rAssembl4e G6n4rale que d’une manifere officieuse. 

Les deux Commissions qui ont travaill6 k la revision ont d’avis 
que la procedure relative k la modification des Statute pr^vue k TArt. 
XVI de nos presents Statuts devra 6tro strictement appliqu^e. C*est 
pourquoi le Comit6 de Redaction recommande ce qui suit: 

a. que le m6me Comit6 ou un autre comit6 approuve par TAssembl^e 
G6n6rale fasse toute modification additionnelle dont la n6cessit6 sera le 
r^sultat de la discussion aujourd’hui k TAssembl^e G^n^rale. Ce travail 
additionnel serait fait par correspondance, apres la cloture de la Session; 

b. que le Comity s’efforce d’obtenir les signatures d’au moins 25 mem¬ 
bres d^sirant recommander la revision proposes; 

c. qu’un vote par correspondance soit pris tel qu’il est pr6vu k TArt. 
XVI de nos Statuts; il faudrait qu’il y ait une seule proposition k peu 
pr^s ainsi con 9 ue: ‘‘Les Statuts de I’lnstitut International de Statistique 
seront modifies de la fa 9 on suivante”: Seront attaches aux bulletins de 
vote les nouveaux Statuts et d’autres documents requis par la proce¬ 
dure en force k Theure actuelle. 

Les raisons pour les modifications propos^es ont et6 presentees ce 
matin en detail dans le rapport de M. Rice intitule: “Le r61e futnr 
de rinstitut International de Statistique en matifere de Statistiques 
Internationales’ ’. 

M. Julin, President de I’lnstitut, a nomme, il y a plus d’un an, une 
Commission Consultative composee de 4 membres du Bureau (Julin, 
Huber, Willcox, Methorst) et de 4 autres membres de I’lnstitut (Bowley, 
Jahn, Mortara et Rice). M, Rice etait designe comme rapporteur sur 
la revision des Statuts. 

Des le debut, toutes les personnes, membres de la Commission, ont 
contribue aux travaux. Apr^s un travail consciencieux, M. Rice a sou- 
mis pendant I’hiver 1946-47, un projet de revision e* la Commission dont 
tous les membres ont fait parvenir k M. Rice leurs commentaires sur 
cette proposition. M. Rice a fait ime analyse approfondie de ces considera- 
tiosS| paragraphe j>ar paragraphe, et est parvenu une synthese de 
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toutes les opinions, exprim^es refl^tant un accord g6n6ral sur tons les 
points d’importance. 

IjO 15 juillet 1947, ce projet do revision avec un commentaire explica- 
tif, fut envoy6 aux membres de I’lnstitut. C’est co document qui est 
disponible ici. Dix-neuf membres ont pr^sent^ des commentaires ex- 
tremement utiles pour le Comity de Redaction. Quatre membres ap- 
prouverent le projet sans reserve et n’ont fait aucun commentaire. 
Treize membres se prononcferent d’accord en gdneral, mais soumirent des 
suggestions de detail. Un membre se pronon^a en favour d’un type 
d’organisation complfetement different, mais d^clara qu’il ne s’opposerait 
pas k la revision propos^e. Un membro exprima ses doutes considerables 
sur la n6cessit4 d’un changement. 

Le 8 septembre 1947,1’Assembl^e G^n^rale a elu un Comite de Redac¬ 
tion pour continuer I’etude des Statuts. Sont membres de ce Comite 
MM. Cohn, Darmois, Leak, Rice et Mahalanobis. M. Bunle etait sup- 
pleant de M. Darmois et M. Leak etait assiste par M. Kendall 
qui n’est pas membre de I’lnstitut, mais qui represente les vues de la 
“Royal Statistical Society” (Royaume-Uni) au Bureau de laquelle il 
appartient. 

Pendant la semaine dernifere, le Comite de Redaction a tenu trois sean¬ 
ces pieniferes qui ont dure, chacune, de 8h. ou 9h. du soir jusqu’^ minuit. 
Ont eu lieu egalement des reunions de groupes de travail. 

Le Comite de Redaction, aprfes une discussion preiiminaire, a pu cons- 
tater son accord general avec le projet eiabore par la Commission Consul¬ 
tative. Le Comite de Redaction a attentivement etudie chaque sugges¬ 
tion contenue dans les commentaires ecrits et en a adopte un grand nom- 
bre. Le Comite de Redaction a examine le projet ligne par ligne, se 
bornant k faire des changements de redaction seulement bien que quelques 
modifications sur le fond fussent egalement faites. Je m’efforcerai de 
resumer les differences marquees qui existent entre nos presents Statuts 
et le projet de revision le plus recent que je vais appeler le projet du 
15 se5)tembre. Je vais egalement faire ressortir les differences importantes 
entre le projet du 15 juillet et le projet amende du 15 septembre. 

La necessite de reviser les buts de I’lnstitut (Art. I) est longuement 
expliquee dans le rapport de M. Rice. Le Comite de Redaction a fait 
des modifications de moindre importance. 11 a precise (par. 101 d) que 
rinstitut devra etudier et non pas juger les theories statistiques, et de 
mSme (dans une nouvelle subdivision) que I’lnstitut pourra etablir et 
maintenir des chaires de professeurs, des cours de conferences, etc. 
(ce qui est dej^t prevu dans nos presents Statuts), en vue d’achever ces 
buts. 

Art. II du projet de revision augments le nombre des membres^ titu- 
}aires de 225 k .800 et des membres hoqoraires de 25 80. II institue 
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4galement une cat4gorie de membres ex-officio pour des raisons d6jd» don« 
n^es oe matin. 

Art. Ill du projet du 16 juillet pr4voyait de combiner les fonctions de 
Secretaire General et de Tresorier. Le Gomite de Eedaction, apr^s un 
examen approfondi, s’est pronono4 en faveur d’un Secretaire General 
et d’un Tresorier, tel qu’il est le cas k I’heure actaelle. II est propose 
qu’4 partir de maintenant ce sera le Bureau qui nommera le Directeur 
de rOffice Permanent. 

Art. Ill (par. 808), donne pouvoir au Bureau d’agir en cas d’urgence. 
Le Comite de Redaction a precise que toute action de cette nature doit 
etre ratifies par I’Assembiee Generals. 

Art. Illprevoit des “sections”. C’est un autre type de sections que 
celles qu’avaient instituees I’lnstitut jusqu’4 present. Les “sections” 
de I’Art. Ill sont les “departements” du projet du 15 juillet. Les sections 
sont destinees k donner k I’lnstitut des possibilites d’actidte dans des 
domaines specialises qui, en I’absence de sections, pourraient provoquer 
la formation d’associations complfetement B6parees de I’lnstitut. 

Art. Ill <par. 808o) prevoit une Commission nommee par le Bureau et 
chargee de preparer une liste de candidatures de membres du Bureau. Le 
Comite de Redaction a egalement recommande une disposition stipulant 
que le vote sur toute candidature de membres du Bureau appuyee par 
au moins cinq membres de I’lnstitut, aura lieu en meme temps que le 
vote sur les candidats presentes par la Commission susmentionnee. 

Art. IV cherche k assurer le changement automatique periodique des 
membres du Bureau. Dans le projet du 15 juillet, tel 6tait le cas seule- 
ment en ce qui concerne les Vice-Presidents; le projet amende prevoit 
qu’aucun des membres du Bureau ne peut remplir la meme fonction pen¬ 
dant plus de trois termes consecutifs, cette disposition s’appliquant k 
tons les membres du Bureau. Art. IV autorise le Bureau k remplir des 
postes vacants jusqu’lt la Session suivante de FAssembiee G6nerale. 
II faut rappeler, k ce sujet, que pendant sept annees, I’lnstitut n’etait 
pas en mesure de disposer de ses fonds parce qu’il n’avait pas de Tr^sorier. 

Art. V prevoit I’affiliation k I’lnstitut de certaines categories d’organisa- 
tions scientifiques s’occupant de statistiques. Chaque organisation 
affiUee aura le droit de designer une personne qui deviendra membre ex- 
offioio de I’lnstitut, et de designer aussi un repr^sentant qui prendra 
part aux discussions, au sein du Bureau, lorsque celui-ci discutera des pro- 
blames presentant un interet mutuel. Les programmes de caract^re 
scientifique de I’lnstitut seront fix^s d’accord avec les organisations affi- 
Uees, et de la place sera r^serv^e pour des communications des organisa¬ 
tions affiliees, dans les publications de I’lnstitut. 

Ast. VI prevoit qu’d* I’avenir I’eiection des membres aura lieu en deux 
phases: election paf un vote par corrcspondance, une majpnt^ ^es dtu^ 
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tiers ^tant requise; et Election k la majority simple, pendant une session 
ordinaire. Les Statute actuels pr^voient une Election en 3 phases. 

Art. yil a trait k Texpiration de la qualit4 de membres et, dans le pro¬ 
jet amende, pr£voit que soit donn^e au membre en question la possibilit4 
de r4pondre aux charges faites centre lui avant qu’une decision soit 
prise. Art. VII pr6voit 4galement les modalit4s pour Texpiration de la 
quality de membre d’une organisation affili4e. 

Art. VIII pr6voit une fusion entre les fonds de Tlnstitut et ceux de 
rOflSlce Permanent. Art. VIII a 14g4rement r6duit le montant de la 
cotisation des membres titulaires, et, r4sultat d*un changement qui 
figure au pro jet amende, le Bureau sera autoris4 k adopter des mesures 
sp4ciales en ce qui concerne les membres r4sidant dans des pays qui ont 
introduit le contr61e des devises. Les membres ex-officio seront invites 
A faire des contributions volontaires. Les organisations nationales 
affili4es mais non pas les organisations intemationales affili4es, paieront 
des cotisations annuelles dont le montant est fix6. Art. VIII pr6voit 
4galement la verification du rapport financier du Tr4sorier par un expert 
comptable professionnel, verification qui viendra s’ajouter k la verifica¬ 
tion par deux membres de Tlnstitut, requise par les Statuts actuels. 

Art. IX amende prevoit que des modifications aux Statuts deyront etre 
adoptees par la majorite des deux tiers des membres votants, avec au 
moins un tiers du total des membres titulaires et honoraires prenant part 
au vote. 

Art. X ne fait qu’anticiper certains changements des Statuts, qui 
devront entrer en vigueur lorsque les dispositions transitoires des Statuts 
ont expire.

THIRD BUSINESS MEETING 


September 18, 2:00 p.m, 


Chairman: W. F. Willcox 


Reports of Sections. 

The Chairman recognized the Chairman of the Section for Social 
Statistics, Mr. Idenburg, in order to submit a report on the work of bis 
section. The Chairmen of the demographic, economic, and methodo¬ 
logical sections had no reports to make as no resolutions had been adopted 
by those sections. 

Mr. Idenhurg summarized Mr. Molinari’s report on the pre-war acti¬ 
vities of the Joint Commission on Criminal Statistics. The discussion in 
the section meeting brought forward the fact that the Department of 
Social Affairs of the United Nations had recently started a survey in the 
field of criminal statistics. The draft resolution proposed by Mr. 
Molinari had therefore been amended to read as follows: 

The International Statistical Institute recommends: 

1. that the Bureau consult with the Secretary-General of the United 
Nations (Department of Social Affairs) about the work undertaken by 
the U.N. in the field of criminal statistics. 

2. that, if after this consultation it appears useful, the Joint Commis¬ 
sion on Criminal Statistics be reconstituted and continue its work on 
the basis of the resolutions adopted in the three pre-war meetings, with 
due regard to changes brought about by the new situation in international 
statistical organization. 

8. that the Premanent Offices of the International Penal and Peniten¬ 
tiary Commission and of the International Statistical Institute carry 
out, as soon and as completely as possible, the investigation in their 
fields which were required by the action taken before the war. 

A further item on the agenda of the Section was Mr. Livi’s paper on 
social mobility in Italy. The Section was unanimous in its opinion 
that social mobility is an important subject, requiring further statistical 
study. It accepted Mr. Livi’s point of view that the official statistical 
agencies do not seem the most appropriate bodies for conducting such 
studies. In accordance with the suggestion made by the author it 
decided to propose to the General Assembly that it request the Bureau 
of the Institute to negotiate with the public opinion organizations about 
the possibilities and means of cooperation in inquiries of this nature. 
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The second meeting of the Section was devoted to public opinion 
research and this was the first time that this topic has been on the agenda 
of a meeting of the Institute. Public Opinion Research is a rapidly 
developing new field, which needs a better name; the method of inter*' 
viewing the public is used not only to discover their opinions, but also 
their way of living, their habits, their wants. 

Mr. Idenburg pointed out that in his opinion papers which have been 
distributed in advance should not be read in full at the meetings. Boredom 
being, as Kierkegaard has said, the root of all evil, such papers should 
be submitted in the form of a short recapitulation of the main points. 
The procedure of inviting beforehand competent people as discussants 
has proved very useful and has contributed greatly to the level of the 
discussions. 

The General Assembly approved the conclusions of the Section for 
Social Statistics. 

Adminutrative Reports, 

The next order of business was the Report of the Director of the 
Permanent Office and the Report of the Treasurer for the period from 
July 1, 1936 — June 80, 1938, which had already been published in the 
Bulletin of the Institute (XXX: 2, p. 261-267), but could not be acted 
upon owing to the interruption of the Prague session. 

The reports were approved. 

Mr. Rueff submitted the following report on behalf of the financial 
auditors of the accounts of the Permanent Office: 

“As auditors of the International Statistical Institute appointed by 
the General Assembly on Monday, September 8,1947, w^e have examined 
a report on the accounts of the Institute covering the period 1988/1989 
through 1945/1946, signed by Messrs. Van Dam van Isselt, J. Tinbergen 
and E. Lesoir. 

These examinations of the accounts have been thoroughly and care¬ 
fully made. So far as the data are available to us we certify the com¬ 
petency of the findings. We propose to the General Assembly to expiess 
their appreciation and sincere thanks to the Director of the Permanent 
Office for the care he has taken in handling the financial affairs of the 
Permanent office.” 

The Report of the Auditors was approved, as well as the Report of 
the Director of the Permanent Office for the period 1988—1947.^ 

* See p. 263

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!nie report of the Treasurer for 1988-1989* was circulated for informa¬ 
tion, but could not be acted upon. The latest information about the 
financial situation of the Institute was given in the following letter from 
Mr. Bowley, dated August 22, 1947, read by the Chairman: 

*‘I thought it to be important that the Bureau of the International 
Institute of Statistics should know its financial position and wrote to 
Martin’s Bank for a statement. Here it is: in the name of the Bank’s 
Nominees: 

£2866.19.10 8J% War Stock: worth on Aug. 21/1947 £2428 

(Interest: about £88 per annum) 

On Deposit account £657.5.2 (Interest £3.10 p.a. probably) 

On Current account £697.5.4 

British Income Tax is chargeable on the Interest, and has not been 
paid since Lord Stamp’s death. Probably an amount of the order of 
£250 is due.” 


Election of Officers. 

Mr. Willcox announced that because of his age he was unable to have 
his name considered for reelection. 

Mr. ShirraSf on behalf of 15 members of the Institute present at the 
meeting, made the following nominations: President, S. A. Rice; Secre¬ 
tary General, J. Tinbergen; Treasurer, A. L. Bowley; Vice-presidents, 
G. Jahn, P. C. Mahalanobis, J. Rueff and E. Szturm de Sztrem. 


No other nominations were made. 

As a result of the ballot, at which Messrs. Leak and Vandellos served 
as tellers, the following officers were elected:

At the proposal of Mr. Idenburg, the outgoing President, W. F. Willcox, 
was unanimously elected Honorary President of the Institute. 

Mr. Willcox thanked the members present for the honor conferred on 
him. He made a comparison between the two sessions of the Institute 
held in the United States: Chicago 1898, the first session which he attend¬ 
ed, and Washington 1947. He expressed the hope that the Institute was 
starting out on a new career which will be as much more successful 
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than the past as its past career was more successful than the preceding 
International Statistical Congresses. 

Mr. Rice accepted the Presidency in the following words: 

“President Willcox, and colleagues, you have conferred upon me 
what I regard as the greatest honor of my life. I am appreciative to 
a degree which I do not find the words to express. I am, however, fully 
cognizant within myself of the reasons, at least the legitimate reasons, 
which I think are responsible for the honor you have given mo. I feel 
both pride and humility in receiving the honor. 

I might epitomize your reason for electing me by saying that you have 
bestowed this honor on me because the Institute has become no longer 
merely an organization of honorable character. It has become an organi¬ 
zation with tasks to perform which require reshaping of its work and its 
program. And you have not honored me as a scholar as would at one 
time have been the appropriate basis of your choice, but rather you have 
done me the honor of accepting the proposed road, a proposed course for 
the Institute to follow in the future. You have done me the honor 
of believing that I have indicated to you a reasonable and hopeful course 
of action for the future, and have entrusted me with directing the Insti¬ 
tute’s work along that road. Had you been choosing your president on 
the basis of his scholarship, surely there are a great many in this room, 
probably the great majority in this room, who are more entitled to your 
choice on that basis than I. If you had be^ choosing your president 
on the basis of long standing, faithful, intelligent, persistent efforts on 
behalf of the Institute, surely you would have chosen my distinguished 
friend, colleague, mentor. Professor Willcox, whose years only prevent his 
continuation in what will probably be an arduous task ahead of the Insti¬ 
tute. It was Professor Willcox who first introduced me to the Institute, 
introduced me to a philosophy concerning the task and the role of the 
Institute. I am deeply appreciative as his friend and as his follower that 
you have chosen him as honorary president of the Institute. As for 
myself, then, I view my task as one of strenuous endeavor to change 
the role and functions and program of the Institute to correspond to a 
new situation in the world, which we have not previously been required 
to face. I hope that the course of action I have suggested to you, and 
which you have honored me by accepting, is the right couise, I shall do 
my utmost to make it so. I shall be your servant in all particulars 
within my capacity, to continue the long traditions of the Institute as 
the great and leading central mechanism among men of science and 
scholarship in statistics within the entire world. I thank you. Plea^ 
regard me as at your service/’ 
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TiiM ani Place of the next Session. 

Mr. Hoijer stated that he should be glad if the next session of the 
Institute, or one of the next sessions, could be held in Sweden. However, 
he was not in a position to extend a formal invitation as he had not 
discussed the question with his Government and with his colleagues. 

The Chairman announced that Mr. Mahalanobis had informed the Bu¬ 
reau that the possibility existed that the Government of India would 
extend an invitation to the Institute to hold one of its next sessions in 
India. 

He expressed the appreciation of the Assembly for the statements 
made and concluded that as yet no decision could be taken and that 
therefore, in accordance with the Statutes, the question of the choice of 
the time and place of the next session had to be left to the Bureau. 

Other business. 

Mr. Shirras asked what was the position of the Committees of the Ins¬ 
titute established before the war. He suggested that it be considered 
whether or not these Committees should be maintained. 

A proposal of the Chairman was adopted that the Bureau be author¬ 
ized to act regarding these standing committees. 

Mr. Craig proposed that a hearty vote of thanks be given to the Amer¬ 
ican Government for the hospitality they had accorded and for the excel¬ 
lent arrangements they had made. 

Mr. Rueff moved a vote of warm thanks to the Arrangements Com¬ 
mittee and in particular its Chairman, Mr. Rice, for the important part 
they had played in organizing this session, which had been such a great 
success. Both proposals were carried unanimously. 

The 25th session of the Institute was closed. 



TREASURER’S REPORT 

FOR THE INTERNATIONAL STATISTICAL INSTITUTE 
FOR THE SESSION 1938-39 

I have the honour to present my report on the Finance of the Institute 
for the session 1938-39. 

The Balance in hand on July 1st, 1938, was £999. 0. 2d. At June 30th, 
1939, the Balance was £895. 17. lOd. 

During the year T have received 180 annual subscriptions and com¬ 
pletion of one Life Subscription. 69 of the annual payments are from 
members who wore in arrear at the beginning of the period; 107 were 
due during the period, and 4 are for the year 1939-40. On July 1st, 
1939, 66 were in arrear for a sum of £165. 12. 6d.; since that date 25 
have rectified their dues. 

The annual subscription for the year was at the rate of 35.9 Swiss 
francs, or £1. 15. Od. sterling. 

There has been no change in the Investments held for the Institute, 
which remain at £2,367 3J% War Loan. Interest on this was received 
to the amount of £82. 16. lOd. Also £5. 11. 7d. interest was paid by the 
Bank on Deposit Account. 

The receipt from sales of publications of the Institute was £64. 16. 7d. 

The revenue of the Institute thus amounted to £467. 7. 4d. while 
the expenditure was £570. 9. 8d. 

The expenditure is composed of £471. 17. 8d. in connection with meet¬ 
ings of the Bureau and Officers; also representations of the Institute at 
Assemblies at Prague and elsewhere. £13. 3. lOd. was spent on printing 
and £8. 13. 2d. on postage and minor disbursements, the latter including 
stamps on cheques. Finally, postage, etc. from The Hague accounted 
for £76. 15. Od.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 
OF THE PERMANENT OFFICE 
OF THE INTERNATIONAL STATISTICAL INSTITUTE 
July 1, 1938—June 30, 1947 

“You will not be surprised if I tell you that your Secretary General 
is very happy, after an interval of so many years since the interruption 
of our periodic meetings, to be able again to present his repoit to the 
General Assembly of the International Statistical Institute.” 

It was with these words that I began my report to the Session at Brus¬ 
sels in 1923, my first report as Director of the Permanent Ofiioe, and I 
can begin the present report, which will be my last, in the same terms. 

World conflicts follow on© another with sufficient rapidity for a Secre¬ 
tary General of an international organization to acquire experience 
concerning the administration of his institution during a war period. 
But what made the situation more difficult for the Permanent Office 
during the recent conflagration, was the circumstance that this time my 
country was directly engaged in the conflict, whereas the Netherlands 
was neutral during World War I. Although everything possible was 
don© to maintain contact with our members and other correspondents 
abroad, opportunities for so doing became increasingly rare and, during 
the winter of 1944-45—so terrible for my country—all .communication 
with the outside was completely disrupted. 

We tried to avoid the inevitable recession as long as possible, and, 
both after the Prague Session, so prematurely interrupted by the prelude 
to the war, and during the period immediately after the outbreak of the 
conflict, the activity of the Permanent Office attained encouraging 
proportions. 

The following publications appeared during that period:

8. Nomenclatures Internationales des causes de d^cis (International 
List of Causes of Death) (1940). • 
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Ad I.—Even before the appearance of the new edition of the ‘‘Aper^u’*, 
plans existed for issuing this publication in the form of an international 
demographic year-book, the first edition of which would have appeared 
in 1940 or 1941. Cricumstances prevented their lealization; however, 
during the war the Permanent Office developed the plans in all their 
details, in consultation with the Permanent Commission on Demogra¬ 
phic Statistics, and, in particular, with its Chairman, our lamented col¬ 
league, Michel Huber, 

After the war, questionnaires were sent to various countries in order 
to publish as soon as possible, a survey of the most important demographic 
data dealing with the war years. It will depend on circumstances whether 
or not the material collected will be published by the Permanent Office 
itself. 

Ad 2.—The publication of the three parts enumerated—‘the first part, 
“Tourism”, had already appeared in 1938—completed the new edition 
of the “ Statistique internationale des gi andes villes”. Likewise connected 
with this publication is, alas, the memory of the death of one of our dis¬ 
tinguished members, Gustav Thirring, a pioneer in municipal statistics, 
who died in 1941, 

Ad 3.—This work, contains the fifth decennial revision of the “Bertillon 
Classification”, made by the International Paris Conference of October 
8 to 7, 1988. The Conference was called by the French Government 
and prepared by a joint Commission of the Health Organization of the 
League of Nations and the International Statistical Institute. The work 
was published with the cooperation of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
of the French Republic. 

The “Revue”—one of the matters of greatest concern to the Permanent 
Office during the war—and the “Bulletin” are, in fact, publications of 
the Institute and not of the Permanent Office; I therefore refer you, 
concerning them, to the President’s report. 

On May 1, 1940, the Assistant Director of the Permanent Office, Jon- 
kheer van Buttingha Wichers, exchanged his post for that of Chief of the 
Demographic Division of the Central Bureau of Statistics of the Nether¬ 
lands. Although I am happy for Mr. Wichers that he may thus devote 
himself entirely to demographic statistics—a field which has always 
specially interested him—I deeply regret being deprived of a devoted 
collaborator in whom were harmoniously united all the necessary qual¬ 
ities for administration of an international organization. I am sure that I 
speak in the name of all our members in thanking him here for all that 
he has done for the Institute. His activities have been taken over by 
Secretary Statistician Goudswaard, whom he initiated personally into 
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tixe secrets of the profession. On January 1, 1946, the title of Assistant 
Director was conferred upon Mr. Goudswaard. 

During the war, the Bureau decided to appoint Mr. Idenburg, Director 
General of Statistics of the Netherlands, as Deputy Director of the 
Permanent Office. His task would have consisted of replacing me^ 
if necessary, as Director of the Permanent Office and Secretary General. 
The Statutes of the Institute did not, in fact, provide for filling a vacancy 
in the Bureau between two sessions, and, in view of the special circum¬ 
stances at that time, it was desirable to have this point settled before 
a complete rupture of postal communications. It was not necessary, 
however, for Mr. Idenburg to discharge duties and after the war, when 
the Bureau was again able to take emergency measures on short notice, 
he resigned from those posts. 

At the end of 1943, the Central Bureau of Statistics of the Netherlands 
had to evacuate the Oostduinlaan building which it occupied and in which 
the Permanent Office also was established, the occupation authorities 
having decided to transform that part of the city into a strategic defense 
zone. The Central Bureau of Statistics, with the library and files of the 
Permanent Office, moved to a village near The Hague. The Bureau of 
the Permanent Office was able to install itself provisionally in the Peace 
Palace. I wish here to thank the Carnegie Foundation for the hospitality 
which it was good enough to offer us at that time. At the beginning of 
1946, the Permanent Office moved to its present address, 26 Lange Hout- 
straat, The Hague, in an annex of the Central Bureau of Statistics. This 
Bureau hopes to be able, toward the end of this year or at the beginning 
of 1948, to re-occupy its former Oostduinlaan building; the Director 
General has already assured us that Permanent Office will again be 
welcomed there. 

In this connection, it should be mentioned that, shortly after the begin* 
ning of the war, two countries, Spain and the United States of America, 
offered hospitality to the Permanent Office during the war, if the need 
therefore should arise. Although deeply grateful for the assistance so 
spontaneously offered, the Bureau of the Institute considered it prefer¬ 
able, undei the circumstances then existing, not to transfer the Permanent 
Office to another country, being confident that it would succeed in 
steering the Permanent Office safely through the dangers of the war at 
The Hague also. I believe I can truly say that the Permanent Office did 
not founder in the tempest, and that it may be considered able to 
continue its activities, even if the task entrusted to it by the Inter¬ 
national Statistical Institute should change in character to some 
extent. 
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The finances of the Permanent Ofiioe were inevitably influenced by 
circumstances. As a result of the successive ruptures of communications 
with the various countries, the number of Government subsidies progres¬ 
sively diminished; however, the reduction in expenditures permitted the 
maintenance of the balance, as is shown by the financial statements 
enclosed herewith.^ 

The balance of the operating account amounted, before the war (June 
30, 1939) and after the war (June 30, 1945) to 18,100 florins and 20,500 
florins, respectively. On the same dates, the capital amounted to 183,300 
florins and 195,400 florins, respectively. 

After an interruption in the payment of subsidies, it is generally not 
without certain difficulties that recovery may be achieved. In this res¬ 
pect, the situation may, however, be called satisfactory; a number of 
countries have already begun to pay their contributions again and we 
may be confident that, at a time not very far distant, the former situation 
will be re-established, at least nominally. The world-wide rise in prices 
has, of course, made operation more costly and it will be necessary to find 
new ways and means of raising the real income of the Permanent Office 
to its former level. 

As I have already said, this is my last report as Director of the Perma¬ 
nent Office and as Secretary General. Even before the war, I had in¬ 
tended not to present my candidacy at the next session in 1940, for, 
because of my age, I considered that I should make room for a younger 
man. Through force of circumstances, my duties continued for several 
more years, and they were not the easiest years. 

The International Statistical Institute has occupied a large place in 
my life; for 36 years I have been its Secretary General and, since its crea¬ 
tion in 1913, also Director of the Permanent Office. I have performed 
my task wholeheartedly and am happy to have been able to enjoy the 
confidence of my colleagues in all countries throughout the world for so 
many years. 

During my career, statistics has become, instead of the pastime prac¬ 
ticed by a few which it used to be, an indispensable and highly valued 
aid, both among Government administrations and in the scientific world. 
The international contact cultivated within the International Statistical 
Institute has without doubt contributed to this enormous progress. 
And, now the International Statistical Institute sees a new era opening 
before it. May it also, in this new period, remain faithful to its aims

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and contribute successfully to perpetuating the development of statis¬ 
tics, not as an end in itself, but as an element of the general progress of 
the world, a world which does not work for its own destruction but for 
the welfare of humanity.

TROISIEME SEANCE D’AFFAIRES

Rapports de sections, 

Le President donna la parole k M. Idenbiirg, president de la section 
des statistiques sociales, qui pr^senta un rapport sur les travaux de sa 
section. Les presidents des sections demographique, economique et 
methodologique n’avaient pas de rapport presenter, ces sections n’ayant 
pas adopte de resolutions. 

M. Idenhurg exposa, en resume, le rapport de M. Molinari sur les acti- 
vites d’avant-guerre de la Commission mixte des statistiques criminelles. 
Les discussions en seance de section avaient fait ressortir le fait que 
le Departement des Affaires Sociales des Nations Unies avait recemment. 
entrepris une enquete en matiere de statist!que criminelle. Le projet de 
resolution propose par M. Molinari avait, en consequence, ete amende et 
redige comme suit: 

L’Institut International de Statistique emet le vocu: 

1. que le Bureau consulte avec le Secretaire General des Nations 
Unies (Departement des Affaires sociales) concernant les activites 
entreprises par les Nations Unies en matiere de statistiques crimi’ 
nelles. 

2. que, si aprfes ces consultations cela apparait utile, la Commission 
mixte de statistique criminelle soit reconstituee et poursuive sea 
travaux sur la base des resolutions adoptees dans les trois reunions 
d’avant-guerre tout en tenant compte des modifications suggerees 
par la nouvelle situation de Forganisation statistique inter- 
nationals. 

3. que les Offices Permanents de la Commission Internationale 
Penale et Penitentiaire et de Tlnstitut International de Statistique, 
donnent execution, au plus tot et autant que possible, aux enquetes 
de leur ressort, suivant les decisions adoptees avant la guerre. 

Un autre point de Tordre du jour de la section formait la communica^' 
tion de M. Livi sur la capillarite sociale en Italic. La section etait 
d’opinion unanime que la capillarite sociale est un phenomene important, 
devAnt faire I’objet d^ recherches statistiques plus poussees. Elle adopta 
le point de vue de M. Livi que les Bureaux officiels de statistique ne sont 
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pas les organes indiqu^s pour mener des 6tudes dans ce domaine. Con- 
form^ment & la suggestion faite par I’auteur, elle d^cida de proposer & 
I’Assembl^e G6n6rale de prier le Bureau de I’lnstitut de se mettre en 
rapport avec les organisations de Bondage de Topinion publique sur 
la possibility et le mode de coopyration dans les recherches de cette 
nature. 

La seconde ryunion de la section fut entierement consacrye au sondage 
de I’opinion publique; c’ytait la premifere fois que cette matifere figurait 
k I’oidre du jour d’une session de I’lnstitut. Le sondage de I’opinion 
publique est un nouveau domaine de lecherche qui se dyveloppe rapide- 
ment et pour lequel un nom plus exact serait a sa place: la mythode 
consistant k interviewer le public a non seulement pour but de connaitre 
Topinion des individus mais encore leur mode de vie, leurs coutumes, 
leurs besoins. 

M. Idenburg ytait d’avis que des rapports qui ont ety distribues avant 
la session ne devaient pas etre lus integralement aux syances. L’ennui 
ytant, comme Ta dit Kierkegaard, k Torigine de tout mal, de tels rapports 
devraient etre presentys sous la forme d’une breve rycapitulation des 
points principaux. La procydure consistant k inviter par avance des 
personnes compytentes k participer aux discussions, s’est montree trfes 
efficace et a grandement contribuy k elever le niveau des discussions. 

L’Assembiye Genyrale approuva les conclusions de la section des statis- 
tiques sociales. 

Rapports adrriinistratljs. 

L’on passa ensuite au Kapport du Directeur de TOffice Permanent 
et au Rapport du Trysorier pour la periode du ler juillet 1936 au 30 juin

nommes par TAssemblee Genyrale le 8 septembre 1947, nous avons pro- 
cyde k Texamen d’un rapport sur les comptes de Tlnstitut relatifs k la 
pyriode 1938/39 4 1945/46, signy par MM. E. W. van Dam van Isselt, 
J. Tinbergen et E. Lesoir. 

La vyrification des comptes a yty approfondie et minutieuse. Dans la 
mesure oti nous pouvions disposer des donnyes, nous certifions 1 exacti¬ 
tude des conclusions. Nous proposons k 1*Assembly Gynyrale d’exprimer 
son appryoiation et ses remerciements sincires au Directeur de I’Office 
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Permanent des soins qu’il a pris pour g^rer les affaires finanoi^res de 
rOffice Permanent”. 

Le rapport des v6rificateurs fut approuv^ ainsi que le Rapport du 
Directeur de TOffice Permanent sur la p^riode 1938-1947.^ 

Le rapport du Tr4soiier sur la p6riode 1938-1939* a 6t6 communique 
k titre d’information mais n’a pu etre Tobjet d'une decision. Les derniers 
renseignenients relatifs k la situation financifere de Tlnstitut ont ete 
fournis par M. Bowley dans une lettre datee le 22 aout 1947 dontle presi¬ 
dent donna lecture: 

‘‘Estimant qu’il importait que le Bureau de Tlnstitut International 
de Statistique ait connaissance de sa position financiere, j'ai demande k 
la Martin’s Bank un relev e de compte. Ce dernier se prescnte comme 
suit:

L’interet eat soumis a la taxe sur le revenu; celle-ci n’a pas ete payee 
depuis le decfes de Lord Stamp. Le montant k payer est probablement 
environ £250”.

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M. Idenburg proposa d*61ire le president sortant, M. W. Willcox, 
President honoraire de Tlnstitut. Cette proposition fut adopt6e par 
acclamations. . 

M. Willcox remercia les membres presents de Thonneur qui lui est 
conf6r6. II Gompara les deux sessions tenues aux Etats-Unis par I’lnsti- 
tut: k Chicago en 1893, la premiere session k laquelle il ait pris part, et k 
Washington en 1947. T1 exprima Tespoir que la p^riode nouvelle qui 
s’ouvrait it Tlnstitut soit plus prospfere que la p6riode 6coul6e, de memo 
que cette dernifere avait 6t6 plus prospfere que les Congrfes Intelnationaux 
de Statistique tenus avant la cr6ation de I’Institut. 

M. Rice accepta la pr6sidence et pronon 9 a le discours saivant: 

“M. le President Willcox, chers Collfegues, vous m’avez conf6r4 un 
honneur que je considfere comme le plus grand honneur de ma vie. Les 
mots me manquent pour donner expression it ma reconnaissance. Je me 
rends toutelbis parfaitement compte des raisons, du moins les legitimes 
raisons, auxquelles je dois Thonneur qui m’6choit. C’est avec un senti¬ 
ment it la foia de fiert6 et de modestie que jo Taccepte. 

Je pourrais interpreter votre raison de m’eiire president cn disant 
que vous me confiez cet honneur parce que Tlnstitut n’est plus simple- 
ment une organisation de caractfere honorifique. II est devenuune orga¬ 
nisation dont raccomplissement de ses Uches necessitera une reorganisa¬ 
tion de son activite et de son programme.

Vous basant sur de longs, fidfeles et excellents merites envers I’lnsti- 
tut, vous auriez certainement 6hi mon ami, collogue et mentor distingu^, 
le Professeur Willcox, dont I’age ne permet pas de continuer des fonctions 
qui seront probablement trfes lourdes. C’est le Professeur Willcox 
qui m’a introduit dans I’lnstitut, et dans sa th^oiic sur les tftches et le 
rdle de I’lnstitut.

Toutefois, 
il ne pouvait pas faire une invitation formelle, n’ayant pas discut6 la 
question avec son gouvernement ni avec ses collfegues. 

Le President d^clara que M. Mahalanobis avait inform^ le Bureau de la 
possibility que le Gouvernement de Tlnde envoie une invitation k Tlns- 
titut de tenir une de ses prochaines sessions dans Tlnde. 

II exprima rappr6ciation de TAssembiye pour les dydarations faites 
et conolut que pour le moment une dycision ne pouvait etre prise et que, 
conformyment aux Statuts, la question du choix du lieu et de la date de 
la prochaine session devait done etre laissye k la dycision du Bureau. 

Affaires diverses,

Tadresse du Gouvernement americain pour Thospitality qu’il avait bien 
voulu accorder et pour les excellents arrangements qu’il avait pris. 

M. Rueff proposa de voter de cordiaux remerciements an Comity d’Orga- 
nisation et en particulier a son prysident, M. Rice, pour I’importante 
part qu’ils avaient prise k Torganisation de la Session, laquelle a yt6 
un si grand succys. 

Les deux propositions furent adoptyes par acclamations.

Pendant I’ann^e, j*ai re 9 u 180 6otisations annuelles ainsi que le com¬ 
plement d’une cotisation k vie. 69 des cotisations annuelles proviennent 
de membres qui etaient en retard dans le versement de leurs cotisations 
au debut de Texercice; 107 etaient dues durant Texercice, et 4 pour I’annee

RAPPORT DU DIRECTEUR 
DE L'OFFIGE PERMANENT DE LTNSTITUT 
INTERNATIONAL DE STATISTIQUE, LA HAYE 

1 JUILLET 1938 - 30 JUIN 1947 

“ Vous ne serez point 4tonn4s si je vous dis que votrc Secretaire General 
est trfes heureux, apr^s un intervalle de tant d’ann^es depuis Tinterruption 
de nos reunions p^riodiques, de pouvoir de nouveau presenter son rapport 
k rAssembl6e G^n^rale de I’lnstitut International de Statistique.'" 

C’est par ces mots que debutait mon rapport ^ la Session de Bruxelles 
en 1923, mon premier rapport en quality de Directeur de TOffice Perma¬ 
nent. Et c’est dans les memes termes que je puis commencer le present 
rapport, qui sera mon dernier. 

Les conflits mondiaux se suivent avec une rapidite suffisante pour 
que Ic Secretaire General d’une organisation internationale acquiere de 
Texperience en maticre d’administration de son institution pendant 
une periode de guerre. Mais ce qui rendit, au cours de la dernifere con¬ 
flagration, la situation plus difficile pour TOffice Permanent, fut la cir- 
constance que cette fois-ci mon pays fut directement engage dans le 
conflit, tandis que les Pays-Bas etaient neutres pendant la premiere 
guerre mondiale. Bien que tout le possible fut fait pour entretenir 
le contact avec nos membres et nos autres corrcspondants a Tetranger, 
les possibilites diminuerent de plus en plus et, pendant Thiver 1944-45 
—si terrible pour mon pays—toutes communications avec Texterieur 
furent compietement interrompues. 

L’on s’est efforce d’obvier aussi longtemps que possible k Tinevitable 
recul et tant apres la Session de Prague, si prematuremcnt interrompue 
parlepr61udedelaguerie, que dans les premiers temps aprfesle commence¬ 
ment du conflit, Tactivite de TOffice Permanent a atteint des i)roportions 
dont on peut se r6jouir.

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ad 1). D4j& avant la parution de la nouvelle Edition de 
des plans existaient en vue de donner k cette publication la forme d’un 
annuaire d4mogiaphique international dont la premiere Edition aurait 
paru en 1940 ou 1941. Les circonstances emp6ch8rent leur realisation; 
toutefois pendant la guerre^ I’Office Permanent d^veloppa les plans dans 
tons leuTs details, en consultation avec la Commission permanente 
des statistiqnes demographiques, et en paiticulier avec son president, 
notre si regrette collfegue Michel Huber. Aprfes la guerre, des question¬ 
naires ont ete envoyes aux divers pays afin de pouvoir publier le plus vite 
possible un aper9u des donnees demographiques les plus importantes 
a 3 ^ant trait aux ann^es de guerre. II d^pendra des circonstances si la 
publication du materiel rassembie sera faite, ou non, par 1 ’Office Perma¬ 
nent lui-mSme.

mort en 1941. 

ad 3). Cet o^vrage contient la cinquifeme revision d6cennale de la 
“classification BertUlon”, efFectu^e par la Conference Internationale 
de Paris du 3 au 7 ootobre 1938. La conference a convoqu^e par le 
Gouvernement fran9ais et prepar^e par une Commission mixte de TOr- 
ganisation d’Hygifene de la Soci6t6 des Nations et de Tlnstitut Inter¬ 
national de Statistique. L’ouvrage a ^te public avec le concours du 
Minist^re des Affaires Etrangferes de la R^publique fran 9 aise. 

La “Re\ue”-—un des plus grands soucis de TOffice Permanent pen¬ 
dant la guerre—et le “Bulletin” sont, en fait, des publications de Tlnsti- 
tut et non de TOffice Pettnanent; je renvoio done, en ce qui les conceme, 
au rapport du President. 

Le ler mai 1940, le sous-directeur de TOffice Permanent, le Jhr. van 
Buttingha Wichers, a ^chang4 ses fonctions pour celles de chef de la Divi¬ 
sion d^mographiqne du Bureau Central de Statistique des Pays-Bas. 
Bien que je me r6jouisse pour M. Wichers qu’il puisse ainsi se consacrer 
entiferement k la statistique d^mographique—domaine qui a toujours 
4t6 Tobjet de son int4ret particulier—j’ai regrett^ vivement de me voir 
priv6 d’un collaborateur d4vou4 chez qui se trouvaient barmonieusement 
r6unies toutes les qualit6s requises pour Tadministration d’une oiganisa- 
tion internationale. Je suis certain de parler au nom de tous nos membres 
en le remerciant ici de tout ce qu’il a fait pour Tlnstitut. Ses activit4s 
qnt 6t6 revises par le Secr4taire-statisticien Goudswaard, qu’il avait 
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initio peraonnellement aux secrets du m6tier. A dater du ler Janvier 
1946, le titre de sous-directeur a 6t6 conf4r6 h M. Goudswaard. 

Pendant la guerre, le Bureau d^oida de nommer le Directeur G4n4ral 
de la Statistique des Pays-Bas, M. Idenbuig, Directeur suppliant de 
rOiiice Permanent: sa tdche auralt consists d* me remplacer, le 
cas 6ch6ant, comme Directeur de TOffice Permanent et Secretaire 
General. Les Statuts de Tlnstitut ne prevoyaient pas, en effet, 
comment il faudrait pourvoir k une vacance dans le Bureau entre 
deux sessions, et vu les circonstances particulieres du moment il etait 
desirable que ce point fut regie avant une rupture totale des relations 
postales. 11 n’a toutefois pas ete necessaire que M. Idenburg exerce 
ces fonotions et, aprfes la guerre, lorsque le Bureau fut de nouveau 
k mSme de prendre, k court deiai, des mesures d’urgence, il resigna ces 
fonctions. 

Fin 1943, le Bureau Central de Statistique des Pays Bas dut evacuer 
le b&timent qu’il occupait Oostduinlaan et oil 6tait ^galement ^tabli 
rOffice Permanent, les autorit^s d’occupation ayant decide de transformer 
cette partie de la ville en une zone strat^gique de defense. Le Bureau 
Central de Statistique se transporta dans un village voisin de La Haye, 
avec la bibliothfeque ej les archives de TOffice Permanent. Le Bureau 
de rOffice Permanent put s’installer provisoirement au Palais de la Paix. 
Je tiens k remercier ici la Fondation Carnegie de Thospitalit^ qu’elle a 
bien voulu nous accoider en la circonstance. Au d6but de 1946, I’Office 
Permanent s’installa a I’adresse actuelle, 26 Lange Houtstraat, La Haye, 
dans une d6pendance du Bureau Central de Statistique. Ce Bureau 
espfere pouvoir, vers la fin de cette ann4e ou le commencement de 1948 
r4occuper son ancien batiment Oostduinlaan; le Directeur G^n^ral a 
A4i]k donn6 Tassurance que TOffice Permanent y jouira de nouveau de 
rhospitalit^. 

A ce sujet, il me faut mentionner que, peu aprfes le commencement 
de la guerre, deux pays, TEspagne et les Etats-Unis d’Am^rique, ont 
offert I’hospitalit^ k TOffice Permanent pendant la guerre, si la n6cessit4 
s’en pr6sentait. Bien que grandement reconnaissant de cette aide si spon- 
tan6ment propos6e, le Bureau de Tlnstitut estima que, dans les circons¬ 
tances du moment il 6tait pr6f6rable que I’Office Permanent ne soit pas 
transfSr^ dans un autre pays, dans la confiance que Ton r^ussirait aussi 
it La Haye 4 conduire TOffice Permanent k travers les 6cueils de la 
guerre. Je crois pouvoir constater que I’Ofiice Permanent n’a pas 
sombr4 dans la tourmerite et qu’il peut 6tre consid4r4 k mSme de continuer 
d’exercer ses activit^a, aussi dans le cas oh la t&che lui confine par 
rinstitut International de Statistique devrait en partie changer de 
oaractfere. 
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Les finances de I’Office Permanent n’ont pas manqu^ d’etre influences 
par les circonstances. Par suite de la rupture successive des communi¬ 
cations avec les divers pays, le nombre des subventions de gouvemements 
alia eu diminuant; la compression des d6penses permit, toutefois, de main- 
tenir T^quilibre, comme le font voir les aper 9 us financiers ci-joints.^ Le 
soldo du compte d’exploitation s'^levait avant la guerre (30 juin 1939) et 
apre la guerre (30 juin 1945) ^ fl. 18,100 et fl. 20,500 respectivement. 
Aux memes dates, le capital s'61evait k fl. 183,300 et fl. 195,400 
^respectivement. 

Aprfes une interruption de paiement de subventions, ce n’est en g4n6ral 
pas sans certaines difficult^s qu’une reprise peut etre obtenue. A cet 
^ard la situation peut toutefois etre qualifi^e de satisfaisante; nombre 
de pays ont d4jji recommence leurs versements et Ton peut avoir con- 
fiance que, dans un terme pas tr^s eloign^, la situation anterieure sera 
retablie, du moins nominalement. La hausse universelle des prix a rendu, 
bien entendu, Texploitation plus cofiteuse, et il faudra trouver des voies 
et moyens nouveaux pour faire remonter k leur niveau d’autrefois les 
revenus reels de POffice Permanent. 

Comme je Tai dej^i dit, ceci est mon dernier rapport de Directeur de 
rOffice Permanent et de Secretaire General. Dej&. avant la guerre, je 
m’etais propose de ne plus poser ma candidature k la prochaine session 
de 1940, car, en raison de mon 4ge, j'estimais devoir faire place aux 
plus jeunes. Par la force des evenements, mes fonctions se sont 
prolongees de plusieurs annees, et non des plus faciles. 

L’Institut International de Statistique occupe une grande place dans 
ma vie; pendant 36 annees j’ai ete Secretaire Gen6ral, et, depuis sa crea¬ 
tion en 1913 aussi Directeur de I’Office Permanent. Je me suis acquite 
de ma t&che de tout mon coeur et je suis heureux d’avoii pu jouir durant 
de si longues annees de la confiance de mes collfegues dans tous les pays 
du monde. 

Durant ma carriere, la statistique est devenue, d'un passe-temps prati¬ 
que par quelques-uns qu’elle etait, un collfegue indispensable et tr^s 
estim6 tant parmi les administrations gouvemementales que dans le monde 
scientifique. Le contact international pratique au sein de Tlnstitut Inter¬ 
national de Statistique a, sans doute, contribue k cet enorme progres. 
Et maintenant Tlnstitut International de Statistique voit s’ouvrir devant 
lui une ere nouvelle. Paisse-t-il aussi dans cette nouvelle peiiode lester

INTER AMERICAN STATISTICAL INSTITUTE: 
SUMMARY REVIEW OF THE BUSINESS MEETINGS 
OF THE FIRST SESSION 

Seven years and. four months intervened between the birth of the 
Inter American Statistical Institute in Washington, May 12, 1940, 
and the First Session of the Institute, held in the same city, September 
6—18, 1947. On the first of these dates 16 members of the International 
Statistical Institute from Argentina, Canada, Mexico and the United 
States, most of them delegates to the Eighth American Scientific 
Congress, met to organize a new fellowship among statisticitos in the 
Western Hemisphere. 

The moment of the Institute’s birth was one of breathless suspense 
in world affairs. Nazi armies were irresistably pouring toward Paris. 
No one present that Sunday morning in Washington’s Cosmos Club, 
famed center of the capital’s scientific and intellectual life, could fail 
to wonder whether the responsibility for preserving civilization might 
not be passing from the old world to the new; whether, in fact, some of 
the responsibility might not be present in that very room. Such terri¬ 
fying suspicions added solemnity to the memorable occasion. 

These two "‘firsts” in the life of the Inter American Statistical Insti¬ 
tute would have been anomalous in their wide separation of 88 months, 
were it not for the abnormality of the times. During this period the 
membership was extended, statutes were adopted, officers elected, and 
other firm foundations of a successful organization laid. Imposing pro¬ 
jects were launched and evidences accumulated that the institute was 
making itself felt in many parts of the western world. But years went 
by without an opportunity for the members of the Institute to meet 
together as a group, become conscious of each other’s identity and of 
common interests, and become a part of the organization. 

This opportunity finally came through the International Statistical 
Conferences of which the Institute’s First Session was a part. The 
enthusiastic advantage taken of the opportunity by statisticians through- 

ut the Western Hemisphere testified to the utilities that the Institute 
..lad created and vindicated the hopes of its founders. It appeared that 
the name "TASI” (if similarly pronounced in English it would be spelled 
‘'Yassi”) was widely and affectionately known as an instrument of 
^ 4igQity. and usefulness. Among the 624 participants in the Conferences

as a whole were representatives of every one of the 22 American na¬ 
tions, including Canada. Many non-Americans were among the 268 
delegates who were recorded as participating in lASI’s meetings. 
Since its entire constituent, or elected membership numbered but 78, 
to which might be added some 40 members ex officio, it is clear that 
the occasion was truly, as it was sometimes called, an inter-American 
as well as a World Statistical Congress. 

It is not the purpose here to itemize the Institute’s achievements, its 
occasional abortive undertakings, its perplexities, plans, and hopes for 
the future. These were vigorously discussed at the First Session and are 
elsewhere described. The immediate aim is rather to summarize the 
Institute business transacted by the General Assembly of Institute 
members, as distinct from non-member participants in the general 
program. The General Assembly was convened on September 9 and 
again on September 18. 

The business meetings on these days were facilitated by the fact that 
many of the Institute’s leading personnel had worked together almost 
continuously for seven days, September 2-8, in the First Session of the 
Institute’s inter-governmental technical Committee on the 1950 Census 
of the Americas. The Committee met again on September 16. Its 
proceedings and decisions will serve as a handbook for the officials in all 
of the cooperating governments who will be directly responsible for 
the census itself. These Committee proceedings will be separately 
published for the IASI by the Instituto Brasileiro de Geografia e Esta- 
tistica.^ 

Also preliminary to the General Assembly was the Third Session of the 
Institute’s Executive Committee, meeting on the morning and after¬ 
noon of September 7.* 

The complete and official record of the General Assembly appears in 
Volume IV of the present Proceedings. The principal actions may be 
conveniently summarized under five headings: 

1. Report of the Executive Committee: In its concise, two page 
Report, the Committee’s review of the activities of the Institute from 
its inception led to the conclusion that drastic readjustments in the 
Institute’s program were necessary. Two factors were primarily res¬ 
ponsible: the development of statistical functions and secretariats

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by the United Nations and its ''specialized agencies”; and the pressure 
on a fixed budget from rising costs and greater demands for informa¬ 
tional and other services. It was reported that unless additional funds 
became available in the coming fiscal year, 1948-49, the Institute’s 
program would have to be reduced approximately one-third below 
that of 1947-48. Financial commitments had been reduced and dupli¬ 
cation of work eliminated by an agreement to turn over the partially 
completed materials for the Inter American Statistical Yearbook to the 
Statistical Office of the United Nations for use in connection with the 
latter’s proposed Statistical Yearbook. 

The Committee’s justification for the transfer of lASI’s yearbook to 
the United Nations was challenged in a spirited discussion. In a further 
detailed report by the Secretary-General it was pointed out that the 
original purpose of the Yearbook was not so much to assure a conve¬ 
nient summary of information as to provide a tool for the improvement 
of statistical methodology in the American nations and to stimulate them 
to fill gaps in their national data. These primary objectives could still 
be realized by IASI through the promotion of "national focal points” 
for internationally required information, and through assistance to 
national governments in organizing their statistical systems to supply 
this information most efficiently. The transfer and the reasons for it 
were thereupon approved. 

The Executive Committee’s analysis of the Institute’s finances found 
a response in resolutions proposed by the Committee on Financial As¬ 
pects of the IASI, of which Sr. Alfonso Palacio Rudas, Controller Gene¬ 
ral of Colombia, was chairman. As finally adopted, these recommended 
an increase from 20 to 50 cents (U.S.) per 1000 inhabitants in the annual 
dues to be currently assessed against governmental members of IASI;® 
and solicited further extraordinary contributions of 26 cents (U.S.) on 
the same basis for each of three years to support the program of the 
Committee on the 1950 Census of the Americas. 

2. Officers, committees, and resolutions: The Institute’s Executive Com¬ 
mittee consists of its five elected officers. No change had occurred in its 
composition since the first election of officers in 1943 and three of its 
members insisted upon laying down their responsibilities. The others 
were urged to remain in order to preserve executive continuity. The 
following panel of officers presented by the Nominating Committee was 
unanimously elected: Ramon Beteta, Secretary of Finance, Mexico, 
president; Stuart A. Rice, Assistant Director of the Budget in Charge 
of Statistical Standards, United States, first vice president; Carlos Lleras

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Restrepo, formerly Minister of Finance, Colombia, second vice president; 
Roberto Vergara, attorney, Corporation for the Development of Produc¬ 
tion of Chile, third vice president; and Manuel Perez Guerrero, Minister 
of Finance, Venezuela, treasurer. 

M. A. Teixeira de Freitas, Brazil, retiring president, was unanimously 
elected as the Institute’s first Honorary President. 

Of the various ad hoc committees appointed for the duration of the 
session only, undoubtedly the most important was the five-member Com¬ 
mittee on Resolutions headed by Sr. Eduardo Santos Rubio of Colombia. 
The forty resolutions adopted upon its recommendation will provide 
guidance to the officers of the Institute for many months to come. Two 
of the 40, already mentioned, pertain to the Institute's income; one to 
affiliation by Central Banks, 16 to the 1950 Census of the Americas, 10 
to the teaching of statistics and 14 to a variety of technical and adminis¬ 
trative topics.^ 

The standing Committee on the Inter American Statistical Yearbook 
was terminated, but changes in the character or composition of other 
standing committees were referred to the new Executive Committee of 
the Institute. 

3. IASr8 International Relations: The proposal for affiliation of IASI 
with the Pan American Union, approved by the Executive Committee 
in January 1946 and subsequently transmitted to the Governing Board 
of the PAU, was reviewed and discussed. There was unanimity of 
opinion as to the desirability and appropriateness of affiliation. It was 
recognized that no definitive action could be taken by either party to 
the arrangement until certain broad principles of relationship among 
international organizations should be defined at the Ninth International 
Conference of American States in BogotA in the spring of 1948. Never¬ 
theless, it was felt to be essential for IASI that its position under any 
affiliation with PAU should be safeguarded by. three principles: 

(a) The affiliation should result in broadening the usefulness of IASI 
by strengthening its technical and promotional programs. 

(b) The financial relationships with PAU should be such as to permit 
the strengthening of these programs. 

(c) Affiliation should leave IASI free to define its own relations with 
other scientific organizations having common statistical objectives. 

National statistical offices are already closely linked to the Institute 
through automatic ex officio representation and other devices. The 
proposed affiliation with the PAU would bring closer relations with other

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regional organizations of the inter-American system. The disposition 
of the IASI to “cooperate with national and. international organizations, 
especially with the International Statistical Institute, in advancing the 
science and administration of statistics”—a basic provision of its statutes 
—was implicit throughout the meetings. 

4. Proposed Amendments to Statutes*,^ Changes in the Institute’s 
organic law were recommended by the outgoing Executive Committee, 
reflecting its matured judgement concerning weaknesses in the instrument 
with which lASI’s life had begun. In general the changes were to eli¬ 
minate ambiguities or to correct provisions which had proved impossielb 
or difficult to administer. Discussion of these recommendations by the 
General Assembly resulted in various alterations of the amendments 
to be subsequently submitted to a mail vote of the members. 

The major changes recommended by the Executive Committee, first, 
reflected a recognition of the great value of the ex officio membersjof IASI 
and provided for a broadening of their rights in the organization; second, 
took account of the difficulties of travel and distance in efficient admi¬ 
nistration, and provided a consequent emphasis on mail balloting and 
the delegation of somewhat broader authorities to the Executive 
Committee. 

Specific modifications in the proposed amendments arising from dis¬ 
cussion in the First General Assembly provided: 

(a) That the official seat of the Institute should be fixed in Washing¬ 
ton, D. C.,* unless emergency circumstances might require its tempo¬ 
rary transfer elsewhere, in which case the Executive Committee would 
have authority to take appropriate action. 

(b) That the maximum rate for dues which might be assessed against 
adhering governments should be raised to $1.00 per 1,000 population. 

(c) That minimum dues for Central Banks should be |200 per annum, 
leaving to the discretion of the Executive Committee determination pf 
a graduated scale for such organizations. 

5. Other business: Nominations for new constituent members were 
invited in accordance with the Statutes, forms having been made available 
throughout the Session so as to facilitate nominations. Further nomi» 
nations would be solicited by mail from all constituent members, a mail 
ballot would then be taken and the count completed no later than March 
18, 1948.

Conclusion 

The problems of life are numerous for the Inter American Statistical 
Institute, a scientific organization having an ambitious program but 
receiving only limited support from governments, whose members come 
from nations extending almost literally from pole to pole. Organized 
at a time when the needs for its services were most apparent, but when 
opportunities for consultation among its officers and members were at a 
minimum, the Institute’s leaders were frequently compelled to take 
actions for which they had inadequate formal sanction within their 
organization. They could often wonder if there were an organization 
apart from themselves. 

Such doubts were resolved by the lively interchanges at the Institute’s 
First Session. The organization there came alive, with the vigorous 
exhuberance of youth. Its members, and the non-members who parti¬ 
cipated in its work, exhibited energy, intelligence, enthusiasm, tested 
capacities for leadership, and a keen zest for their profession. They 
took a possessive pride in their Institute and showed eagerness to parti¬ 
cipate in its affairs. 



MINUTES OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE 
INTERNATIONAL UNION FOR THE SCIENTIFIC 
STUDY OF POPULATION 

(Meetings held in Washington on 6 and 11 September 1947) 

Meeting of 6 September, at 2:00 p.m. 

Chairman: A. Landry, President of the Union 

The Chairman recalled the work done by the limited meeting of 
delegates of National Committees of the Union which took place in 
Paris, in May 1947, and which decided to propose the reorganization 
of the Union, and to hold a Meeting of the General Assembly in Washing¬ 
ton. He then read his report on the activities of the Union since 1937. 

Mr. Mauco, Secretary General and Treasurer, read his report on the 
administrative and financial management of the Union. 

General discussion was opened on the reorganization of the Union. 
Participants in this discussion were Messrs. Fairchild, Lorimer, Livi, 
Thompson, Goudsvnard, Szulc, Ta Chen. The Assembly decided that 
it was desirable to reorganize the International Union, and to revise 
its statutes. In addition it was decided to create a Committee res¬ 
ponsible for working out definite proposals on the various questions 
which would be submitted to the General Assembly. 

The Assembly appointed twelve of its members to serve on this Com¬ 
mittee, viz. Messrs. Landry (France), Livi (Italy), Thompson (United 
States), Mauco (France) (members of the outgoing Bureau); Messrs. 
Area Parro (Peru), Fairchild (United States), Goudsnaard (Netherlands), 
Glass (United Kingdom), Lorimer (United States), Mahalanohis (India), 
Szulc (Poland), Ta Chen (China). 

With regard to the Statutes, the Committee was instructed to use as 
a working document the draft Statutes, which were drawn up by Messrs. 
Landry and Mauco, on the basis of the decisions of the limited meeting 
held in Paris in May 1947. 

The Committee was also entrusted with the preparation of proposals 
for the composition of the General Assembly of 11 September, and with 
drawing up the agenda for this assembly.^ 

The meeting was adjourned at 5 p.m. 

> The Committee worked strenuously and in a spirit of mutual understanding and 
harmony, meeting daily fj^om 0 to II September, 
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Meeting of 11 September 

Chairman: A. Landry 

The Chairman read a list of persons nominated by the Committee 
to have the right of voting at the General Assembly. This list contained 
147 persons belonging to 32 countries. It was decided that the same 
persons would be the first members of the reorganized Union. 

The Assembly approved M. Landry'& report on the activities of the 
Union since 1937, as well that of M. Mauco on the administrative and 
financial management, reports which had been submitted at the meeting 
of 6 September. 

The Chairman read the proposed statutes presented by the Committee 
on the basis of the draft prepared by Messrs. Larvdry and Mattco, 
After a discussion participated in by Mrs. Adamowicz (Poland), Messrs. 
Fairchild (United States), Lorimer (United States), Vincent (France), 
Depoid (France), Notesiein (United States), Makalanohia (India), Mrs. 
Taeuber (United States), Messrs. Landry (France), Whelpton (United 
States), Lotka (United States), Livi (Italy), Thompson (United States), 
Winkler (Austria), Mauco (France), the following amendments were 
made: 

Article 1.—^Insertion of the following phrase: “The International 
Union for the scientific study of population problems shall henceforth 
be named the ‘International Union for the Scientific Study of Popu¬ 
lation’.” 

Article 2.—^The phrase: “excluding the field of demographic policy” 
is to be omitted. 

Article 5.—^The phrase: “with the exception of members working in 
international organizations” is to be omitted. 

Article 7.—^To be added: “In case the country should count fewer 
than 3 members, one of the sponsors must be a member of the Executive 
Council”. 

Article 10.—^To provide for 7 Vice-Presidents, instead of 6, and alter 
the 2nd paragraph to read as follows: “The Council shall provide a 
reasonable lapse of time between the posting of the list prepared by the 
Nominating Committee and the presentation of any other candidates”. 
Article 18.—To be added: “On 31 December of the preceding year”. 
Article 19.—To reduce to 10 the number of sponsors required for a 
proposal to amend; they shall belong to two different countries (instead 
of three). 

Article 20.—“Nation” is to be replaced by “political unit”, ^nd the 
Organization of the United Nations is to be mentioned. 
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The text of the Statutes thus having been modified in French, it 
was decided that an English translation should be prepared later by 
the American and British delegates. It was also unanimously decided 
that the French text shall be the definitive text. 

The Assembly further decided to elect the new Executive Council. 
They entrusted a Committee composed of Messrs. Thompson, Oouds- 
waard, Lorirmr, Szulc, Livi and Rivet with the task of nomination. ’The 
Assembly unanimously elected: 

President, Mr. Landry (France); Vice-Presidents, Messrs. Area Parro' 
(Peru), Boldrini (Italy), Ta Chen (China), Class (United Kingdom), 
Hersch (Switzerland), Lotka (United States), Szulc (Poland); Secretary 
General and Treasurer, Mr. Mauco (France). 

Finally the Assembly decided that the Executive Council 

1) submit the revised Statutes to a vote of all members; 

2) proceed as soon as possible to election of new members; 

3) study the possibility of the affiliation of the Union with the Inter¬ 
national Council of Scientific Unions; 

4) fix the place and the date of the next International Population 
Congress; 

5) fix the seat of the Union.

INTERNATIONAL ASSOCIATION FOR RESEARCH 
IN INCOME AND WEALTH: 
PROCEEDINGS OF ORGANIZING MEETINGS 

For several years past the more active members of the United States 
Conference on Research in Income and Wealth have realized that the 
solution to many important problems in the field could be sought most 
effectively by the close cooperation of those most familiar with the in¬ 
come and wealth statistics in the various countries. These members 
of the U. S. Conference utilized the occasion of the International Statis¬ 
tical Conferences held in Washington in September 1947 to invite those 
who have worked actively in the field of income and wealth estimates 
to participate in discussions on the desirability and feasibility of orga¬ 
nizing an international association. 

To focus the discussion, a tentative agenda had been circulated during 
the summer of 1947 dealing with proposed functions, organization, and 
operation of the association. On September 10, 1947, fifty-eight per¬ 
sons from twenty-four different countries, who have worked actively 
in the field of income and wealth estimates, met under the chairman¬ 
ship of Simon Kuznets to discuss this agenda. 

The consensus of the discussion, which elicited comments from many 
members of the group, was that an acute need existed for some organi¬ 
zation such as the one proposed. Such an organization would serve to 
bring the scholars in the field together; to develop greater familiarity on 
the part of members with work in other countries; and to provide a conti¬ 
nuous stimulus to the solution of ever present problems of definition 
and analysis and to the formulation of new approaches. The wide¬ 
spread use of national income and wealth measures in government policy 
and economic planning, on both intra- and international scales, was cited 
as an additional reason for the existence of the association. In this 
connection a representative of the United Nations pointed out that no 
duplication would be involved between the activities of the proposed 
association and the work of the Statistical Office of the United Nations; 
on the contrary, it was stated that the existence of the association would 
facilitate the work of the U. N. in making accessible a group of scholars 
to be called upon for expert advice, while the current work of the U. N. 
would provide further materials for analytical work on the part of the 
Association. 

In yiew of the wide agreement among the members, the chairman was 
instructed to appoint a [^committee to prepare a statement on the 
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functions of the association and on the proposed structure of organiza¬ 
tion which would form the subject of discussion at a second organiza¬ 
tion meeting. 

The second meeting, held on September 15, 1947, with Morris A. Cope¬ 
land presiding, was devoted largely to a point-by-point discussion of 
the resolutions proposed by the interim committee. After several revi¬ 
sions of the committee draft, the resolutions were passed and adopted 
by the group.'i 

It was also decided by the second meeting that close affiliation with 
International Statistical Institute was desirable; but the question of 
affiliation or of functioning as a Department of the ISI could not be 
answered pending the reorganization of the ISI and some experience with 
it under the newly proposed postwar constitution. It was felt that, in 
view of the need for the Association, it had better be established directly 
as an independent body. This action would not preclude the possibi¬ 
lity either of affiliation or even of becoming a Department in the ISI, 
if this seemed to be the most satisfactory way of achieving the program 
of the Association. 

The meeting proceeded to elect seven members of the Council as pre¬ 
scribed by the resolutions adopted. Of twenty nominees, the following 
candidates were elected: Colin Clark, J. B. D. Derksen, Milton Gilbert, 
Simon Kuznets, V. K. R. V. Rao, Richard Stone, and J. Tinbergen. Simon 
Kuznets became chairman as the candidate who received the highest 
score in the additive preferential ballot used. 

The Council met to elect two additional members, Messrs. Erik Lund- 
berg of Sweden and Francois Perroux of France, in accordance with the 
resolutions adopted. Because of the geographic dispersion of Council 
members, a three-man executive committee was established consisting 
of J. B. D. Derksen, Milton Gilbert and Simon Kuznets, all of whom reside 
along the eastern seaboard of the United States. The Council before 
its departure from Washington agreed on the basis and method of 
selecting membership and to prepare for a full meeting of the Associa¬ 
tion in 1948 or 1949. 

The Executive Committee has issued invitations of membership, 
organized a small part-time secretariat, prepared a draft of by-laws, and 
initiated the compilation of an international annotated bibliography 
based on reports by correspondents. The latter project consists of a 
quarterly bibliography beginning with the first calendar quarter of 1948 
and an extended bibliography covering a minimum of eleven years pre¬ 
ceding 1948. Plans are also actively under way for holding a full meet¬ 
ing of the Association in the Summer of 1949. 

* The text of these resolutions follows this statement** 
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Resolutions Adopted September ISy 1947 

1. In view of the desirability of furthering research in the general 
field of national income and wealth, the participants at the meeting at 
the Wardman Park Hotel, Washington, D.C., U.S.A., on September 
16, 1947, resolve to form an International Association to promote this 
end. The Association shall be known provisionally as the “Interna.-; 
tional Association for Research in Income and Wealth.’* 

2. The fields of interest of the Association shall be the definition and 
measurement of national income and wealth, social accounting and its 
use in economic budgeting, international comparisons and aggregations 
of national income and wealth, and related matters. 

3. The Association will further research in the fields of interest to 
the Association by bringing scholars in the field into closer contact with 
one another, by the circulation of documents and bibliographical mate¬ 
rial, by the arrangement of conferences of scholars from time to time, 
by cooperation with other professional organizations, and by other ap¬ 
propriate means. 

4. The Association shall be a working body whose membership is 
restricted to scholars actively engaged in the fields of interest to the 
Association, each member participating in his individual capacity. 

6. The governing body of the Association shall be a council of a chair¬ 
man and eight members. 

6. The first council shall be elected by additive preferential ballot, 
seven at this meeting and two further members chosen by the elected 
seven. The temporary chairman of the council shall be the elected 
member receiving the largest vote. At the first meeting, the council 
shall elect its own chairman. The membership of the council shall come 
up for reconsideration not later than at the first conference of the Asso¬ 
ciation. 

.7. In order to establish the Association on a working basis, the coun-» 
cil shall have the following immediate duties: 

a. To constitute a list of scholars whom it will invite to become char¬ 
ter members of the Association. Attendance at this meeting shall not 
be a requisite for charter membership. 

b. To draw up and submit to members for their approval a set of 
rules to govern the operation and membership of the Association, in¬ 
cluding the composition of the council. 

c. To make arrangements for a suitable secretariat. Among its 
duties, the secretariat shall, so far as conditions permit, maintain a 
bibliographical service, circulate documents among members, issue the 
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proceedings of meetings;' and keep the members informed about work 
in progress and news items of interest to the members. 

d. To make plans and arrangements for the first meeting of the Asso¬ 
ciation to be held, if feasible, in Europe in 1948. 

e. To make such financial arrangements as may be necessary to carry 
out the purposes of the Association. 

8. The council shall establish an executive committee to implement 
the general policies which it decides upon.
